3LLOWINO  yesterdays  street 
parade  and  forming  the  climax 
to  which  it  led  on  its  arrival  at  Bea- 
con Kill  Park,  was  the  picturesque 
arrival  of  the  May  Queen,  precede*! 
by  trumpeting  heralds  and  followed 
by  her  suite,  through  *wo  lines  of 
gaily  dressed  guards,  her  ascension 
to  her  throne,  her  coronation  by 
Mayor  Anscomb.  and  the  spectacu- 
lar costume  dances,  presented  on  a 
stage  ta  front  of  the  throne  by  com- 
panies of  children  from  the  public 
schools. 

Nature  lent  her  aid,  and  gave  an 
unparalleled  setting  to  the  pageant. 
Bright  sunshine  fell  over  all.  shone 
on  the  wide  expand  leading  to  the 
seashore,  sparkled  on  the  waters  of 
the  strait,  outlined  the  Olympic 
Moun;aln:.  beyond,  and  lit  up  their 
snow-covered  summits.  On  one  side 
of  the  open  field,  the  hillsides  glowed 
with  gulden  broom;  and  cn  the 
other,  above  the  tree-lined  streets, 
rose  the  Eocnc  hills  ft)  the  distance. 
Many  thousands  of  'spectators  were 
massed  around  the  field,  which  had 
been  reserved  for  the  approach  of 
the  May  Queen  and,  at  one  end,  for 
the  coronation  ceremony  an.1  Its 
celebration.  At  this  end  a  platform 
had  been  erected  leading  up  to  a 
wide  dais,  where,  rising  row  above 
row.  sat  marly  300  of  the  younger 
school  ■  giris  In  groups,  each  group 
dressed  in  white  with  a  broad  sash 
of  one  of  the  primary  colors. 

Violet  was  worn  by  the  group  of 
smallest  girls;  then  successively 
blue,  green,  yellow,  orange  and  red; 
those  In  red  being  girls  of  the  higher 
gradei  in  the  schoob.  The  dais 
was  divided  by  a  stairway  which  led 
up  to  the  throne  and  Us  crowned 
canopy.

When  Lord  Davidson  announced 
he  would  resign  In  July.  1928.  there 
was  much  speculation  whether  his 
resignation  would,  hasten  the  dis- 
establishment of  th'e  Church  of  Eng- 
land.

Representative  Fijlans 
suggested  their  colony  as  the  logical 
place,  and  Mr.  Seymour  says  the 
Canadian  delegates  warmly  ap- 
proved the  Idea.

MONTREAL.  May  24. -Quietly 
working  behind  the  scenes,  the  Ca- 
nadian Government  meteorological 
service  has  already  made  elaborate 
plans  for  supplying  weather  fore- 
casts, temperature  and  pressure  data 
and  other  essential  Information  to 
the  R-100,  which  will  shortly  fly 
from  Cardtngton,  England,  to  St. 
Hubert,  Montreal. 

Five  reports  dealing  with  weather 
conditions  at  five  different  points  in 
Greenland  were  dispatched  to  Card- 
ington  last  night  by  the  service,  as 
the  wireless  stations  In  Greenland 
were  not  powerful  enough  to  con- 
vey the  messages  straight  to  Europe. 

As  soon  as  the  ship  reaches  longi- 
tude 35.  a  little  east  of  Greenland, 
the  task  of  supplying  information 
will  fall  to  Canada  and  it  will  then 
receive  weather  reports  four  times 
a  day,  at  2  a.m.,  8  a.m.,  2  p.m.  and 
8  p.m.

LONDON,  May  24. -It  was  au- 
thoritatively stated  today  the  dam- 
age to  the  fabric  at  the  tail  of  the 
dirigible  R-100  during  her  test  flight 
this  week  was  not  likely  to  interfere 
with  the  Canadian  flight. 

The  damage  did  not  affect  the 
main  structure.  The  airship  now  Is 
at  the  mooring  mast  at  Cardtngton, 
but  is  expected  to  be  put  in  the  shed 
early  next  week,  while  the  tall  is 
strengthened.  Experts  say  there  13 
no  reason  why  the  airship  should 
not  be  ready  for  the  Canadian  trip 
at  the  end  of  the  month. 


Itromlrv's  Monoplanv  llm  ns 
tml  rilnt  Succumlts 


MUROC.  Cal .  May  24  — Tipped  into  a  sideslip  by  a  sudden  gust 
of  wind,  the  monoplane  City  of  Tacoma  III  was  destroyed 
today,  and  H.  W.  Catlln.  testing  It  for  a  Tacoma.  Wash.,  to 
Tokio  flight,  was  injured  fatally.  Mr.  Harold  Bromley,  former 
Victorian,  who  was  to  have  attempted  the  transpacific  flight  in 
the  plane,  stood  on  the  hard,  sun-baked  surface  of  Muroc  Dry 
Lake  and  watched  his  third  ship  in  less  than  a  year  come  to  an 
end  similar  to  its  predecessors. 

Taking  off  with  a  full  load  of  812  gallons  of  gasoline  after  two 
successful  preliminary  trials.  Mr.  Catlln  had  covered  but  little  more 
than  a  mile  when  the  right  wing  of  the  plane  was  thrown  down 
by  the  wind. 

The  resultant  sideslip  brought  the  heavily-loaded  monoplane 
crashing  to  the  lake  bed.  Traveling  at  more  than  100  miles  per 
hour  the  ship  flashed  Into  flames,  and  Catlln  was  severely  burned. 

Mr.  Catfln's  widow  and  a  physlcan  w\«re  rushed  by  airplane  from 
Burbank.  Cal.  to  Muroc.  but  the  pilot  succumbed  several  houri

PEACE  RIVER 
BLOCK  SURVEY 
IMS  STARTED 


Major  C.  B.  Crysdale,  who  had 
charge  of  the  surveys  conducted 
under  the  Provincial  Government 
and  the  two  major  railway  compa- 
nies of  Canada  of  the  P.O.E.  Sub- 
sidy lands  last  Summer,  is  now. 
fairly  started  on-  the  survey  of  the 
Peace  River  Block.  Major  Crys- 
dale has  been  In  the  city  for  a -few 
days,  making  final  arrangements 
connected  with  the  work  which  he 
has  In  hand  as  engineer  In  charge. 

Surveyors,  engineers  and  geolo- 
gists. Major  Crysdale  Informed  Pre- 
mier Tolmle.  hnd  already  proceeded 
to  the  field  from  Edmonton,  and 
were  on  their  Jobs.  Under  the  ar- 
rangements that  have  been  entered 
Into  for  the  examination  of  the 
lands  of  the  block,  which  has  Just 
been  returned  to  the  province  by 
the  Dominion  Government,  the  rail- 
way companies  will  again,  as  in  the 
case  of  the  subsidy  lands,  bear  each 
a  third  of  the  cost  of  the  surveys. 

Major  Crysdale  Is  preparing  to 
leave  shortly  for  Prince  George, 
which  will  be  the  general  base  of 
the  .survey,  as  of  the  Pacific  Great 
Eastern  Railway  land  grant  survey 
last  year.  Arrangements  are  being 
made  for  airplane  service  from 
Summit  Lake,  near  Prince  George, 
to  Moberly  l  ake,  within  the  Peace 
River  Block,  by  which  Major  Crys- 
dale and  his  associates  may  make 
connections  with  their  field  men  in 
some  four  hours.  The  Journey 
from  Prince  Oeorge  to  the  survey 
area  by  the  old  route  down  the 
Crooked  and  Parsnip  Rivers  requires 
some  eight  days. 

Arrangements  are  being  made  to 
collect  further  data  during  the  sur- 
vey on  the  Northern  P.O.E.  land 
block  examined  In  detail  last  year. 
A  few  facts  desired  by  Major  Crys- 
dale have  still  to  be  gathered  there.

BERLIN.  May  24.— Chancellor 
Helnrlch  Bruening.  leader  of  Ger- 
many's coalition  Government,  yes- 
terday, made  his  debut  as  interp- 
reted to  the  world  of  Germany's 
foreign  policy  and  disarmament  de- 
sires. 

Addressing  foreign  correspondents 
of  twenty-seven  nations,  at  the  an- 
nual banquet  of  the  Foreign  Press 
Association  of  Berlin,  he  took  for 
his  theme,  "Germany's  Desire  for 
World  Disarmament  and  Her  Pa- 
cific Intentions  Toward  Other  Na- 
tions," 

"The  German  people  are  united 
in  the  realisation  that  Germany's 
renaissance  can  be  achieved  only  by 
peaceful  co-operation  with  all  peo- 
ples." he  declared. 

"Everything  making  possible,  or 
facilitating,  this  peaceful  co-opera- 
tion will  as  always  find  our  hearty 
support.  Above  all.  we  shall  support 
measures  calculated  to  safeguard 
peace. 

FUNDAMENT  \  i  niNCIPLE 

"German  forcing  policy  proceeds 
from  the  same  fundamental  prin- 
ciple that  has  been  applied  to  us— 
namely,  that  the  best  security  for 
peace  lies  In  disarmament. 

"We  have,  therefore,  followed 
sypathetlcally  all  endeavors  to  make 
progress  along  the  line  of  disarma- 
ment and  hope  that  in  the  not  too 
far  distant  future  greater  steps  for- 
ward will  be  taken  than  hitherto." 

The  Pan-European  scheme,  most 
recently  represented  by  the  Euro- 
pean Federal  Union  idea  of  Foreign 
Minister  Brland  of  France,  he  wel- 
comed a.s  an  attempt  "also  by  this 
means  to  make  the  easier  and  to 
Improve  the  conditions  of  living  and 
the  existence  of  the  inhabitants  of 
the  European  continent."

LONDON.  May  24.— The  news 
from  India  today  showed  that  a  new 
form  of  civil  resistance  was  taking 
place  In  Calcutta. 

While  the  women  in  other  parts 
of  India  are  supporting  raids  on  the 
Government  salt  works  and  picket- 
ing liquor  and  foreign  cloth  shops, 
the  women  of  Calcutta  decided  to 
stop  football  play. 

Women  pickets  gathered  on  the 
mine  grounds  where  league  football 
matches  were  to  be  played,  and,  by 
obstructing  the  main  entrances  to 
pavilions,  prevented  the  players 
from  entering  or  emerging,  and 
thus  effectively  stopped  all  play.

Karachi  was  another  news  centre. 
The  police  there  raided  a  shop 
which  had  been  selling  contraband 
salt  and  seized  a  large  quantity  of 
the  condiment.  A  melee  developed 
In  which  several  persons  were  In- 
jured and  the  police  charged  with 
their  sticks  to  restore  order.  Later 
a  procession  marched  through  the 
Indian  quarter  sjnglng  revolution- 
ary songs,  but  oulet  was  soon 
established.

Red  propagan- 
da litters  the  streets  of  Hankow, 
and  the  authorities  do  nothing. 

CLAIM  SUCCESSES 

The  Chinese  Nationalists  tonight 
claim  further  successes  for  their 
military  campaign  against  the 
Northern  rebels  along  the  Haichow- 
Tungkwan  Railway. 

Nationalist  Government  military 
headquarters  at  Nanking  arserted 
that  its  forces  were  within  fifteen 
miles  of  Halkeng.  Dispatches  orig- 
inating from  Northern  sources,  how- 
ever, disputed  this  claim  and  said 
the  Northern  forces  had  halted  the 
Nationalists  in  the  neighborhood  of 
Lanfeng,  where  Aghtlng  of  great 
Intensity  was  In  progress.  The 
Northern  coalition  also  asserted 
that  30,000  Nationalist  troops  in  the 
battle  area  along  the  railway  were 
showing  an  inclination  to  Join  the 
Northern  forces.  Meah while  Com- 
munists and  lawless  elements  in  the 
Yangtze  Valley  were  taking  advan- 
tage of  the  absence  of  the  Nation- 
alist military,  all  of  which  was  being 
concentrated  In  the  Northern  Honan 
Province  undertaking.  An  orgy  of 
looting,  killing  *td  kidnapping 
broke  out  in  the  valley,  with  lawless 
bands  operating  in  virtually  every 
province  south  of  the  Yangtze.

OTTAWA.  May  24-Member  of 
the  House  of  Commons  spent  the 
greater  part  of  Victoria  Day  strug- 
gling with  the  estimates  and  tax 
changes  brought  down  by  the  budg- 
et. They  made  good  progress  during 
the  forenoon  and  afternoon  sessions 
so  they  decided  to  call  it  a  day  at 
7  o'clock  tonight. 

All  the  tax  resolutions  remaining 
from  Friday  were  passed  with  the 
exception  of  the  one  which  pro- 
vided fcr  a  bounty  of  49.5  cents  per 
ton  on  Canadian  bituminous  used 
In  this  country  ror  smelting.  An 
amendment  was  proposed  by  Mr. 
Flnlay  Macdonald  (Cons..  Cape 
Breton  South),  which  would  insist 
on  the  steel  companies  obtaining 
this  bounty  only  IT  the  money  so 
paid  should  result  in  increasing  the 
wages  or  shortening  the  hours  or 
the  employees. 

As  Mr.  Macdonald's  proposal  was 
along  the  line  or  that  suggested  in 
connection  with  rour  items  In  the 
tarirr  schedule  increasing  the  pro- 
tection on  certain  steel  products.  It 
was  lert  over  until  Monday.  The 
rour  tariff  it?ms  also  stand  over,  so, 
no  doubt,  there  will  be  another 
general  discussion  next  week  over 
the  principle  of  making  steel  com- 
panies giving  their  men  eight  hours 
a  day  If  they  are  to  receive  the  tar- 
iff benefits  and  the  bounty. 

WAR  INCOME  TAX 

The  various  changes  In  the  War 
Income  Tax  Act  were  passed  by  the 
Commons  in  committee  of  ways  and 
means.  There  was  considerable  pro- 
test with  rrspect  to  th«  one  which 
exempts  donations  to  the  extent  of 
10  per  cent  of  the  net  income  of  the 
taxpayer,  to  any  church,  university, 
college  or  school  or  hospital  In  Can- 
ada. Mr.  J.  S.  Woodsworth  (Labor. 
Winnipeg  North  Centre),  Leslie 
Bell  (Cons..  St.  Antoine*.  and  Dr. 
Peter  McOibbon  (Cons..  Muskoka). 
and  others  urged  that  the  exemp- 
tion should  be  extended  to  include 
donations  to  community  funds,  Vic- 
torian Order  of  Nurses,  the  Red 
Cross,  King's  Daughters  and  other 
organizations  outside  the  churches. 
After  a  lengthy  discussion,  however, 
the  clause  originally  Introduced, 
was  carried.  Hon.  C.  A.  Dunning, 
Minister  of  Finance,  urged  that  the 
exemptions  be  left  as  they  were  for 
this  year.

Provision  is  also  proposed  to  be 
made  for  the  holding  of  such  by- 
elections  as  follow  a  general  clecUon 
withL'i  six  months  upon  the  same 
lists  as  those  prepared  for  the  gen- 
eral election;  for  the  marking  of 
the  ballot  of  a  blind  person  by  a 
friend  whom  he  brings  with  him  to 
the  polling  station;  ror  defining 
further  the  provision  adopt**!  last 
year  with  respect  to  8ummer  resi- 
dents, and  for  Uie  appointment  or 
a  legal  adviser  to  the  chier  electoral 
officer  for  the  purpose  of  the  next 
general  election. 

With  respect  to  appointment  of 
enumerators,  special  provision  is 
made  to  cover  the  case  ot  the  pres- 
?nt  Parliament  being  dissolved 
within  one  month  from  assent  to 
the  proposed  act,  since.  If  this  Par- 
liament were  so  .oon  dissolved,  the 
proposed  permanrnt  provisions  on 
this  subject  could  not  be  brought 
into  operation,  and  no  provision 
which  could  be  applied  to  a  general 
election  following  such  an  early  dis- 
solution would  be  permanently  sat- 
isfactory.

EARLY  CAREER 

Randall  Thomas  Davidson  was 
born  April  7.  184JJ.  the  son  ol  Henry 
Davidson,  or  Edinburgh,  and  Hen- 
rietta, daughter  or  John  Swlnton, 
of  KmnerRhame. 

With  the  exception  of  his  first 
two  years  in  Holy  Orders,  when  he 
held  an  obscure  curacy  in  Kent, 
Randall  Davidson  never  held  any 
ordinary  pastoral  office.  As  a  younc 
priest  he  became  domestic  chaplain 
(or  private  secretary)  to  Archbishop 
Tail.  The  latter  was  a  great  favorite 
of  Queen  Victoria.  It  has  been  said 
that  Tait  owed  his  elevation  to  the 
Archbishopric  of  Canterbury  in  part 
at  least  to  the  Queen's  sympathy  for 
the  domestic  afflictions  suffered  by 
his  wife  and  hlmseir.  Almost  the 
whole  or  their  young  famly  were 
taken  from  them.  One  of  the  sur- 
viving children  became  the  wife  of 
Randall  Davidson,  her  father's  one- 
time domestic  chaplain.  When  Tail 
died  Randall  Davidson  continued  as 
chaplain  to  his  successor.  Edward 
Benson.  To  a  man  even  of  limited 
talent  such  an  environment  would 
prove  Invaluable,  and  Davidson  was 
a  man  ot  no  ordinary  ability.  Pro- 
motion to  the  Deanery  ot  Windsor 
rollowed.  where  he  also  held  the  or- 
flce  or  chaplain  to  Queen  Victoria 
Nine  years  later  Dr.  Davidson  be- 
came Bishop  of  Rochester,  a 
see  which  in  those  days  embraced  a 
large  slice  of  South  London.  Later 
he  became  head  of  the  historic  see 
of  Winchester,  and  In  1902.  upon  the 
death  of  Archbishop  Temple  (father 
of  the  present  Arcnbishop  of  York), 
Dr.  Davidson  was  elevated  to  the 
see  of  Canterbury  and  to  the  Prim- 
acy of  All  England. 

M -I'RECIATED  AT  LAtST 

Dr.  Davidson's  career  was  remark- 
able lor  the  ract  that  il  was  only 
towards  Its  clos^  that  his  real  worth 
eamc  to  be  acknowledged  by  the 
nation  at  large.  For  many  years 
clerics  and  laymen  alike  regarded 
him  merely  as  one  or  the  darlings 
or  rortune.  His  constant  associa- 
tion with  the  royal  tamlly  at  one 
time  provoked  references  to  him  as 
being'  "nothing  but  a  courtier." 
Probably  those  who  uttered  such  a 
gibe  never  stopped  to  ask  them- 
selves if  the  royal  family  are  not  as 
much  in  need  or  ghostly  counsel  and 
spiritual  advice  as  any  more  lowlv 
placed.  8ome  day  it  will  probably 
be  revealed  how  much  members  or 
the  royal  family  were*  Indebted  to 
Randall  Davidson,  not  merely  for 
ghostly  counsel,  but  for  counsel  on 
the  life  or  this  world.  There  Is  evi-. 
dence  already  that  Queen  Victoria 
and  King  Edward  sought  his  advice 
on  matters  ol  the  most  momentous 
kind. 

REVISION  OF  LITURGY 

Tha  archbishop  for  twenty  years 
or  more  dsvoted  an  immense 
amount  of  time  and  careful  labor  In 
leading  the  compilers  or  a  revised 
liturgy,  believing  that  It  was  In- 
cumbent that  the  lorms  or  service 
which  had  served  for  200  years  or 
more  should  be  endowed  with  an 
elasticity  suitable  for  the  needs  of 
the  present  generation.  In  Decem- 
ber. 1927,  the  new  prayer  book  was 
accepted  by  the  House  of  Lords, 
but  was  rejected  by  the  House  of 
Commons  after  but  a  few  hours' 
debate.  The  leaders  of  the  church 
made  some  minor  alterations,  and 
in  less  than  six  months  the  prayer 
book  measure  was  again  presented 
to  the  House  or  Commons.  On  this 
occasion  its  defeat  was  even  more 
decisive.  The  archbishop  t**us  wit- 
nessed, on  the  eve  of  his  retirement, 
the  labor  of  twenty  years  or  more 
brought  to  nought. 

But  although  the  archbishop  went 
down  to  defeat  in  one  sense,  it  is 
safe  to  say  that  even  the  bitterest 
opponents  of  the  prayer  book  meas- 
ure had  nothing  but  reelings  of  the 
highest  regard  for  the  archbishop 
himself.  A  remarkable  demonstra- 
tion of  affection  was  bestowed  upon 
him  when  he  said  farewell  to  Lam- 
beth Palace  A  monetary  gift  of 
nearly  $85,000  was  subscribed  by 
people  of  all  creeds  and  classes 
throughout  the  Empire.  A  separate 
gift  of  $10,000  came  rrom  the  United 
States  An  express  stipulation  was 
made  that  the  greater  part  of  this 
should  be  spent  by  the  archbishop 
In  ministering  to  the  personal  com- 
tart  of  his  wire  and  himself  Only 
a  sum  of  $10,000  was  set  aside  for 
the  erection  of  a  suitable  memorial 
In  the  churchyard  of  Lambeth  Pal- 
ace of  Dr.  Davidson  s  long  episco- 
pate..

An  optimistic  report  on  general 
conditions  in  the  West.  In  spite  of 
stock  exchange  troubles  and  the 
wheat  situation*  Is  brought  to  the 
city  by  Mr.  Gordon  E.  Hunter,  vice- 
president  and  Western  manager  of 
J.  J.  Gibbons,  Limited,  whose  head- 
quarters are  at  Winnipeg. 

Mr  Hunter,  who  is  registered  at 
the  Empress  Hotel,  looks  to  business 
being  normal,  or  nearly  so.  by  the 
Fall  While  the  wheat  situation 
plays  an  important  part  in  connec- 
tion with  Western  business,  his  view 
Is  that  uncertainties  about  Interna- 
tional wheat  sales  will  drive  more, 
grain  growers  on  the  prairies  into 
mixed  farming,  to  the  general  bene- 
fit of  agriculture  ultimately. 

National  advertising  agencies  are 
naturally  In  close  reaction  to  the 
condition  of  business  in  a  country, 
and  when  a  large  firm  like  J.  J 
Gibbons,  Limited,  feels  justified  In 
extending  Its  business  to  a  number 
of  new  rentres  in  the  West,  as  has 
recently  been  the  case  by  the  merger 
with  the  Crawford  Harris  Company, 
as  a  consequence  of  which  It  has  ac- 
quired ten  branches  additional,  this 
circumstance  Is  regarded  as  prom- 
ising to  business. 

By  this  merger  the  company  now 
has  connections  from  Victoria  to 
Halifax,  and  intends  to  devote 
greater  attention  to  Western  busi- 
ness.

There  will  be  ready  acquiescence  throughout 
the  community  In  the  choice  of  Mr.  Fred 
Landsberg  as  the  winner  of  yesterday's  Apprecia- 
tion Medal  given  annually  by  the  Native  Sons 
of  British  Columbia.  Wherever  deeds  of  phil- 
anthropy have  been  carried  out  in  this  city 
during  a  long  number  of  years  past,  Mr. 
Landsberg  s  name  has  been  a  household  word. 
He  has  an  expansive  heart,,  the  kindliest  of 
feelings  for  the  less  fortunate,  a  readiness  always 
to  give  up  his  time  on  behalf  of  good  works: 
in  short,  he  Is  a  citizen  of  excellent  worth. 

These  are  no  doubt  the  reasons  why  he  should 
have  been  chosen  for  the  Appreciation  Medal. 
Possibly  he  was  surprised  at  the  honor  which 
has  fallen  to  his  lot.  but  Mr.  Landsberg  has  been 
so  consistently  and  whole-heartedly  active  In 
charitable  deeds  that  all  our  citizens  at 
one  time  or  another  and  ,n  some  way  have 
learned  of  his  work.  Speaking  for  the  press 
there  is  an  instant  support  given  to  Mr.  Lands- 
berg whenever  he  wishes  an  appeal  voiced  on 
behalf  of  some  charity  or  benevolent  purpose 
The  newspapers  know  that  he  is  a  man  of  souny 
judgment  in  such  matters  and  are  willing  to 
accept  his  estimate  when  help  is  required.  In 
this  respect  and,  as  well,  as  an  active  citizen  in 
many  other  ways,  there  is  no  one  more  fitting  to 
be  honored  in  the  manner  in  which  Mr.  Lands- 
berg was  singled  out  for  yesterday  s  award. 


A  GREAT  RELIGIOUS  LEADER 

Few  leaders  In  the  twentieth  century  have  re- 
ceived in  their  lifetime  so  great  a  volume  of 
praise  as  was  given  to  the  distinguished  prelate 
who  today  was  translated  to  the  higher  life. 
When  Archbishop  Davidson  announced  two  years 
ago  his  Impending  resignation  as  Primate  of  All 
England,— a  year  marked  also  by  his  eightieth 
birthday  and  the  fiftieth  anniversary  of  a  happy 
marriage— not  the  Anglican  Church  only  but  all 
Christendom  rose  up  to  honor  a  great  statesman 
of  the  Christian  faith.  There  was  an  exceptional 
demonstration  of  esteem  and  affection.  He  was 
given  the  gold  casket  of  the  freedom  of  the  city 
of  London,  the  first  primate  to  receive  that 
honor.  He  was  praised  as  the  first  archbishop 
to  make  way  voluntarily  for  the  more  efficient 
services  of  a  younger  man.  His  wise  administra- 
tion of  his  own  churtfh,  his  unceasing  efforts 
towards  church  unity  and  his  wide  sympathy  for 
the  far-flung  missionary  operations  were  warmly 
praised.  Men  spoke  of  the  deep  spiritual  life  of 
the  revered  father-ln-Ood  of  the  national  church 
of  England. 

Within  his  own  church  tfce  late  archbishop 
strove  for  unity.  His  ideal  for  it  was  compre- 
hensive. Though  it  subjected  him  to  attack 
from  the  extremists  he  was  determined  to  lose 
no  one  whose  faith  could  come  within  the  bounds 
of  the  Anglican  Church.  In  this  he  displayed  a 
high  level  of  statesmanship  as  "kcepe*>  of  the 
gates  of  Lambeth  Palace."  No  religious  leader 
could  have  shown  greater  wisdom  and  patience 
in  handling  diverse  elements.  He  sebmerged  his 
own  predilections  in  the  interests  of  a  broad 
fellowship.  He  was  neither  modernist  nor  funda- 
mentalist; he  was  not  Anglo-Catholic.  He  had 
native  shrewdness,  sincerity,  urbanity,  a  temper 
that  never  lost  Its  poise,  combined  with  a  genuine 
devoutness  and  great  trust  in  God,  and  also  a 
breadth  of  wisdom  and  persistency  of  purpose 

His  death  on  the  eve  of  the  Lambeth  Confer- 
ence Is  a  heavy  loss  to  religious  life.  The  late 
primate  was  presiding  head  and  moving  spirit 
of  the  Conference  of  1920  which  Issued  the 
epoch-making  "Appeal  to  all  Christian  people  ' 
for  unity,  and  which  led  to  a  series  of  fraternal 
conferences  with  Free  Church  leaders.  His  ap- 
proval of  the  exploratory  Mallnes  Conversations 
and  his  overtures  to  the  Eastern  Orthodox 
Churches  were  moves  animated  by  the  same 
spirit. 

Archbishop  Davidson  was  pre-eminently  a 
peacemaker.  By  no  means  a  molluscous  believer 
in  peace  at  any  price  but  a  rugged  and  deter- 
mined character,  he  had  the  higher  view  that 
looks  for  possible  links  of  fellowship  between 
members  of  the  Church  Universal  and  also  of 
humanity.  The  benison  that  falls  upon  peace- 
makers was  his  and  the  honor  that  comes,  though 
often  tardily,  to  peacemakers  came  to  him  All

IN  s-  ri-oK-l  Or  KAIRII 

Ever  and  anon  our  friends  over  the  border 
give  new  evidences  of  an  intense  practicallsm, 
sometimes  designed  to  take  all  the  silver  linings 
from  the  clouds  of  life.  One  of  the  latest  evi- 
dences is  the  attack  on  fairies  launched  by  the 
Teachers'  College  of  Columbia  University.  Both 
students  and  teachers  of  this  seminary  claim  to 
have  discovered  that  there  Is  no  such  place  as 
Fairyland.  They  term  a  belief  In  such  as  "ridicu- 
lous '  and  one  that  should  not  persist  in  the  nur- 
series of  an  "intelligent  democracy."  The  To- 
ronto Saturday  Night  stigmatizes  this  claim  not 
only  as  unkind  but  as  something  that  even  the 
Soviet  Government  has  not  made.  The  Teachers 
College  cannot  exorcise  the  fairies  because  they 
must  first  be  caught,  and  that  is  a  problem  be- 
yond solution  by  the  officers  of  the  law. 

"Long  ago."  says  Saturday  Night,  "we  learned 
to  make  a  friend  of  the  fairies  and  to  tell  them 
such  secrets  as  we  dared  not  confide  to  fellow 
mortals."  That  paper  cautions  the  authorities 
at  Columbia  University  to  look  out  lest  revenge 
overtake  them,  for  "the  fairies  are  not  to  be  held 
In  light  esteem,  or  called  ridiculous."  Without 
the  fairies  there  would  have  been  no  "Mid- 
summer Night's  Dream."  no  "Peter  Pan."  few,  if 
any  dreams,  in  childhood,  and  less  opportunity 
than  ever  for  getting  away  from  the  sordid  con- 
siderations of  mundane  happenings.  The  fairies 
have  the  powrr  to  lift  childhood  into  a  realm 
that  may  be  yet;  a  country  with  lights  that  never 
were  on  land  or  sea.  They  may  be  an  Illusion, 
but  perhaps  life  itself  Ls  little  mpre  as  It  "struts 
and  frets  its  hour  upon  the  ttage."  Rather  than 
attack  the  fairies,  with  all  the  imaginings  and 
longings  which  they  awaken.  Toronto  Saturday 
Night  believes  it  would  be  better  to  sing  with 
Kipling: 

"I'd  not  give  way  to  an  Emperor, 
I'd  hold  my  road  for  a  King- 
To  the  Triple  Crown  I  would  not  bow  down-

Germany's  Army  today  costs  the  country 
three  and  a  half  times  as  much  as  the  Army  of 
1913.  The  General  SUfTf  of  that  Army  was 
formally  abolished  under  the  Peace  Treaty,  but 
Germany  has  982  officers  and  officials  now  for 
administrative  purposes  as  compared  with  619 
in  1913.  The  German  Army  estimates  are  rising 
steadily  year  by  year.  French  press  criticism  Is 
to  the  effect  that  there  is  a  deliberate  attempt 
lh  Germany  "to  cover  up  expenditure  which  it 
Is  not  safe  to  admla  openly."  That  criticism,  too. 
infers  that  Germany  ls  manufacturing  and  stor- 
ing war  material,  "or  Is  covertly  subsidizing  in- 
dustries for  the  manufacture  of  war  material." 

When  the  Indian  refers  to  the  material  prog- 
ress of  his  country  he  calls  it  "devilupment." 
There  may  be  more  truth  than  poetry  In  this 
pronunciation,  of  the  word.

Our 
mentor  frankly  told  us  we  shsuld 
not  attempt  to  discuss  political 
questions,  and  that  anything  we 
had  said  In  the  past  about  the 
political  Issues  of  the  day  simply 
exported  our  Ignorance.

In  a  meek  and  lowly  spirit  we 
admitted  that  the  criticism  was 
perfectly  In  order  and  the  point 
perfectly  established.  At  the  same 
time  what  is  one  to  do  when  the 
newspapers  are  discussing  little  else 
but  politics  and  everybody  you  meet 
can  talk  about  nothing  but  politics, 
about  the  prospects  of  the  Govern- 
ment and  the  Opposition  in  the 
pending  general  election,  about  the 
terrible  indiscretion  of  Rt.  Hon 
William  Lyon  Mackenzie  King's 
"nickel  speech"  In  the  House  of 
Commons,  and  the  ups  and  downs 
of  the  Dunning  tariff?  When  the 
atmosphere  ls  impregnated  with 
politics,  when  everybody  ls  full  of 
politics,  and  everybody  should  be 
Interested  in  politics,  surely  under 
such  circumstances  one  should  be 
justified  in  expressing  an  occasional 
opinion  upon  political  subjects. 
 t  *  i  
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Why.  the  political  conditions  in 
Canada  at  the  present  time  are  so 
extraordinary  that  institutions 
which  are  really  strictly  neutral 
have  been  dn  wn  into  the  stream  of 
politics  and  have  announced  their 
Intention  of  taking  an  active  part 
in  the  coming  battle  of  the  politi- 
cians. If  the  contagion  continues  to 
spread,  we  are  not  sure  that  even  the 
strictly  non-partlzan  judiciary  may 
not  be  drawn  Into  the  strife  and 
turmcll.  Consider  what  has  hap- 
pened In  Ontario  in  consequence  of 
that  injudicious  and  tempestuous 
"nickel  speech."  At  a  meeting  In 
London.  Ontario,  a  town  which  for 
generations  has  been  the  centre  of 
political  activities  and  party  tur- 
moil, where  Mr.  Bennett  made  a 
speech  which  aroused  tremendous* 
enthusiasm  because  it  was  accepted 
as"  the  -key-note"  of  a  political 
campaign  in  which  quarter  would 
neither  be  given  nor  asked.  Mr. 
Ferguson,  the  Premier  of  Ontario, 
made  a  short  speech  in  which  he 
intimated  that  all  the  forces  at  the 
command  of  his  government  would 
be  marshalled  on  the  side  of  the 
Opposition. 

•  •  • 

We  may  not  know  a  great  deal 
about  the  political  affairs  of  Can- 
ada, but  according  to  our  limited 
knowledge  of  politics  In  Canada, 
this  is  the  first  time  in  the  history 
or  the  country  that  a  Provincial 
Oovemment  announced  It  was  going 
to  enter  the  field  against  a  Federal 
Government.  As  a  rule  provincial 
governments  have  remained  strictly 
neutral  when  Federal  political 
parties  were  arrayed  against  each 
other  in  deadly  strife.  That  con- 
dition prevailed  because  there  was 
nothing  in  common  between  federal 
and  provincial  affairs,  because  of  a 
belief  that  federal  and  provincial 
issues  were  entirely  distinct  from 
each  other  and  that  it  were  better 
for  all  concerned  that  there  should 
be  friendly  relations  between  the 
federal  and  the  provincial  authori- 
ties whether  the  governments  tem- 
porarily in  power  happened  to  be 
Orlt  or  Tory.

But  when  Rt.  Hon.  William  Lyon 
Mackenzie  King  in  his  hasty  and 
ill-advised  "nickel  speech"  Intimated 
that  no  Provincial  Tory  Oovem- 
ment need  expect  either  Justice  or 
favors  from  his  Oovemment,  even 
if  Justice  Involved  relief  for  the  un- 
employed, he  threw  the  fat  In  the 
fire  and  his  government  is  frying 
In  the  flames.  Our  limited  knowl- 
edge of  Canadian  politics  ls  suffi- 
ciently wide  to  assure  us  that  mo- 
mentous issues  are  often  determined 
by  apparently  trivial  Indiscretions. 
When  the  Canadian  Premier  threw 
the  gage  of  battle  at  the  feet  of  the 
Provincial  Premiers.  Mr.  Ferguson 
was  the  flrst  Premier  to  accept  the 
challenge  and  to  declare  that  If  the 
right  of  provincial  Conservative 
Governments  to  existence  was  to  be 
put  to  the  test,  the  provincial  gov- 
ernments would  fight  for  the  rights 
of  the  provincial  people  lo  chorine 
their  governments.  So  the  battle  Is 
Joined.  If  Premier  Ferguson  should 
prove  as  powerful  a  factor  in  Do- 
minion affairs  as  he  has  proved 
himself  to  be  In  provincial  affairs 
(he  has  the  largest  majority  be- 
hind him  in  the  Ontario  House  that 
any  government  ever  had),  the  pros- 
pects of  the '  King  Government  In 
the  coming  election  are  not  of  the 
brightest.  What  with  the  blazing 
Indiscretion  of  the  Premier  and  the 
uncovering  of  a  tremendous  scandal 
In  connection  with  the  8t.  Lawrence 
power  scheme  by  the  leader  of  the 
Progressives  in  the  dying  houra  of 
the  Oovemment.  indicating  the 
reasons  why  the  St.  Lawrence 
waterway  project  has  made  no 
progress.  Mr  King  may  be  cursing 
the  fates  that  he  did  not  bring  the 
election  on  sooner  or  had  postponed 
It  until  a  more  propltlou

It  Is  strange,  and  at  the  same 
time  true,  that  the  "Tale  of 
Two  Cities,"  the  two  on  the  Pacific 
Coast  and  the  two  In  the  East,  as 
far  as  obstructive  tactics  are  con- 
cerned, are  very  much  alike. 

I  only  refer  to  efforts  put  forth 
In  trying  to  defeat  the  undertakings, 
for,  geographically  and  in  many 
ways,  there  is  an  entire  want  of 
r.lmllarlty  as  between  the  great  Am- 
bassador Bridge  project  and  our  far 
smaller  effort— the  bridging  of  Sey- 
mour Narrows. 

After  many  efforts  to  have  a 
bridge  built,  starting  as  early  as 
1874  (this  date  corresponds  some- 
what with  our  dates),  the  attempts 
ended  in  failure;  all  the  early  lines 
of  action  put  forth  were  for  the 
construction  of  a  bridge  somewhat 
like  our  Johnson  Street  connection 
a  combined  traffic  bridge. 

Within  the  last  eight-  years  a  Mr 
Joseph  A.  Bower  strongly  advo- 
cated an  automobile  traffic  bridge. 
His  efforts  were  crowned  with  suc- 
cess in  spite  of  the  most  Sitter 
opposition  which  was  sponsored  first 
by  the  shipping  interests.  The  rami- 
fications of  these  interests  were  so 
far-reaching  that  it  affected  even 
the  politics  of  the  city  of  Detroit, 
the  mayor  of  the  city  vetoing  the 
concessions  that  were  granted  Mr. 
Bower.  This  was  overcome  by  se- 
curing a  plebiscite  that  resulted  In 
an  8  to  1  vote  in  favor  of  grant- 
ing the  concessions  to  Bower  and  his 
associates.  (On  the  Canadian  side 
the  people  were  almost  unanimous) 
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Even  after  the  coast  was  somewhat 
clear  most  obstructive  tactics  were 
still  employed  and  the  following 
arguments  used: 

"We  have  no  need  of  an  automo- 
bile bridge;  we  have  a  tunnel  and 
an  automobile  tunnel  is  to  be  un- 
dertaken soon.  It  Ls  foolish;  It 
wont  pay!  Why.  Windsor  and 
Detroit  put  together  have  less  than 
a  million  people.  The  ferries  supply 
all  our  demands.  A  bridge  will  be 
an  eyesore  «  nd  if  we  arc  to  have  a 
bridge  it  should  be  a  combined 
ralway  and  vehicular  traffic  bridge. 
It  is  silly  to  expect  to  carry  out  the 
undertaking  as  outlined  by  Bower. 
A  bridge  two  miles  long!  Why  It 
will  cost  over  fifty  million  dollars!" 

Suffice  It  to  say  that  Bower  was 
triumphant.  The  stock  ($22,000,000). 
was  oversubscribed  and  the  bridge 
was  built  in  spite  of  all  opposition. 

The  Seymour  Narrods  bridge  is 
not  nearly  as  large  an  undertaking 
as  the  Ambassador  Bridge,  and,  as 
the  traffic  to  be  provided  for  wUl  be 
less,  a  cheaper  class  of  bridge  to 
cope  with  our  conditons  out  here  will 
be  constructed,  bringing  the  under- 
taking well  within  our  means  and 
commensurate  with  our  needs.

PHILABELPHIA.  May  24.  -The 
tittuiothere  s  amazing  snout,  a  per- 
pendicular, yard -long,  solid  bone 
shovel,  marks  a  discovery  in  hered- 
ity reported  to  the  annual  meeting 
of  the  American  Philosophical  So- 
ciety. The  discovery  Is  that  germs 
of  physical  progress,  so  small  as  to 
be  almost  Invisible,  have  lain  dor- 
mant sometimes  for  thousand*  of 
years  to  flare,  like  genius,  into  rapid 
•irowth  when  envl.  onment  was 
right. 

Titanotheres  were  prehistoric, 
rhlnooeros-llke  animals.  The  shovel 
nose  discovered  recently  in  Mon- 
golia is  the  latest  found  tool  of  this 
animal.  His  history  for  ten  million 
years  was  presented  In  a  paper  by 
Dr.  Henry  Fairfield  Osbom.  of  the 
American  Museum  of  Natural  His- 
torv.  New  York.  In  Dr.  Osbom  s 
absence  a  colleague  read  the  paper. 
"The  evolution  of  the  titanothere's 
heredity  germ,"  he  said,  "has  been 
followed  over  a  period  of  ten  mil- 
lion years  In  New  Mexleo.  Colorado. 
Utah.  Wyoming.  South  Dakota, 
Montana,  the  Gobi  Desert.  Burma, 
and  the  Balkans.  Each  minute  part 
of  each  organ  In  the  germ  plasm  (cf 
bones)  may  be  examined  and  pcr- 
iectly  measured  from  its  origin  to 
its  increasing  importance. 

"The  Close  analysis  of  thousands 
of  separate  characters  gives  us  an 
entirely  new  concept  of  th*  origin 
of  an  ascending  mutation  (changes 
of  kind  and  species)  of  a  genus. 
Every  single  one  of  the  thousands 
of  characters  In  the  dental  and 
skeletal  mechanism  is  Independent- 
ly evolving.  In  the.  titanothere  we 
enjoy  an  unparalleled  opportunity 
of  discovery  that  a  genus  consists 
not  only  of  Its  visible  generic  char- 
acters, but  of  Invisible  potential 
characters  in  the  germ  which  lie 
j  dormant  for  hundreds  of  thousands 
of  years  until  they  emerge.  More- 
over, each  genus  has  different  rates 
of  velocities  in  the  progression  or 
retrogression  of  the  thousands  of 
characters. 

"For  example,  the  horn  and  teeth 
changes  are  hurried  forward  in  one 
generic  family,  while  they  are  close- 
ly guarded  within  the  germ  plasm 
of  another  line  dwelling  in  the  same 
geographic  region.  It  may  be 
claimed  without  exaggeration  that 
the  titanothere  monograph  solves 
all  the  principles  Involved  in  the 
crlgin  of  mutations,  species,  genera, 
sub-families,  etc..  as  displayed  in 
the  hard  parts  of  animals." 

Decries  Tendency 
To  Materialism 

Mr  Ramsay  MacDonald,  Britain's 
Prime  Minister,  gave  vent  to  some 
of  his  feelings  on  the  materialism 
of  the  age.  while  visiting  the  Rob 
Roy  country  recently  to  unveil  a 
memorial  to  tne  late  Willie  Smith, 
who  was  a  member  of  the  Glasgow 


plished  by  Abraham  Mayea,  gener-  I  Orpheus  Choir.   Willie  Smith  was  a 


ally  known  as  "Big  Abe,"  in  the 
year  1893. 

The  first  trip  to  be  made  by  others 
than  Indians  was  made  many  years 
before  1893. 

In  1886  my  father  built  a  shovel- 
nose  boat  in  Victoria,  and  it  was 
taken  to  Cowichan  Bay  by  steamer. 
At  Cowichan  Bay  it  was  loaded  with 
about  700  pounds  of  goods,  and  five 
of  us  lined,  poled  and  portaged  the 
boat  from  Cowlchan  Bay  to  Cow- 
lchan Lake.  I  was  a  boy  of  fifteen 
years.  The  other  members  of  the 
party  were  the  late  W  A  Robertson, 
the  late  James  8hields  and  two 
men  whose  names  I  have  forgotten, 
who  were  hired  by  Mr.  Robertson 
to  work  on  a  mine  he  had  staked 
some  few  years  before  that  time, 
at  the  top  end  of  Cowlchan  Lake 
The  trip  up\he  river  took  about  ten 
days.  We  fornd  the  camping  places 
along  the  river  where  Oovemor 
Cornwall  had  camped  a  few  days 
before.  We  camped  at  the  site  now 
occupied  by  the  Cowlchan  River 
Hotel  and  my  faDtier  staked  this 
site  of  about  160  acres.  W»  built  a 
fair  sized  log  cabin  on  the  site, 
which,  I  understand,  remained  there 
many  years. 

Mr.  Robertson.  Mr.  Shields  and 
the  two  hired  men  took  a  canoe 
which  they  had  cached  on  a  former 
occasion  and  proceeded  to  the  mine. 
I  camped  with  my  father  at  a  point 
this  side  of  the  narrows  for  about  a 
week.  The  wolves  could  be  heard 
howling  all  night  long.  On  the  first 
morning  I  went  out  of  the  tent  I 
saw  a  band  cf  about  twenty  wolves 
playing  on  the  beach  only  a  short 
distance  from  our  camp.  They  dis- 
appeared when  my  father  attempted 
to  get  a  little  better  line  orj  thrm 
with  his  gun  I  have  never  seen  so 
many  deer  from  that  day  to  this. 
They  were  playing  in  and  out  of 
the  water  quite  unconcerned. 

My  father  and  I  made  the  trip 
down  the  liver  about  two  weeks 
later.  He  fell  overboard  twice,  so 
we  camped  to  dry  hLs  clothes,  and 
slept  on  the  river  bank  one  night 
and  arrived  at  Cowlchan  Bay  the 
following  forenoon. 
I  never  saw  the  lake  again  until  a 


great  singer,  one  who  Mr  MacDon- 
ald described  as  having  a  happy 
soul;  in  fact,  happiness  was  the  key- 
note of  his  life  and  his  politics  were 
part  and  parcel  of  his  idealism. 
After  paying  this  tribute  Mr.  Mac-

thoughts  not  altogether  of  the  liappy 
variety,  when  he  said: 

•This  is  an  age  of  confusion.  We 
are  running  far  too  much  after  ma- 
terial things.  In  this  a^e  and  gen- 
eration material  armor  is  imprison- 
ing us.  We  have  Inherited  a  great 
machinery  of  action  which  very 
often  we  want  to  withdraw  from, 
but  wc  cannot.  Let  us  be  careful 
that  we  do  not  produce  generations 
that  depend  upon  outward  things 
for  their  happiness  and  comfort 
when  they  ought  to  depend  upon 
inward  things. 

"The    generation    is  miserable, 
bankrupt  and  poverty-stricken,  how- 
ever, rich  In  outward  things,  If  It 
has  not  the  graces  and  chastities  of 
Inward  personality.   Never  was  that 
required  more,  never  was  that  gos- 
pel required    to  be    preached  with 
rqore  faithful  persistence  than  it  is 
'  required  to  be  preached  to  thia  gen- 
leratlon  In  view  of  the  temptations 
I  and  pitfalls  that  are  In  front  of  the 
'  next. 

•Domination  of  the  external  is 
greater  than  ever  it  was,  and  by  the 
'acquisition,  by  the  accumuluatton, 
!  by  mere  ownership  of  something  not 
ourselves  we  are  paying  a  contribu- 
tion to.  the  greatest  destruction  that 
eould  overtake  a  nation,  a  destruc- 
tion that  comes  to  a  nation  when 
it  haii  built  it*  barns  and  sold  them 
and  has  given  its  aoul  In  order  to 
make  the  buildings  pretentious 

"Those  are  the  views  that  come 
Into  our  minds  when  we  stand  and 
view  this  memorial.  Where  are  our 
happy  warriors  with  whom  in  arma 
we  all  would  like  to  be?  To  me. 
Willie  Smith  embodies  them,  typifies 
them,  symbolises  them  "

Particular  attention  will  be  given 
to  secure  the  support  of  British 
actors  and  actresses  who  have  been 
drawn  to  the  United  States  by  the 
leadership  of  that  country  in  the 
film  industry. 

ON    OWN  IMIIMIU 

In  dealing  with  the  object  of  his 
trip,  Mr.  Matson  says: 

"I  am  undertaking  this  lnvestl- 
gatlon  upon  my  own  Initiative  pnd 
entirely  without  association  with 
any  other  parties.  I  believe  the 
time  to  be  ripe  for  the  production 
of  high-class  films  under  the  British 
flag,  and  that  Victoria,  because  of 
its  unique  location,  is  the  logical 
site  for  a  great  Empire  centre  of 
the  moving  picture  industry,"  said 
Mr.  Matson. 

"The  British  Empire  has  a  his- 
torical treasury  of  great  events 
which  offers  an  inexhaustible  res- 
ervoir of  material  for  moving  pic- 
tures. Swiftly  moving  dramatic 
action  is  a  vital  necessity  to  success- 
ful screen  attractions,  and  this  ma- 
terial is  offered  In  abundance  by 
the  history  of  the  BritLsh  Empire.

BERLIN.  Germany,  May  24.  — 
Though  German  -  Russian  diplo- 
matic relations  have  been  some- 
what strained  for  the  last  few 
months,  secret  relations  of  the  Ger- 
man Relchswehr  with  the  Bol- 
sheviks still  exist,  according  to 
prominent  Socialists. 

In  yesterday's  Reichstag  debate, 
the  Socialist  speaker,  George  Johann 
Schoepflin,  accused  the  Relchswehr 
authorities  of  secretly  furthering 
Bolshevist  friendship,  maintaining 
that  the  idea  of  a  German- Russian 
alliance  still  prevailed  in  the  Relchs- 
wehr ministry  and  An  Nationalist 
circles. 

The  Socialist  deputy.  Franz 
KuensUer,  confirmed  the  speaker's 
statement  and  asked  Relchswehr 
Minister  Gen.  Wilhelm  Groener 
whether  It  was  true  that  the  Relchs- 
wehr Oen.

"I  have  been  asked  by  the  Victoria 
Post  of  the  Native  Sons  and  Daught- 
ers of  British  Columbia  to  be  here 
today  at  the  presentation  of  the  'Ap- 
preciation Medal'  (which  Is  now  an 
annual  event),  to  the  person  selected 
by  a  committee  of  three  disinter- 
ested business  people — who  make  the 
selection  of  the  best  citizen — a  per- 
son they  believe  to  uphold  In  the 
best  possible  manner,  the  ideals  of 
good  citizenship. 

"The  Victoria  Post  of  the  Native 
Sons  and  Native  Daughters  of  Bri- 
tish Columbia,  deserve  the  highest 
praise  for  the  splendid  spirit  that 
prompted  the  thought  to  give  public 
recognition  of  faithful  service  rend- 
ered by  a  good  citizen.  They  are 
also  to  be  congratulated  on  having 
shown  such  a  broadmlnded  view- 
point in  leaving  the  selection  open 
to  any  citizen,  whether  native-born 
or  not,  and  whether  living  within 
the  confines  of  the  Capital  City  or  of 
the  adjoining  municipalities. 

"We  are  gathered  here  now '  to 
pay  tribute  to  the  recipient  of  this 
year's  'Appreciation  Medal,'  Mr. 
Landsberg. 

"I  think  you  will  all  agree— and 
the  citizens  generally  will  concur, 
that  no  matter  how  difficult  the 
choice  may  have  been,  no  mistake 
has  been  made  in  selecting  Mr. 
Landsberg. 

"I  think  that  any  man  who  comes 
to  Canada,  or  for  that  matter  to  any 
part  of  our  great  Empire,  from  any 
foreign  country,  becomes  naturalized, 
and  lives  up  to  the  best  traditions 
of  the  Empire— namely,  loyalty,  re- 
spect for  the  law,  charity,  and  in 
general  working  for  the  good  of  the 
community,  is  worthy  of  recognition 
as  one  of  our  best  citizens. 

"It  Is  hardly  necessary  for  me  to 
tell  you  that  Mr.  Landsberg  fulfills 
and  more  than  fulfills  all  these  splen- 
did qualities  that  I  have  mentioned. 

"Only  a  few  months  ago  Mr. 
Landsberg  was  a  leading  personality 
In  the  successful  drive  for  assistance 
to  the  blind— the  same  applies  to 
Red  Cross  work— cheerful  and  fre- 
quent calls  In  many  ways  to  make 
life  more  pleasant  for  the  Inmates 
of  our  Homes  for  the  Aged— and  his 
unfailing  willingness  to  respond  to 
any  call  on  his  purse  or  his  time, 
where  charity  is  the  motive." 
MR.  LANDSBERB  REPLIES 

Mayor  Anscomb  then  called  on 
Miss  Etta  Neelands.  chief  factor  of 
Victoria  Post  No.  3  of  the  Native 
Daughters  of  British  Columbia,  to 
affix  the  medal.  This  ceremony 
being  accomplished,  Mr.  Landsberg 
spoke  briefly  in  acknowledgement. 
He  could  wish,  he  said,  that  he  had 
the  Mayor's  gifts  as  a  speaker  that 
he  might  find  words  to  tell  his  au- 
dience how  greatly  he  appreciated 
the  honor  conferred  upon  him.  He 
had  been  a  resident  of  the  city  for 
forty-six  years,  and  could  safely  say 
that  the  happiest  years  of  his  life 
had  been  spent  in  the  city  which 
was  theirs  and  his.  He  wished  to 
take  this  opportunity  of  thanking 
the  citizens  of  Victoria  for  the  as- 
sistance that  had  been  given  him 
toward  charities  for  which  he  had 
asked  their  help.  He  had  never  had 
any  person  refuse  some  contribution. 
Charity,  like  divine  love,  had  no 
limits  of  race,  creed,  or  country; 
among  those  for  whom  he  had 
sought  aid  were  the  Armenians,  a 
people  who  bad  been  the  worst  per- 
secutors of  Mr.  Lanpsberg's  own 
people.  In  this  he  had  followed  the 
precept  of  one  of  his  race  who  lived 
2.000  years  ago.  and  whose  sayings 
they  all  knew.  In  closing  he  again 
thanked  them  all  from  the  bottom 
of  his  heart. 

MIS  CAREER 

Mr.  Landsberg's  life  history  is  a 
romance  of  persevering  energy  and 
the  inculcation  of  an  unusual  per- 
sonality. He  was  born  in  Russia.  In 
the  Ukrainain  district,  in  the  year 
1859.  of  strictly  orthodox  Jewish 
parents.  His  home  was  at  Ber- 
dlchef  in  the  Ukraine,  and  he  was 
one  of  a  family  of  seventeen.  From 
the  time  that  he  was  seven  years 
of  age.  Mr.  Landsberg  remembers 
being  trained  by  his  father  In  the 
ways  of  charity,  collecting  the  white 
bread,  wine  and  candles  on  Friday, 
which  should  be  used  for  the  Sab- 
bath observances  on  the  following 
day 

While  he  was  still  quite  a  youth 
he  served  with  the  Russian  army  In 
the  Russo-Turklsh  War  from  1876 
to  1878. 

CAME  TO  CANADA 

On  April  1,  1880.  Mr.  Landsberg 
came  to  Canada  under  the  Baron 
de  Hlrsch  immigration  scheme.  He 
traveled  steerage  in  quarters  which 
had  been  designed  for  cattle,  and 
finally  landed  In  Quebec  with 
exactly  forty  c»nts  In  his  pocket, 
and  a  comDlete  ignorance  of  the

He  immediately  laid  out  his  forty 
cents  upon  purchasing  the  most 
sustaining  meal  that  could  be 
bought  for  the  money,  and  then,  as 
he  cheerfully  admits,  he  "stole  a 
ride"  to  Montreal. 

Mr.  Landsberg  knew  Russian, 
Polish  and  the  Moujik  dialect  only, 
and  it  was  not  untU  he  got  in  touch 
with  a  Mr.  Futcher,  a  French- 
Canadian  cigar  manufacturer,  that 
he  met  anybody  whose  speech  he 
could  understand. 

GERMAN  UNDERSTOOD 

The  Oerman  language  is  to  the 
Russian,  according  to  Mr.  Lands- 
berg. very  much  as  the  Scotch 
dialect  is  to  the  Englishman.  Mr. 
Futcher,  who  spoke  German,  imme- 
diately took  him  to  a  French- 
Canadian  boarding  house,  from 
which  he  got  his  first  employment 
in  Canada— to  wit.  stripping  to- 
bacco leaves  for  cigars.  By  the  time 
he  had  paid  for  his  board  and  lodg- 
ing, he  had  netted  exactly  $1.72  for 
his  first  week's  work. 

He  soon  came  to  the  conclusion 
that  the  Job  was  "not  good  enough." 
Moreover,  he  wanted,  as  he  himself 
says,  "to  get  out  Into  the  Dominion 
and  learn  the  language." 

Therefore  he  borrowed  ten  dollars 
from  his  employer  and  made  tracks 
for  Smiths  Falls.  Ontario.  This  par- 
ticular phase  in  his  career  is  sig- 
nificant for  two  reasons.  In  the  first 
place  it  shows  that  the  young  man 
had  so  acquitted  himself  that  his 
employer  lent  him  the  money  with 
a  perfect  confidence  that  It  would 
be  returned.  It  also  shows  the  am- 
bition which  was  then,  and  has  al- 
ways been,  the  motive  power  of  Mr. 
Landsberg's  career.

Broken  into  small  fragments  by 
the  merciless  sea  and  Jagged  rocki 
at  the  foot  of  the  Home  OH  Com- 
pany's outer  wharf  tank,  remains 
of  the  trim  Victoria  launch  Audrey 
today  lie  clustered  together  along 
the  waterfront. 

How  the  launch  drifted  onto  the 
rocks  remains  a  mystery.  It  la 
thought,  however,  that  there  was  no 
loss  of  life.  Captain  E.  Kelly.  17 
Dallas  Road,  noticed  the  Audrey 
ashore  at  8  o'clock  yesterday  morn- 
ing and  thought  no  more  of  the 
matter  as  she  was  in  perfectly  good 
shape  and  apparently  made  fast  to 
a  rock. 

Early  in  the  afternoon  when  the 
Princess  Adelaide  passed  by  on  a 
cruise  around  Salt  Spring  Island. 
Mr.  Jonathan  Alder.  1938  Hampshire 
Road,  one  of  the  passengers  aboard, 
noticed  that  the  Audrey  was  rapidly 
breaking  up.  and  when  he  arrived 
at  the  scene  at  10:30  o'clock  found 
the  craft  in  several  pieces. 

Apparently  about  thirty  feet  long 
by  five  and  one-half  feet  In  beam, 
the  Audrey  had  a  white  hull,  small 
cable  forward  and  green  painted 
deck.  Up  to  a  late  hour  last  eve- 
ning it  was  Impossible  to  learn  how 
she  came  to  run  ashore  or  who  was 
her  owner.

Federal  Grand  Jury  at  Seattle  May 
Over  Canadians  to 
Testify 

SEATTLE.  May  24— Reports  cir- 
culated In  Federal  circles  today  that 
the  Federal  grand  Jury  secretly  In- 
vestigating charges  of  corruption  In 
the  Pacific  Northwest  prohibition 
enforcement  unit  here  would  widen 
its  inquiry  to  Canada  before  ad- 
journing.

Report  on  Women's  Insti- 
tutes Shows  Movement 
Has  Expanded  Within 
Few  Years 


SOMK  STATISTICS 

ARK  ANNOUNCED 


The  outstanding  feature  of 
Women's  Institute  work  throughout 
the  province  for  the  year  1929  was 
an  Increase  In  the  membership  of 
Individual  Institutes,  which  now  ag- 
gregates 4.186  members,  the  report  of 
the  superintendent  filed  with  Hon. 
William  Atkinson,  Minister  of  Agri- 
culture, shows. 

This  increase  Is  accounted  for.  In 
part,  by  an  additional  fifteen  Insti- 
tutes, as  against  an  Increase  of  ten 
Institutes  In  1928.  The  new  Insti- 
tutes are  located  at  West  Saskatoon 
and  Pouce  Coupe  In  the  Peace  River 
district;  Fraser  Lake  in  the  Central 
interior;  Lac  La  Hache  In  the  Cari- 
boo; Comox  on  Vancouver  Island; 
South  West  Burnaby.  East  Chllll- 
wack  and  Sunnyside  in  the  Lower 
Fraser  Valley;  Cherry  Creek  In 
Kamloops  district;  Okanagan  Mis- 
sion In  the  valley  of  that  name,  and 
Balfour.  Queens  Bay.  Salmo. 
Needles,  Silverton  and  Slocan  City 
In  West  Kootenay.  The  largest 
membership  for  the  year  under  re- 
view was  held  by  Nelson,  with  173, 
and  South  West  Burnaby,  with  14G 
members. 

DISTRICT  MEKTIMiS 

For  reasons  of  economy  In  hold- 
ing District  Institute  meetings  the 
province  was  divided  Into  nine  areas, 
for  each  of  which  a  District  Insti- 
tute was  formed.  The  report  Indi- 
cates and  points  out  that,  whilst  the 
expense  of  holding  the  nine  dis- 
trict meetings  was  le*»s  than  In  for- 
mer years,  the  attendance  was  four 
times  that  of  previous  years,  thus 
amply  fulfilling  the  hopes  of  the 
department  to  render  a  greater 
service  to  the  members  at  less  cost. 

Enumerating  the  work  accom- 
plished during  the  year,  the  super-

The  work  of  the  committee  on 
Community  Betterment  is  spoken  of 
by  the  superintendent  as  always 
popuiar  because  it  leads  to  happier 
and  more  permanent  settlers.  Fre- 
quent card  parties,  dances  and 
children's  parties  organized  by  the 
institutes  have  provided  welcome  di- 
versions for  communities  as  well  as 
supplying  funds  for  other  activities.

At  tea-time  black  is  often  worn

When 
a  piain  coat  of  a  heavier  crepe  is 
worn  it  is  lined  with  the  dress  ma- 
terial. Both  long  and  short  coats 
are  Irequently  without  collars,  and 
all  have  ornamental  seams,  in- 
sertions,   or   aUtchlngs    down  the 


back.  Pockets  are  usual  in  dress 
skirts  as  well  as  in  coats.  After- 
noon dresses  of  printed  crepes  have 
dark  backgrounds  and  light  flowers. 
Most  dresses  have  coats,  short  or 
long,  to  be  worn  with  them;  only 
midsummer  chiffon  dresses  have 
light  little  capes  instead  of  coats.

Joining  such  a  group  a  few  days 
ago.  It  was  a  beautiful  sunny  day, 
with  a  clear  fresh  easterly  breeze 
blowing  which  brought  out  the  gay 
Maytime  colorings  in  shrubbery  and 
bulb- beds.  The  expedition  took 
fully  two  hours,  and  the  last  phase 
of  it  was  accomplished  partly  by 
motor  owing  to  the  distance  of  the 
strawberry  plantation  from  the 
central  establishment,  but  Interest 
had  been  kept  at  such  a  keen  edge 
the  whole  time  that  no  sense  of 
weariness  crept  in.  And„  the  de- 
lights of  afternoon  tea,  made 
memorable  by  the  rich  Jersey 
cream  which  1*  In  Itself  a  mem- 
orable delicacy  to  the  city-fed 
palate,  came  as  the  climax  to  the 
wonderful  afternoon. 

FASCINATING  VIEWS 

The  Experimental  Farm,  lying  on 
a  slope  which  loots  north  and  east 
from  the  Saanich  Peninsula,  com- 
mands one  of  the  most  fascinating 
views  on  the  Island.  An  artist 
would  probably  prefer  remaining  on 
the  veranda  or  on  the  terrace  which 
lies  behind  the  manager's  house 
From  either  of  these  places  he 
would  have  a  thousand  subjects  for 
his  brush.  But  the  purpose  of  ex- 
perimental farms  is  not  purely 
artistic,  although  there  is  much  that 
is  artistic  mingled  with  the  util- 
itarian objectives  which  are  more 
talked  about  in  the  course  of  such 
an  expedition.  So.  after  exploring 
the  home  garden,  with  Its  beautiful 
shrubbery,  its  rose  arches,  its 
scented  orchard  and  Its  smooth 
lawns  recently  reclaimed  from  some 
very  unpromising  soil,  the  visitors 


cucumber  houses,  the  dehydration 
plant,  the  poultry  and  other  fea- 
tures which  belong  to  the  scientific 
experimental  section  of  the  farm. 

IN  TULIP  TIME 

The  tulips  are  one  of  the  most 
spectacular  features  of  the  farm  at 
this  tunc  of  year.  Flashing  along 
the  highway  nn  a  fast  motor  car. 
the  almost  unbelievable  gaiety  of 
the  beds  catches  the  eye.  There  are 
literally  thousands  of  them,  of  every 
conceivable  hue.  and  Mr.  Straight 
Informed  his  visitors  that  he  had  at 
least  two  hundred  different  varieties 
in  the  beds.  From  a  distance  one 
sees  only  the  wonderful  brilliance 
of  the  blooms.  Not  until  one  Is 
actually  leaning  over  the  beds  are 
the  flaws  visible,  little  brown  spots 
like  freckles  which  mar  the  smooth 
perfection  which  should  be  every 
tulip's  possession.  These  freckles 
are  the  signs  of  a  disease  called 
"fire,"  which  attacks  many  of  the 
plants,  searing  flower,  stem  and 
leaf.  The  only  known  cure,  we  were 
told,  is  to  plant  the  bulbs  on  land 
where  tulips  have  never  been  before 
and  to  soak  the  bulbs  In  a  solution 
of  formalin. 

From  the  tulip  beds  the  group 
were  led  over  to  the  dehydration 
plant,  where  some  interesting  ex- 
periments are  being  tried  out  In  de- 
hydrating small  fruits  such  as 
blackberries,  logans.  prunes,  rasp- 
berries, etc.  This  particular  plant, 
which  Mr.  Straight  is  finding  very 
satisfactory,  generates  Its  heat  from 
boilers,  and  fans  carry  off  the 
moisture  from  the  fruit,  which  is 
placed  in  shallow  trays.   The  fruit

after  this  process  can  be  packed 
without  being  sugar -glased,  which 
is  an  immense  advantage.  The 
samples  of  the  dry  fruit  which  we 
tested  had  a  fine  tang  of  their  orig- 
inal fruity  flavor. 

DEATH  ON  WEEVILS 

The  same  motor  which  operates 
the  dehydration  plant  Is  being  used 
i  and  could  be  used  by  anyone  else 
who  installed  such  a  dehydration 
plant  t  to  manufacture  strawberry 
weevil  bait.  The  strawberry  weevil, 
we  were  told,  likes  sweetness,  partic- 
ularly the  sweetness  of  apples  and 
pears.  At  one  time  the  weevil  in 
British  Columbia  was  given  an- 
other delicacy,  to  wit.  the  raisin, 
ground  up  (and  with  a  succulent 
mixture  of  sodium  chloride  and 
sodium  fluo-scillicate  added,  which 
soon  sent  Mr.  Weevil  to  his  last 
rest).  But  even  wormy  California 
raisins  became  prohibitive  in  j>rlce 
when  their  popularity  as  weevl 
food  became  known.  So  the  Ex 
penmental  Farm  set  to  work  to 
discover  a  substitute,  and  this  was 
found  in  the  apple  and  pear.  One 
does  not  need  to  feed  good  apples 
and  pears.  Scabs  are  Just  as  good, 
and  the  same  poison -lotion  Is  mixed 
with  them  as  was  mixed  with  the 
raisins.  The  weevil  is  no  longer 
good  subject  for  insurance. 

On  some  pear  trees  nearby  white 
muslin  bags  were  seen.  The  ex- 
planation was  promptly  proffered. 
An  experiment  in  pollination  is  be- 
ing carried  out  to  discover  what 
varieties  depend  on  cross-pollina- 
tion with  other  varieties.  Most 
pears,  it  is  now  known,  cannot 
produce  unless  other  varieties  are 
out  in  flower  at  the  same  time. 

EGG-LAYING 

The  section  of  the  farm  on  the 
east  side  of  the  Sidney  Highway  the  fruit. 


the  interesting  glade  on  the  north 
side  of  the  farm,  in  walking  over  to 
which  we  were  Introduced  to  a 
healthy-looking  Jerrey  cow  which 
has  to  her  credit  the  achievement 
of  having  produced  9.000  pounds  of 
milk  In  277  days.  The  "picnic 
ground''  has  temporarily  disap- 
peared, the  beautiful  field  having 
recently  been  ploughed  and 
lowed,  but  In  the  surrounding  glade 
Wtm  pointed  out  some  Interesting 
trees  and  shrubs,  among  them  a 
beech  grown  from  a  seed  which 
germinated  in  France  and  sent  here 
by  one  of  the  Vancouver  Island 
boys  who  served  overseas  during  the 
Great  War.  There  is  also  the  "Di- 
amond Jubilee  Confederation  Tree." 
planted  in  1927  by  North  Saanich 
School,  and  the  "Evangeline  Wil- 
low." sent  all  the  way  from  Orand 
Pre.  In  the  shrubbery  are  seven 
hundred  young  rhododendrons, 
from  among  which  Mr.  Straight 
expects  to  secure  some    very  fine 
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The  last  half  hour  of  our  stay 
was  occupied  with  a  visit  to  the 
strawberry  plantation  out  on  the 
northeast  part  of  the  farm,  where 
an  experiment  In  strawberry  cul- 
ture Is  being  carried  out.  Between 
fifteen  or  twenty  rows  of  magnifi- 
cent looking  plants  we  found  that 
paper  mulch  has  been  laid  down 
short  lengths  of  ordinary  fence 
wire  having  been  stapled  over  this 
to  keep  It  from  being  displaced  by 
the  wind.  The  results  of  the  mulch 
covering  are  magnificently  satis- 
factory as  far  as  the  first  effects 
on  the  plants  are  concerned.  But 
it  Is  still  too  early  to  say  whether 
the  experiment  is  an  advantage  to

Mozart  composed  "Idomenes."  "U 
Seraglio."  "Le  Nozze  dl  Figaro." 
fal-  'Don  Oiovanni"  "Cos!  Fan  Tutte." 
"La  Clemenxa  di  Tito,"  "Die  Zauber- 
flote."  These  were  his  most  well- 
known  operas;  six  others  were  com- 
posed earlier.  Numbers  of  tiios, 
quartettes  (Including  the  six  cele- 
brated quartettes  dedicated  to 
Haydn),  quintettes,  etc.,  forty-two 
sonatas  for  violin  and  pianoforte, 
sonatas  for  the  pianoforte,  a  num- 
ber of  songs,  two  fantasias  for  a 
mechanical  clock,  forty-nine  sym- 
phonies, nine  of  which  are  great 
works,  the  chief  of  these  being  In  C 
("The  Jupiter"),  in  E  flat  and  O 
minor,  concertos,  etc.;  an  oratorio 
cantata,  Davldde  Penltente,' 
"Stabat  Mater."  requiem,  masses 
and  motets.  Mozart  was  truly 
versatile  and  absorbed  each  kind  of 
music.  He  was  equally  great  In 
Italian  anas  or  the  more  difficult 
contrapuntal  works. 

In  his  twenty-two  sonatas  we  And 
great  melodic  beauty  of  a  pure 
classic  mould  and  charm,  graceful 
rather  than  deep.  His  chamber 
music  treats  solo  Instruments  with 
the  support  of  others  in  varied  com- 
binations. He  was  the  first  to  use 
the  clarinet  and  establish  Its  place 
In  the  orchestra,  with  the  contrast 
of  wind  and  string  tone  for  color  ef- 
fect. He  learned  much  from 
Stamitz's  orchestra.  As  a  virtuoso 
Mozart  was  one  of  the  first  pianists 
In  Europe.  He  played  with  the  most 
rapid  execution,  and  his  left  hand 
was  particularly  correct  and  excel- 
lent. Amazing  fertility  of  Id*- o 
clear,  happy  designs,  with  an 
elegant  grace  of  melodic  Ideas, 
abound  In  his  compositions.  He  did 
Justice  to  the  most  simple  music. 
He  gave  without  discrimination,  and 
was  benevolent  to  a  fault.  This 
great  genius  died  before  attaining 
the  thirty-sixth  year  of  his  life, 
and  in  his  short  and  brilliant  life, 
with  Inborn  genius,  he  has  been 
compared  to  Raphael.  Although 
eccentric.  Mozart  became  a  being  of 
a  superior  order  when  at  the  piano. 
His  soul  then  rose  above  all  the 
weaknesses  of  his  nature  and  his 
whole  attention  seemed  rapt  in  the 
sole  object  for  which  he  was  born, 
the  harmony  of*aweet  sounds. 

Francis  Joseph  Haydn  was  born 
on  March  31,  1732,  at  the  village  of 
Rohrau.  near  Vienna,  on  the  Aus- 
trian frontier.  When  six  years  of 
age  he  left  his  home  never  to  return 
again  as  an  inmate,  and  was  placed 
under  the  tuition  of  a  schoolmaster 
and  musician  named  Frankh,  a 
rough  and  firm  teacher,  who  be- 
lieved in  beating  It  into  a  pupil; 
l^i^  ii  I")  I  o  \^  ^  ^pv^i*^  1 1  f  1 1  ic  1 1 1  n ,  Ait  c\ 
lesson  hesitatingly  recited  wai  fol- 
lowed by  a  thrashing  am.  being 
sent  to  bed  without  supper.  In  later 
life  Haydn  referred  to  this  time 
when  he  was  given  "more  beating 
than  bread."  But  the  time  soon 
came  when  the  teacher  could  flog 
no  more  knowledge  of  music  into 
the  boy.  because  lie  knew  all  that 
his  teacher  could  impart.  When 
eight  years  of  age  little  Haydn  had 
a  sweet  voice  and  becai.ie  chorister 
of  St..  Stephen  s  Cathedral.  Vienna 
When  his  voice  broke,  he  was  cast 
adrift  into  the  uorld  without  a 
penny.  Wandering  all  night  through 
the  streets  on  a  stormy  November 
night,  he  met  an  acquaintance, 
Rpangler.  nearly  as  poor  as  himself 
who  gave  him  shelter.  His  scanty 
earnings  of  a  few  leasons  was  in 
creased  by  Joining  a  party  of  young 
musicians,  who  serenaded  well- 
known  art  patrons,  playing  the 
violin  and  sometimes  composing  the 
music  The  director  of  the  Vienna 
Theatre  found  Haydn's  talent  by 
this  means,  and  engaged  him  to 
write  music  to  an  opera  known  as 
•The  Crooked  Devil,"  or  "The  Devil 
on  Two  Sticks,"  produced  in  1781. 
Havdn  managed  to  buy  an  old

father  persuaded  the  easy-going 
Haydn  to  marry  his  elder  daughter 
Anne,  which  he  did  in  1760  She  was 
Ill-tempered,  heartless,  and  made 
hla  life  miserable.  They  liven1  apart 
the  latter  part  of  their  life.  In  1760 
Haydn  composed  his  first  symphony. 
He  entered  the  service  of  the  Ester - 
hazy  family  and  composed  a  large 
number  of  works  during  this  period 
of  thirty  years.  After  the  death  of 
Werner.  Haydn  became  the  head 
director  of  music.  Upon  the  death 
of  Prince  Nicholas  Esterhazy.  the 
family  allowed  Haydn  a  handsome 
pension.  ■ 

In  1700  lie  visited  London  at  the 
request  of  Salomon,  the  director  ot 
the  professional  concerts,  and  also 
an  urgent  invitation  from  Cramer. 
His  reception  in  London  was  en- 
thusiastic. Noblemen,  ambassadors 
and  distinguished  artists  paid  him 
homage.  The  first  of  his  six  sym- 
phonies, composed  by  Salomon,  was 
played  at  the  Hanover  Square 
Rooms  March  11,  1791,  Haydn  con- 
ducting and  Salomon  led  the  or- 
chestra of  forty  performers.  It  was 
received  with  wild  applause.  Even 
the  adagio  was  encored,  a  rare 
event  for  tliat  time.  Oxford  con- 
ferred the  degree  of  Doctor  of  Music 
during  the  Oxford  Com  me  in  oration 
at  which  Haydn's  Oxford  Sym- 
phony was  performed,  Haydn  giv- 
ing the  time  at  the  organ.  He  was 
the  guest  of  the  Prince  of  Wales 
for  three  days,  and  at  a  concert 
given,  all  the  music  was  of  Haydn's 
composition,  the  Prince  of  Wales 
playing  the  'cello. 

Returning  to  Oermany  in  1792,  he 
met  Beethoven  at  Bonn,  and  gave 
him  lessons  until  his  second  de- 
part ure  for  Ix>ndon 

In  later  life  he  composed  "The 
Creation"  and  1  Tho  Seasons." 
Beethoven  was  present  at  the  last 
performance  of  "The  Creation"  and 
bent  down  to  kiss  the  old  man's 
hand  and  forehead.  Haydn's  ami- 
ability and  good  nature  won  for  him 
the  affectionate  soubriquet.  "Papa 
Haydn  "  He  was  very  fond  of  fun, 
sincere  and  unaffected  in  his  piety, 
and  looked  upon  his  talent  as  a 
gift  from  Ood.  to  be  used  dutifully 
In  His  sen  Ice.  It  was  seldom  that 
he  began  to  pen  a  compensation 
without  writing  at  its  head 
"Nomine  Domini"  and  at  the  end 
"Iaus  Deo." 

In    1809    the    French  besieged 
Vienna,  and  a  shell  fell    and  ex- 
ploded near  Haydn's  dwelling.  His 
servants  were  alarmed,  but  he  cried 
I  with  a  loud  voice,  "Fear  not.  chll- 
I  dren.    No  harm  can  happen  to  you 
I  while  Haydn  is  here."    The  city 
j  was  occupied  by  the  enemy,  and  the 
last  visiter   ever   received    was  a 
French  officer,  who  sang    to  him. 
"In  native    worth  '     Haydn  was 
deeply  affected  and  embraced  hla 
guest  warmly  at  parting  During 
the  enemy's  rannnadlng    he  was 
carried  to  the    piano  and  played 
with  patriotic  fervor  his  own  "Ood 
I  Preserve  the  Emperor 


been  hastened  by  fright  and  anx- 
iety by  the  noise  of  the  enemy's 
cannonade  Although  he  suffered 
many  hardships  in  his  early  life, 
like  Mozart,  yet  his  life  was  one  of 
genuine  happuicss  and  his  bright, 
cheerful  spirit  can  be  traced  in  his 
music.  He  is  considered  to  be  the 
"father  of  the  modern  orchestra." 

He  employs  the  orchestra  with 
greater  freedom  and  independence 
In  his  accompaniments  to  vocal 
numbers  than  did  his  predecessors. 
He  Ls  known  as  the  "father  of  the 
modern  symphony  and  sonata,"  the 
form  of  which  he  developed  from 
the  models  of  P.  Emmanuel  Bach. 
The  form  was  further  developed 
and  perfected  by  Mozart  and 
Beethoven.  The  orchestra  in  those 
days  generally  consisted  of  the 
string  quintette,  two  flutes,  two 
oboes,  two  bassoons,  two  trumpets, 
two  horns  and  tympanl.  or  drum.

Schubert  said  of  it  that  its  forte 
was  a  storm;  Its  crescendo,  a 
cataract:  Its  diminuendo,  a  purling 
stream;  its  piano,  a  breath  of 
Spring  Haydn  and  Mozart's 
friendship  was  most  sincere  and 
lasted  until  the  death  of  Mozart 
Each  admitted  the  genius  of  the 
other,  esteeming  the  other  better 
than  himself,  with  all  absence  of 
Jealousy  or  rivalry.  Hoydn  once 
said:  "I  am  so  fond  of  Mozart.  If 
I  could  Instil  into  the  soul  of  all  the 
great,  admiration  I  have  for  his 
matchless  works,  all  would  possess 
so  great  a  treasure  "  Mozart  In  re- 
buking a  critic,  said  "Sir.  if  you 
and  T  were  melted  down  together, 
we  should  not  furnish  material  for 
one  Haydn."

When  the  younger  Dumas  turned 
to  writing,  his  confreres  calculated 
that  he  would  continue  the  adven- 
turous and  historical  novel  which 
had  made  his  Illustrious  sire  so 
famous.  This  assumption  proved  er- 
roneotis.  for  it  soon  became  appar- 
ent that  young  Dumas  was  more 
concerned  with  the  terror  and  mys-  | 
tery  of  human  emotions.  For  his 
first  novel  he  prepared  to  lay  bare 
the  soul  or  a  lady  of  easy  virtue,  and 
point  out  to  a  mocking,  disdainful  | 
society  that,  this  poor  maligned 
creature  could  be  capable  of  true 
love;  it  would  be  a  refutation  of  the 
commonly  accepted  theory  that  a 
demi-monde  is  too  cynical  and 
lacked  genuine  affection.  Dumas 
drew  his  main  character  from  life 
and  named  her  "Marguerite  Gau- 
thler.  the  Lady  With  the  Camel- 
lias," so-called  because  of  her  fond- 
ness for  these  flowers. 

This  study  of  the  emotions  of  a 
fallen  woman  registered  so  success- 
fully with  the  French  book-buying 
public  that  the  author  turned  his 
novel  Into  a  play  and  became  a 
wealthy  man  almost  overnight  So 
frequently  has  this  play  been  re- 
peated that  It  ls  now  known  as  "Ca- 

The  great  Verdi  was  one  of  those 
who  was  carried  away  with  the  force 
of  Dumas'  story  and  forthwith  sug- 
gested to  Francesco  Plave.  his 
permanent  librettist,  the  wisdom  of 
adapting  "Camille"  for  the  operatic 
stage.  Verdi  had  Just  witnessed  the 
national  acceptance  of  his  "II 
Trovatore."  which  had  brought  him 
a  commission  for  a  new  opera  from 
the  Fenlce  Theat'e  In  Venire  Ten 
weeks  later  his  collaborator  handed 
MB  the  text  for  "Camille."  which 
In  Its  new  form  was  designed  a* 
M    Traviata"      Verdi  thereupon 


ing-room  tragedy.  In  It.  Mar- 
guerite Gauthler  la  known  as  Vio- 

letta. 

When  the  Fenice  Theatre  staged 
It  for  the  first  time  in  public.  "La 
Traviata"  wound  up  as  a  fiasco,  to 
the  dismay  of  Verdi.  The  tenor 
suddenly  developed  hoarseness, 
while  the  baritone,  smarting  under 
the  stigma  of  having  been  cast  In 
a  .serondary  part,  sang  Ills  role  with 
a  supreme  llstlesaneaa.  The  lead- 
ing soprano,  who  was  supposed  to 
be  suffering  from  the  ravages  of 
consumption,  was  enormously  stout. 
All  In  all.  the  audience  roared  with 
laughter  at  what  was  seriously  pre- 
sented as  (trim  tragedy.  It  was 
quickly  withdrawn  and  for  the  next 
year  the  composer.  In  conjunction 
with  the  librettist,  set  the  time  to 
the  eighteenth  century  Paris,  but 
permitted  the  oiignal  score  to 
stand. 

In  Its  new  garb,  Verdi  Induced  the 
management  of  another  theatre  In 
Venice  to  reintroduce  "La  Traviata." 
This  time  the  opera  received  a 
totally  different  reception  and  Verdi 
was  again  acclaimed  as  Italy's 
greatest  composer.  Its  theme, 
whenever  presented,  met  with  offlral 
condemnation  at  first,  but  Its 
sponsors  manager!  to  escape  the  ban 
by  strenuous  arguments  to  the  ef- 
fect that  the  opera  truly  exhibited 
the  Invariable  reward  of  virtue  and 
the  punishment  of  sin. 

While  It  may  be  debated  that  "La 
Traviata"  Is  not  a  particularly  Il- 
luminating example  of  Italian  opera, 
yet  Verdi  has  made  It  full  of  pathos

HALIFAX.  N.8..  May  24.— "A 
revolution  In  the  fish  and  meat 
trade."  Is  the  statement  made  by 
Dr.  A.  Q.  Huntsman,  of  the  Eastern 
Fisheries  Biological  Station,  Hali- 
fax. In  speaking  of  the  new  methods 
of  preserving  and  marketing  animal 
food  stuffs,  which  have  been  evolved 
at  the  Halifax  station,  and  which 
have  been  tested  out  quietly  for  over 
a  year.  By  the  new  methods  of  pres- 
ervation. Dr.  Huntsman  declares,  It 
Is  possible  to  keep  meats  and  fish 
for  six  months  or  a  year  in  abso- 
lutely first-class  condition,  and 
ready  at  a  moment's  notice  for 
cooking. 

Dr.  Huntsman  has  for  several 
years  been  experimenting  In  pre- 
servative methods  for  n.sh.  and  has 
confined  his  efforts  largely  to  a 
method  of  freezing  the  food  In  such 
a  manner  that  the  original  flavor 
la  maintained  Indefinitely.  After 
several  year*  of  experiment.  Dr. 
Huntsman  evolved  a  method  of 
rapid  freezing  which  seemed  to  meet 
his  purpose,  and  for  a  year,  fish 
was  frown  under  his  direction  at 
the  Fisheries  Experimental  Station, 
and  shipped  to  Upper  Canadian 
points,  mainly  Toronto.  The  de- 
mand for  the  product  proved  rar 
greater  than  the  limited  facilities  of 
the  board  could  supply,  and  two  of 
the  larger  fishing  firms  in  Nova 
Scotia  nave  taken  up  the  idea,  and 
will  continue  production  along  the 
lines  which  the  board  has  started. 

"Frozen  fish,'*  said  Dr.  Huntsman, 
"must  be  cooked  while  still  frozen, 
which  Is  the  proper  way  for  frozen 
material.  Our  sales  experiment, 
therefore,  was  not  merely  a  test  of 
the  saleablllty  of  rapidly-frozen  fish, 
but  of  fresh  fish  In  a  state  decidedly 
unfamiliar  to  a  housewife  or  cook; 
and  habits  and  prejudices  are 
changed  only  with  great  difficulty. 
The  results  have  greatly  exceeded 
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expectations, 
g  for  the  Industry. 

"The  Biological  Board  has  tried 
this  experiment,"  he  concluded, 
"and  has  demonstrated  what  can  be 
done.  It  is  for  the  Industry  to  cardry 
on,  to  develop  the  matter  there- 
after, to  grasp  the  opportunities 
that  have  been  opened  up."

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WASHINGTON,  May  24— Better 
weather  rare  casts  and  radio  recep- 
tion may  result  rrom  a  year's  Inter- 
national study  or  magnetic  meteor- 
ological observations  In  the  Polar 
areas.  Captain  H.  U.  Sverdrup. 
noted  Norwegian  Explorer,  told 
members  of  the  American  Oeo- 
physical  Union,  that  most  of  the 
nations  are  to  participate  In  the 
simultaneous  observations  near 
both  poles  hi  1932-33. 

The  undertaking  will  gather  mag- 
netic auroral  and  meterologlcal  ob- 
servations through  a  network  of 
stations  In  the  Arctic  and  Antarctic. 
The  International  Committee  or 
Meteorological  Directors  expects  the 
increased  knowledge  gained  to  be  or 
practical  application  to  problems 
connected  with  terrestrial  magnet- 
ism, marine  and  aerial  navigation, 
wireless  telepathy  and  weather  rore- 
castlng. 

The  present  magnetic  charts 
north  or  the  Arctic  circle.  Sverdrup 
said,  are  based  to  a  great  extent 
upon  observations  which  were  taken 
in  1882-83  during  the  flrst  Interna- 
tional polar  year.  The  meteorological 
charts  ror  that  year  have  formed 
the  basis  or  many  notable  studies 
in  wenther  foreea-KHng  Tn  the  long 
period  which  has  elapsed  since  the 
first  polar  year,  many  now  problems 
have  arisen.  Captain  Sverdrup  said, 
requiring  additional  data  ror  their 
solution,  while  the  instruments  or 
observation  have  been  greatly  Im- 
proved. 

It  Is  planned  to  equip  all  the  mag- 
netic stations  with  automatic  re- 
cording instruments.  With  regard 
to  auroral  observations,  it  Is  deemed 
desirable  that  every  magnetic 
station  be  supplied  with  special 
cameras  ror  photographing  auroral 
displays.  A  pocket  spectroscope  Is 
being  designed,  It  was  explained,  by 
widch  the  presence  or  absence  of 
auroral  disturbances  during  day- 
light or  when  the  sky  Is  overcast 
can  be  determined  as  well  as  pos- 
sibly an  approximate  measure  of 
auroral  Intensity.

Her  crew  of  thirty-five  worked 

desperately  with  the  pumps,  but  an 

hour  after  the  crash  her  forward 

decks  were  awash  and  she  con- 
tinued to  go  down  by  the  bow. 

The  other  ship,  the  British 
tanker  Scottish  Maiden,  stood  by. 
Her  stem  was  damaged  but  she  was 
in  no  grave  danger. 

The  two  vessels  could  not  see 
each  other  In  the  log  and  had  to 
rely  on  radio  for  communication. 

The  National  Broadcasting  Com- 
pany's operator  Intercepted  a  mes- 
sage from  the  Scottish  Maiden  sav- 
ing she  was  unable  to  raise  the 
other  ship. 

This  was  taken  to  Indicate  that 
the  W.  W.  Bruce  had  sunk,  but

RECENTLY  Mr.  Norman  Gooderham,  crack  racing  skipper  of  the  Royal  Canadian  Yacht  Club,  took  Quest,  the  Fife-designed,  Oakville-built, 
eight-metre  racing  yacht,  the  first  of  the  three  built  by  the  R.C.Y.C.  syndicate,  headed  by  Commodore  George  H.  Gooderham,  for  her  initial 
tryout  under  canvas— a  new  suit  of  working  canvas,  built  by  John  Leckie  and  Co.,  Toronto.  It  is  not  the  suit  which  Quest  will  use  in  her  trial 
races.  This  suit  was  hastily  hauled  on  the  spars  and  Quest  slipped  down  Sixteen-Mile  Creek  and  out  into  the  lake  for  half  an  hour's  spin.  The  wind 
was  only  a  zephyr,  and  the  lake  was  as  flat  as  a  mill  pond,  yet,  even  handicapped  by  a  jib  which  was  much  too  small  for  her,  the  Quest  slipped 
along  in  a  manner  which  completely  satisfied  her  skipper.  At  least  that  is  what  he  said  when  he  returned  to  the  piers.  With  him  aboard  the 
racing  boat  were  Mr.  Douglas  Addison,  one  of  Skipper  Gooderham's  regular  racing  crew,  and  Grcnville  Finch-Noyes,  skipper  of  the  well-known 
Oakville  yawl.  Possum.  The  layout  shows:  (1)  View  of  the  Quest  slipping  out  of  the  harbor  with  not  enough  wind  to  fill  her  sails  out.  (2) 
Skipper  Norman  Gooderham  at  the  helm.  ( 3)  Mr.  Addison.  (4)  Mr.  G.  Finch-Noyes.  (5)  The  Quest  sailing  close-hauled  in  the  light  air.  Sailors 
will  immediately  notice  that  the  jib  is  much  too  small  for  the  boat.  Through  an  oversight  a  storm  jib  was  delivered  instead  of  a  No.l.  The  mat- 
ter will  be  remedied  before  the  Quest  takes  her  second  airing.

TOKIO,  May  24.— The  resentment 
Japan  feels  toward  the  United 
States  for  passing  the  Immigration 
law  of  1924  excluding  Japanese,  Mr. 
Masanao  Hanihara.  former  ambas- 
sador to  America,  said  today  "will 
never  die  out  so  long  as  the  wound 
Inflicted  remains  unhealed." 

Hanihara's  declaration  was  made 
unexpectedly  before  the  America- 
Japan  Society  at  a  farewell  dinner 
to  United  States  Ambassador  Wil- 
liam R.  Castle.  Jr.  Prince  Toku- 
gawa  presided  and  the  guests  In- 
cluded four  members  of  the  Japan- 
ese cabinet. 

Referring  to  the  Immigration  act, 
which  caused  him  to  write  a  letter 
to  the  American  Government  con- 
cerning the  "grave  consequences" 
which  might  ensue.  Hanihara  said. 

"Naturally,  the  Japanese  Govern- 
ment and  people  deeply  resented 
this,  and  the  resentment  Is  felt  now 
as  It  was  then.  Nor  will  It  ever  die 
out  so  long  as  the  wound  Inflicted 
remains  unhealed.  Friendship  once 
marred  in  this  manner  can  with  dif- 
ficulty resume  Its  wholesome  growth 
unless  some  effective  remedy  Is  ad- 
ministered." 

Hanihara.  whose  letter  caused  his 
retirement  from  the  Japanese  diplo- 
matic service,  said  the  exclusion  In- 
cident was  the  only  disturbing  ele- 
ment in  the  long  course  of  Japanese 
and  American  friendly  relations. 
Sketching  recent  developments  of 
friendships  of  the  two  nations, 
Hanihara  paid  a  hiRh  tribute  to 
Ambassador  Castle,  whose  mission  to 
Japan  is  closing  with  the  conclusion 
of  negotiations  at  London  for  a 
naval  treaty  between  Japan,  the 
United  States  and  Great  Britain. 

Castle,  who  spoke  after  Hanihara, 
said  that  relations  of  Japan  and 
America  would  be  Increasingly  cor-  | 
dial  as  a  result  of  the  London 
treat jl  He  said  the  friendship  of 
the  two  countries  was  based  upon 
trust  and  real  understanding. 

Castle's  only  reference  to  the 
speech  of  Hanihara  was  to  reiterate 
the  latter  s  expression  of  confidence 
that  "the  American  people  in  the 
long  run  will  do  the  fair,  square 
thing."

LOS  ANGELES,  May  24  —Confi- 
dence in  a  renewal  of  normal  foreign 
trade  in  the  near  future  and  hope 
for  a  revision  of  Die  Immigration 
Act  of  1924  were  among  declarations 
adopted  at  the  closing  session  of 
the  seventeenth  National  Foreign 
Trade  Convention. 

With  the  reading  of  resolutions  by 
President  James  A.  Farrell,  head  of 
the  United  States  Steel  Corporation, 
the  2,000  delegates  adjourned  and 
left  for  their  homes.  Election  of 
officers  and  selection  of  the  1931 
convention  city  will  be  made  In 
October  at  the  semi-annual  council 
meeting  In  New  York. 

New  York  and  Pittsburgh  are 
hadliuz  contestants  for  next  year's 
meeting  and  Honolulu  has  asked  for 
the  1932  convention. 

Regarding  future  prospects  In 
foreign  trade,  the  convention  said: 

"Renewal  of  foreign  Investments 
of  American  capital  In  Its  former 
volume  would  tend  to  restore  our 
normal  foreign  trade.  We  note 
Indications  that  this  renewal  may  be 
expected  In  the  near  future." 

Turning  to  Immigration,  the  con- 
vrntlllt>  uVw" 

•This  National  Foreign  Trade 
Convention  recognizes  that  the  only 
enduring  basis  for  world  trade  k» 
founded  upon  Justice  and  fair  play 
between  nations.  This  convention 
strongly  favors  a  revision  of  the 
Immigration  Act  of  1924.  in  accor- 
dance with  these  views.." 

A  delegation  from  Portland.  Ore., 
asked  the  convention  to  petition 
Congress  for  reconsideration  of 
present  Japanese  exclusirti. 

Speaking  of  world  business,  the 
convention  expressed  favor  toward 
the  Young  plan  for  settlement  of 
the  reparations  question  In  Europe, 
the  establishment  of  the  bank  for 
international  relations  and  Presi- 
dent Hoover's  Industrial  programme 
as  acts  to  restore  public  confidence 
and  stabilize  Industrial  conditions. 

Satisfaction  was  expressed  with 
the  Jones-White  Act  in  the  de- 
velopment of  the  American  mer- 
chant marine,  but  "it  Is  essential 
that  provisions  shall  be  made  which 
will  insure  the  maintenance  of 
shipyards  capable  of  building  and 
meeting  new  needs  in  design  and 
construction."  . 

The  convention  said  "competition 
by  vessels  of  governmental  owner- 
ship with  privately-owned  estab- 
lished American  steamship  lines  Is 
deplored." 

The  postofflce  department  was 
commended  for  extending  foreign 
air  mail  service  and  the  hope  ex- 
pressed that  further  extensions  will 
be  undertaken  shortly.  Parcel  post 
service  to  Cuba  was  advocated. 

The  proposed  International  hlRh- 
ways  connecting  all  countries  to  the 
South  with  the  highway  system  of 
Can^'i  and  the  United  States  were 
endorsed. 

Stress  aJ.o  was  placed  on  "co- 
operation between  business  and 
educational  institutions  In  the  place- 
ment of  young  men  who  select 
foreign  trade  as  a  career  and  make 
It  the  subject  of  their  major 
studies."

May  24-The  military 
budget  of  the  Bruenlng  Cabinet  was 
passed  on  second  reading  in  the 
Reichstag  tonight.  The  second  In- 
stallment for  Oermanys  10.000-ton 
armored  cruiser  "A  '  wus  approved 
207  to  184.  but  the  first  installment 
for  the  proposed  cruiser  "B"  wus 
rejected.  270  to  129. 

The  proposal  for  construction  of 
a  second  10,000-ton  armored  cruiser 
was  reintroduced  by  the  Nationalists 
only  to  be  defeated  a  second  time. 

General  WUhrlm  Groener,  Min- 
ister of  Defence,  told  the  Reich- 
stag the  Bruenlng  Government, 
would  carry  through  the  decision  of 
its  predecessor  and  in  next  year's 
budget  would  submit  a  naval  pro- 
gramme spread  over  a  number  of 
years. 

Under  this  programme  replace- 
ments will  be  made  for  obsolete 
vessels  Including  battleships.  Gen- 
eral Groener  said  cruisers  and  de- 
stroyers had  been  replaced  step  bv 
step  but  battleship  replacement  was 
eight  years  behind  schedule  In  somr 
cases. 

After  hearing  General  Groener. 
the  Reichstag  rejected  a  routine  mo- 
tion of  nonconlidence  in  tne  min- 
ister.

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8URREY.  Me..  May  24  — ThrilluiK 
tales  of  life  on  the  Grand  Banks  In 
the  days  when  every  boy  looked 
forward  to  the  time  when  he  would 
be  old  enough  to  take  his  place  In 
a  fishinK  vessel  and  men  weir 
Judged  by  the  amount  of  fish  they 
could  catch  are  recounted  with 
much  Joy  by  Captain  George  Gray 
of  this  town. 

Captain  Gray,  who  Is  seventy- 
nine  years  old.  Is  noted  far  and  neat 
as  one  of  Maine's  best  fishermen.  At 
the  age  of  eighteen  he  made  his  first 
trip  to  the  Grand  Banks,  and  oc 
that  trip,  as  he  likes  to  say  himself 
he  acquired  the  sea- legs  which  car- 
ried him  through  more  than  fortt 
years  of  hard  and  adventurous  llfr 
on  the  sea. 

In  talking  of  some  of  his  adven- 
tures Captain  Oray  said,  "The  mo.M 
of  my  fishing  was  done  around  tl,< 
Virgin  Rocks.  We  fished  within  twi 
miles  of  them  most  of  the  time.  I'vf 
been  there  so  many  times  that  1 
cannot  tell  you  the  exact  number.  1 
was  on  more  than  twenty  fishin. 
schooners.  and  was  captain  of  lb 
of  them  for  several  years. 

LOST  ON  OCEAN 
"Fishing  in  those  days  was  cer- 
tainly a  hard  life.  When  we  wen 
hand-lining,  there  used  to  be  but 
one  or  two  men  in  a  dory.  Several 
times  I  was  lost  at  sea.  once  alone 
and  another  time  with  a  helper.  1 
remember  that  one  time  anothet 
fellow  and  I  left  the  schooner  and 
after  fishing  for  several  hours  then 
was  a  thick  fog  and  we  could  not 
find  our  way  back.  We  rowed  and 
rowed.  Then  there  was  a  thunder- 
storm and  lasted  until  midnight 
When  that  was  over  the  fog  seemed 
to  lift,  and  we  rowed  for  an  hour 
or  more  and  saw  the  lights  of  the 
schooner.  When  we  were  aboard  we 
certainly  felt  that  we  had  had  a 
thrilling  experience.  Take  it  from 
me.  it  is  not  nice  to  be  on  the  ocean 
at  night  In  a  small  dory,  especially 
during  a  thunderstorm. 

"In  those  days  a  man  was  Judged 
by  the  amount  of  fish  he  could 
catch.  To  be  'high-line'  on  a 
schooner  meant  that  a  fellow  must 
catch  more  fish  than  any  other 
fisherman  aboard.  And.  by  the  way. 
you  were  often  Judged  by  the 
amount  of  liquor  you  could  con- 
sume Those  were  the  good  old  days. 
Gin  and  brandy  was  only  $2  a  case, 
and  you  could  buy  all  that  you 
wanted.  Good  stuff,  we  didn't  have 
to  bother  with  bootleggers. 

SHIP  DISAPPEARS 

"Nearly  all  the  young  men  in  my 
day  thought  of  going  to  the  Grand 
Banks.  That  was  their  ambition. 
That's  where  they  got  their  first 
sea  lessons.  I  knew  how  to  box  the 
compass  before  I  knew  the  multi- 
plication table.  I  thought  that  going 
to  school  was  only  a  method  of 
learning  how  to  read  and  write,  and 
a  chance  to  pass  the  time  away  un- 
til I  was  old  enough  to  secure  a 
Job  on  a  fishing  vessel. 

"I  was  on  the  Grand  Banks  one 
year  around  1900.  when  the  schooner 
Caroline,  belonging  to  Powers  cV 
Emerson,  of  Orland,  disappeared 
and  never  was  heard  of  again.  The 
captain  of  that  vessel  was  Ruther 
Door,  the  mate  was  Frank  Ollpat- 
rlck,  and  the  cook  Freemont  Ken- 
ney.  They  left  Bucksport  and  went 
to  Port  Medway.  N  8.  Leaving  there 
they  started  for  the  Ornnd  Banks. 
That  was  the  last  that  was  heard 
of  that  vessel,  disappearing  with 
sixteen  men  on  board." 

Captain  Gray  haa  retired  but  he 
likes  to  sit  and  spin  yarns  about  the 
sea  and  men  he  has  known  who 
have  devoted  their  lives  to  follow- 
tng  it

A  huge  vacuum  tube,  a  mile  In 
length,  Is  now  completed  at  a  ranch 
forty  miles  from  Pasadena,  Cal 
Through  this  tube  a  ray  of  light  will 
be  shot,  and  the  time  it  takes  for 
the  passage  will  be  noted  to  the  last 
degree  of  accuracy  Four  years  ago 
Prof.  Michelson  fixed  what  he  says 
is  the  final  figure  for  the  speed  of 
light.  18A.284  miles  per  second,  by 
timing  a  beam  flashed  from  one 
mountain  peak  to  another  and  back 
again.  over  a  forty-four-mile 
"course."  by  reflecting  mirrors. 

This  figure,  he  says,  will  not  be 
disturbed  by  his  coming  experiment 
The  United  States  Coast  and  Geo- 
detic Survey  measured  the  distance 
for  him  in  1936  by  mathematics,  he 
explains,  and.  scrupulously  correct 
though  It  was.  scientific  propriety, 
he  thinks,  demands  that  he  repeat 
the  experiment  over  a  "course" 
which  he  can  measure  himself.  The 
mile-long  vacuum  tube  is  steel  so 
exactly  made  as  to  admit  of  varia- 
tions of  no  more  than  one-sixteenth 
of  an  Inch  for  expansion  or  contrac- 
tion of  the  metal.  To  measure  It  a 
tape  Is  used  of  special  nickel  steel 
which  has  practically  no  expansion 
or  contraction  at  all.

Walter  Damrosch  will  conclude 
his  General  Electric  Orchestra  sym- 
phony series  with  a  programme  of 
representative  works  by  the  Oerman 
composer,  which  will  be  broadcast 
over  KOMO  and  an  NBC  network 
on  Saturday. 

Leopold  Damrosch.  Walter's 
father,  included  among  other  heavy 
duties  the  responsibilities  of  con- 
ducting Wagnerian  opera  at  the 
.  Metropolitan  Opera  House  when 
j  suddenly  in  1885  he  caught  a  severe 
cold.  A  week  later  he  died.  That 
we*>k  decided  Walter  Damrosch's 
career  for  him.  He  was  called  upon 
to  sptvp  as  eme^rgcnry  conductor  In 
place  of  his  father  whom  he  had 
been  assisting  During  this  period 
he  conducted  "Die  Walkure"  and 
"Tannhauser."  He  continued  to  fill 
the  post  for  the  remainder  of  the 
season  and  then  took  the  company 
out  on  Its  first  Wagnerian  tour. 

Some  years  later  when  Wagner 
had  been  banished  from  the  Metro- 
politan. Walter  Damrosch  decided  to 
organize  his  own  opera  company. 
He  had  no  financial  backing  and 
sold  his  New  York  house  to  finance 
the  ambitious  undertaking.  He  hired 
the  Metropolitan  Opera  Hoiiac  eight 
weeks,  and  by  the  end  of  the  week. 
In  lace  of  predictions  of  failure,  he 
cleared  a  profit  of  $53,000.  This  en- 
tire sum.  however,  together  with 
some  $43,000  more,  he  lost  In  an  at- 
tempt to  repeat  his  success  the  fol- 
lowing season.

MONTREAL,  May  23— The  ra- 
pidity and  service  offered  by  a 
police  radio  system  were  outlined 
by  H  H  Higglns,  of  the  Northern 
Electric  Company,  before  the  Mon- 
treal and  District  Fire  Chiefs'  Club. 

Citing  Detroit  as  an  example,  the 
speaker  said  that  the  radio  system 
is  being  gradually  adopted  by  the 
large  cities  of  Canada  and  the 
United  States.  By  means  of  a  pow- 
erful central  radio  telephone  trans- 
mitting station  and  a  radio  re- 
ceiving set  placed  In  patrolling  po- 
lice cars,  messages  are  transmitted 
from  headquarters  of  the  depart- 
ment In  any  section  of  the  city. 
Each  car  has  Its  section  to  patrol 
and  when  anything  unusual  Is  re- 
ported, all  the  cars  receive  the  mes- 
sage and  the  one  nearest  to  the 
point  where  trouble  is  brewlnfc. 
proceeds  to  Investigate.  A  report  Is 
Immediately  forwarded  to  head- 
quarters. 

A  rjolice  department  which  uses 
radio-equipped  motor  cars  to  patrol 
the  streets,  has  the  fastrst,  most 
efficient  and  the  most  economical 
means  of  catchmg  and  convicting 
criminals.  Mr  Higglns  declared. 
The  faster  the  police  get  to  the 
scene  of  a  crime,  the  less  chance 
the  criminal  has  to  escape.  The 
speaker  showed  the  value  of  radio 
for  the  police  department  by  stating 
that  in  September.  1929.  171  arrests 
were  made  In  an  average  time  of 
sixty-one  seconds  after  the  call  had 
been  received  by  police  head- 
quarters. 

With  the  large  number  of  motor 
cars  already  owned  by  the  City  of 
Montrral.  radio  equipment  for  these 
autofhoblles  could  be  purchased  at 
a  moderate  sum  and  public  pro- 
tection would  be  greatly  improv 
Mr.  Higglns  said.  In  conclusion.

ABOVE  is  a  hause  building  on  the  south  side  of  Collinson  Street,  near 
Vancouver  Street,  using  the  Patton-Brown  Company's  lath  board 
in  construction,  for  demonstration  purposes.  The  company  has  a  plant 
for  its  preparation  at  1219  Wharf  Street. 


Cross  ventilation  is  afforded  by  a 
window  on  two  sides  of  the  room, 
which  allow  cooling  breezes  to  pass 
during  the  hot  Summer  days  and 
nights.  The  floors  are  laid  with 
hardwood,  while  the  trim  Is  in  silver 
oak. 

The  bathroom  Is  a  compact  little 
room,  and  Is  equipped  with  h  built- 
in  tub  and  shower.  It  has  a  siphon 
Jet  closet  and  a  pedestal  lavatory. 
The  floors  are  covered  with  tiled 
linoleum  and  the  wainscot  is  of  the 
same  material. 

A  linen  closet  off  the  hall  pro- 
vides ample  space  for  the  storage  of 
linens,  bed  covers  and  the  likr. 

The  Idea  of  grouping  the  bath 
and  chambers  together  as  a  unit  is 
sound.  It  keeps  by  itself  the  more 
private  rooms  of  the  dwelling,  and 
since  the  door  leading  to  the  living- 
room  can  be  kept  closed,  this  por- 
tion of  the  house  becomes  strictly 
private.

Eighteen  countries 
are  definitely  m  favor  of  such  in- 
ternational regulation.  They  In- 
clude Cuba.  France,  Germany,  Italy, 
Portugal.  Spain  and  Uruguay. 


m>pftrt«  from  alii  nomrtMlaa  lndi- 
cite  a  preference  lor  a  recommen- 
dation by  the  conference,  rather 
than  the  adoption  of  a  draft  con- 
vention for  submission  to  Govern- 
ments. Oreat  Britain.  Japan. 
South  Africa  and  Sweden  do  not 
consider  the  time  ripe  for  setting  up 
International  regulations  on  this 
question.  The  Government  cl  Slam 
replied  that  the  question  has  no 
practical  Interest  for  that  country, 
which  Ls  essentially  agricultural  and 
has  few  white-collar  work.  ...

V^V  NCE  again  the  miner  of  Annbank  is  playing  the  role  of 
I  ti  King  of  Scotland.  Once  again  a  Labor  member  of  the 
British  House  of  Commons  and  his  wife,  a  mill  girl  of 
earlier  days,  are  holding  high  state  in  the  ancient  castle  of  the 
Stuarts,  the  beautiful  palace  of  Holyrood,  are  riding  about  In 
coach-and-six,  escorted  by  guards  of  honor,  their  coming  and 
going  announced  by  fanfare  of  trumpets  and  booming  of  cannon. 
The  humble  housekeeper  of  a  three-roomed  cottage  in  the  Ayr- 
shire town  is  now  the  second  lady  of  the  land,  being  saluted  as  i 
"Her  Grace"  by  the  aristocracy  of  Scotland,  while  the  coal  digger  | 
of  other  years  takes  precedence  for  ten  swift  days  of  even  the 
members  of  the  Royal  Family. 


A.i  was  expected.  Mr.  James 
Brown,  OBE.,  member  for  South 
Ayrshire,  has  been  designated  Lord 
High  Commissioner  to  the  General 
Assembly  or  the  Church  of  Scotland, 
which  opened  last  Tuesday  its  first 
regular  sessions  of  the  reunited 
church  In  the  Free  Church  Assem- 
bly Hall  in  the  City  of  Edinburgh. 
The  Church  of  Scotland  is  the  rec- 
ognized national  church  of  the 
northern  country,  and  while  visiting 
his  people  there  the  King  is  a  Pres- 
byterian. In  recognition  of  this  re- 
lationship for  three  centuries,  his 
Lord  High  Commissioner  has  been 
present  at  the  annual  assemblies, 
that  office  having  been  held  until 
1924  by  a  peer  of  the  realm,  when 
Commoner  James  Brown  was  ap- 
pointed by  the  McDonald  Govern- 
ment. Although  the  union  last  Oc- 
tober of  the  Church  of  Scotland 
and  the  United  Free  Church  dis- 
solved almost  entirely  the  legal  bond 
between  church  and  state,  the  pres- 
ent Church  of  Scotland  is  looked 
upon  as  the  national  church,  and 
its  members  welcome  as  before  the 
Lord  High  Commissioner  to  the 
throne-room  of  the  assembly  hall. 

THOROUGHGOING  CHURCHMAN 

Miner  or  Lord  High  Commissioner, 
member  of  the  House  or  official  of 
his  labor  union.  James  Brown  Is 
first  and  last  a  thoroughgoing 
churchman.  As  he  once  told  the 
General  Assembly,  he  has  two 
strong  attractions  drawing  him* 
north— Mrs.  Brown  in  the  home,  nnd 
the  Sunday  school  in  his  church. 
For  forty  years  he  has  been  superin- 
tendent of  that  Sunday  school, 
traveling  300  miles  every  week-end 
to  be  at  his  post.  Once  only  has  he 
been  absent.  It  was  the  Sunday  in 
May.  1924.  when  his  duties  as  Lord 
High  Commissioner  prevented.  It 
is  of  interest  to  know  that  he  made 
an  arrangement  with  the  Labor 
party  nt  the  election  of  1918,  that  he 
should  not  be  expected  to  address 
propaganda  meetings  on  Sunday. 
During  his  earlier  years  in  Annbank 
he  occupied  the  position  of  pre- 
centor, engaged  in  temperance  work, 
and  was  one  of  a  number  of  others 
where  went  in  for  open-air  preach- 
ing. In  due  time  he  was  elected 
representative  elder  of  session,  and 
in  that  capacity  has  for  many  years 
been  a  regular  attendant  upon  the 


assemblies  of  hto  church,  the  for- 
mer Church  of  Scotland,  and  a  par- 
ticipant in  its  discussions.  Though 
not  on  the  floor  of  the  house,  but 
in  the  exalted  scat  of  the  throne- 
room,  the  elder  and  Lord  High  Com- 
missioner of  1924  and  1930  has  been 
In  a  famllar  and  congenial  atmos- 
phere. 

AN  ATTRACTIVE  PERSONALITY 

A  man  of  simple  character  and 
transparent  honesty.  Mr.  Brown  has 
shown  tact  and  wisdom  as  well  as 
all  the  dignity  befitting  the  posi- 
tion. An  omnivorous  reader  from 
boyhood,  he  Is  reputed  to  be  one  of 
the  highest  literary  authorities  In 
Scotland.  In  his  sixty-eighth  year 
he  is  active  and  alert,  and  possesses 
a  keen  capability  which  shows  un- 
abated intellectual  power.  Writ- 
ing in  Life  and  Work,  the  organ  of 
the  Church  of  Scotland.  Mr.  W.  P. 
Livingstone  says  that  "he  has  a  dis- 
arming smile,  and  on  the  least  prov- 
ocation his  grey-blue  eyes  light  up 
with  humor.  As  all  know,  he  is  the 
essence  of  simple  kindliness  and 
courtesy,  traits  which  are  equally 
conspicuous  In  the  Palace  of  Holy- 
rood  and  in  the  mining  village  of 
Annbank." 

Like  his  predecessor  of  last  Oc- 
tober, the  Duke  of  York,  the  present 
representative  of  the  King  will  ad- 
dress a  greatly  enlarged  Church  of 
Scotland,  which  embraces  over  95 
per  cent  of  Scottish  Presbyterian - 
ism.  Speaking  recently  to  an  of- 
flce-bearer.v  union,  Mr.  Brown  said 
that  the  church's  opportunity  had 
never  been  greater  than  today.  "It 
would  be  a  calamity  if  they  did  not 
take  occasion  by  the  hand  and  go 
forward  and  reach  the  height  of 
their  opportunities."

Proper  position  and  footwork  are 
the  fundamental  background  lor  the 
forehand  stroke.  There  are  other 
factors  which  contribute  to  Its  suc- 
cessful execution.  "Comfortable  grip 
of  the  handle  Is  essential.  The  Am- 
plest manner  of  grip  Is  to  "rliakc 
hands  with  the  racket."  Thus  the 
racket  will  settle  easily  lntr>  the 
mechanism  of  your  stroke.  Swing 
freelv  and  easily  with  arm  slightly 
extended;  keep  the  elbow  frcm 
cramping  In  close  to  the  side.  Hit 
the  ball  on  the  rise,  slightly  In  front 
Of  the  body.  Make  your  footwork 
carry  you  to  a  position  facing  In  a 
direction  parallel  to  U>e  line  of  the 
net.  The  left  loot  Is  forward  and 
the  weight  at  the  beginning  cf  the 
stroke  rests  on  the  right  foot.  Dur- 
ing the  swing,  the  racket  should 
swing  parallel  to  the  ground  until 
contact  with  the  ball,  when  the  "fol- 
low through"  occurs.  The  face  of 
the  racket  must  be  p»rpendlcuW  to 
the  ground  up  to  the  contact  w.Lh 
the  ball.  As  the  swing  progre.-jies, 
the  weight  of  the  body  goes  forward 
on  to  the  left  loot,  and  In  so  doing 
gives  strength  and  pace  to  the 
stroke.  Too  much  "top"  or  spin  to 
the  stroke  Is  given  If  the  wrist  U 
allowed  to  turn,  and  this  detracts 
from  the  efficiency  and  pace  of  the 
shot.  Let  the  racket  follow  through 
to  Its  end  after  contact,  with  the 
ball,  but  always  observe  this  rule- 
never  let  your  opponent  see  the  back 
of  your  racket.  Swing  carefully  and 
confidently  each  time  and  abo^e  all 
—keep  your  eye*  ou  the  balL

The  trade  of  Asia,  declared  Mr. 
Cromie,  has  been  designed  by  Euro- 
pean commercial  architects  and  was 
largely  owned  and  exploited  by  the 
countries  of  the  Continent.  He  be- 
lieved, however,  that  the  trade  of 
Asia  belonged  naturally  to  Canada 
and  the  United  States,  and  ten 
years  of  real  trade  with  this  con- 
tinent would  do  more  to  build  up  a 
prosperous  Asia  thart  100  years' 
commerce  with  Europe,  for  the  in- 
terest of  Europe  had  always  been 
not  merely  commercial,  but  militant 
and  economic. 

"Last  night  China  went  to  bed," 
exclaimed  the  speaker,  "and  20.000.- 
000  to  30,000,000  of  her  people  were 
starving.

MOURN  WRECKING

PARIS.  May  24  -  The  year  1930 
will  have  a  ring  of  mourning  around 
it  in  the  calendar  of  many  a  Parisian 
gourmet.  The  passion  for  rebuild- 
uig,  he  has  found,  has  sounded  the 
knell  of  scores  o{  the  small  "serious" 
restaurants  whose  clients'  minds  ran 
more  to  super-excellent  food  than  to 
mirrored  walls  and  bright  lights. 

Proprietors  of  these  eating  places, 
depending  upon  low  rentals  and 
small  overhead  to  serve  the  best 
food  at  a  reasonable  cost,  have 
glanced  at  the  rental  provisions  of 
the  new  leases  presented  them  and 
silently  folded  their  tents.  Thelr 
cllents,  finding  their  favorite  restau- 
rants suddenly  transformed  into 
brightly-painted,  modernistic  food 
palaces  with  skyrocketed  prices,  have 
been  forced  literally  to  pound  the 
pavements  to  find  a  new  home  of 
good  food  within  the  limits  of  a 
small  pocketbook. 

DECLINE  IN  TASTE 

Some  famous  chefs  declare  that 
the  decline  of  the  serious  side  of 
restauranting  is  due  to  a  real  decline 
in  the  taste  of  the  public.  As  the 
days  of  the  leisurely  two-hour  lunch 
are  numbered  by  modern  business 
demands,  they  say.  so  are.  numbered 
the  days  of  fine  sauches.  carefully 
prepared  entrees  and  poem-like 
sweets.  One  restaurant  where  kings 
and  the  great  of  the  earth  had  been 
charmed  with  his  exquisite  dishes, 
recently  found  himself  so  far  in  debt 
that  he  had  to  close  and  scramble 
around  for  the  wherewithal  to  pay 


clients  wanted  plain  steaks  and  chops 
instead  of  "ortolans  surprise"  and 
"delice  do  sole  dleppoiae. "  and  he 
wasn't  prepared  to  give  them  what 
they  wanted. 

Another  famous  restaurant,  dating 
bark  half  a  century,  was  forced  to 
give  way  for  the  erection  of  another 
building.  When  it  was  erected,  slick 
and  shiny  quarters  were  provided 
for  the  restaurant.  The  rental  was 
$7,200  a  year  Instead  of  the  former 
$1,200.  Prices  went  up  and  clients 
went  away.  Chain  restaurants,  and 
the  larger  business  establishments 
with  little  overhead  In  proportion  to 
the  business  done,  arc  getting  the 
trade.  The  gourmet  walls  that  the 
big  restaurant  simply  can  t  produce 
meats  use  momer  useu  to  coon. 
AUBERGE  POPULAR 

The  exception  to  the  tale  of  sor- 
row is  the  left  bank  of  the  Seine 
where  the  "auberge"  or  country  tav- 
ern type  of  eating  place  has  caught 
on.  The  general  idea  Is  to  stimulate, 
more  or  less,  the  kitchen  of  some 
Normandy  inn,  and  the  bizarre  sur- 
roundings generally  draw  a  fair 
clientele.  Rents  are  still  fairly  low 
in  the  outskirts  of  the  Latin  quar- 
ter, and  as  the  proprietors  of  these 
restaurants  rarely  spend  much  on 
them,  they  are  still  bringing  In  a 
good  return.  In  most  of  them  the 
food  and  prices  are  excellent.  They

May    24-The  lirst 
fabricated  standard  wood  oil  derrick 
ever  built  in  the  Southern  Cali- 
fornia oil  fields  was  set  up  by  the 
West  Coast  Lumberman »  Associa- 
tion at  the  first  annual  1  oil  equip- 
ment  and   engineering  exposition, 
[held  in    Los  Angeles    recently,  to 
,  demonstrate  the  advantage*  of  tflSI 
I  method  over  the  usual  practice  of 
I  bulldmg  wood  derricks  on  ttie  job 
from  rough  lumber.   The  structural 
!  grade  Douglas  fir  used  to  construct 
!  the  derrick  was  cut  to  detail  Jp 
I  several  Los  Angeles  lumber  yards. 
|and  cost  figures  were  thus  derived 
'  to  enable  quoting  on  a  completely 
cut  derrick  hereafter.    The  figures 
arrived  at  In  fabricating  the  28.000 
feet  of  lumber  used  for  the  derrick 
Indicate  that  the  fabricated  wood 
derrick  can  be  erected  for  about 
one-half  the  cost  of  a  fabricated 
steel  structure  of  the  same  size. 

The  fact  that  this  method  of  con- 
structing wood  derricks  has  been 
proved  practical  is  of  great  signifi- 
cance to  the  Northwest  lumber  In- 
dustry, according  to  the  West  Coast 
Lumbermen's  Association,  as  It 
points  the  way  toward  removing  a 
handicap  which  has  hampered  lum- 
ber Interests  in  their  competition 
with  steel  In  the  oil  fields.  This  ad- 
vance In  the  met  hod  of  construct - 
In*  wood  oil  derricks,  the  association 
stated.  Is  favorable  to  an  increased 
oil  field  use  of  structural  grade- 
Douglas  fir,  a  peerl*"  wood  for  oil 
derricks. 

When  the  various  parts  of  a  wood 
derrick  are  cut  on  the  Job.  as  has 
been  done  heretofore,  it  Is  not  pos- 
sible to  effect  economies  incidental 
to  fabricating  the  derrick  members 
in  quantity  lots  m  a  plant  with  ef- 
ficient machinery.  Furthermore, 
when  fabricated  parts  are  delivered 
on  the  Job  ready  lor  nailing  or  bolt- 
ing In  place,  a  saving  in  time  Is  af- 
forded, which  will  make  It  possible 
to  erect  a  wood  derrick  with  great, 
speed  and  without  loss  of  strength 
or  serviceability. 

Grade-marked  Douglaa  fire  com- 
mon structural  lumber  was  featured 
in  the  derrick  display  at  the  oil  ex- 
position and  it  was  pointed  out  to 
oil  engineers  that  they  can  use  this 
type  of  material  with  the  assurance 
that  safe  loads  calculated  on  the 
basis  of  a  certain  grade  may  be 
safely  applied  when  lumber  grade - 
marked  with  the  grade  specified  la 
purchased. 

With  the  combined  efforts  of  the 
lumber  dealers  Interested  in  the  oil 
business,  the  West  Coast  Lumber- 
men's Association  and  the  National 
Lumber  Manufacturers'  Association, 
the  merits  of  all-wood  oil  derrick* 
will  be  fully  presented  to  the  oil 
Industry.

Canada  has  perhaps  the  most  ex- 
tensive fishing  grounds  In  the  world. 
And  British  Columbia  leads  all  the 
provinces  of  Canada  In  the  fishing 
Industry. 

In  earlier  times  this  position  of 
leadership  belonged  to  Nova  Scotia, 
at  which  time  cod  was  the  principal 
and  most  valuable  fish  taken  from 
the  Canadian  waters.  Then  for  a 
long  period  cod  and  salmon  disputed 
for  leadership,  with  the  result  that 
British  Columbia  now  occupies  the 
leadership  of  the  provinces  In  the 
fishing  industry  of  Canada. 

The  Norrnans.  Bretons  and 
Basques  were  the  first  known  com- 
mercial fishers  In  what  today  is 
"Canada";  and  their  fishing  grounds 
were  the  codbanks  of  Newfoundland. 
The  Basque  word  for  codfish  is 
"bacalaos."  and  this  was  the  name 
that  Cabot  gave  to  North  America 
when  he  first  sighted  the  coast. 
Following  the  Bretons  and  the 
Basques  came  the  Spaniards,  and 
then  the  Portuguese,  and  all  were 
on  the  Orand  Banks  before  1502. 
The  fishing  at  that  time  was  by 
hand  lines  over  barrels  made  fast 
to  the  bulwarks  to  prevent  fouling. 
At  first  the  fishermen  stayed  only 
during  the  Summer  months,  but 
gradually  they  began  to  stay  longer, 
and  finally  to  remain  all  Winter 
through,  and  to  erect  their  perma- 
nent fishing  settlements. 

Fishing  was  the  first  Industry  to 
be  systematically  followed  by  Euro- 
peans in  this  vast  country,  today 
known  as  "Canada." 

Salmon,  which  Is  called  the  "King 
of  Food  Fishes."  is  to  be  found  In 
all  species  off  the  coast  of  Van- 
couver Island  —  the  aockeye.  the 
spring,  the  coho,  the  pink  and  the 
chum.  Of  these  the  sockeye  la  the 
most  Important  and  Is  very  abun- 
dant In  the  waters  off  Vancouver 
Island.  It  is  of  excellent  texture 
and  a  deep  red  color.  Halibut  also 
abounds  off  Vancouver  Island,  also 
cod,  oulachon.  smelts,  pilchards, 
sturgeon,  shad,  bass,  etc 

British  Columbia  produces  approx- 
imately two-fifths  of  the  fish  prod- 
ucts of  Canada,  and  has  a  trade 
which  reaches  to  all  ends  of  the 
earth  And  more  Important  even 
than  the  extent  of  her  fishing  Is  the 
quality  of  tne  fV'i  caught-  a  quality 
second  to  ncue  In  the  world.

Practically  all  of  the  models  are 
designed  for  mounting  behind  the 
dash.  The  general  design  of  the 
sets  Is  more  or  less  like  that  of  the 
standard  home  set.  and  all  are  ca- 
pable of  receiving  stations  over  con- 
siderable distances.

Perhaps  the  greatest  problem  in 
the  use  of  a  set  in  a  moving  auto- 
mobile Is  to  eliminate  Interference 
caused  by  the  Ignition  system  of  the 
motor.  The  spark  plugs  of  the  en- 
gine, when  operating,  act  as  small 
transmitting  sets,  and  each  time  one 
is  discharged  it  causes  a  buzz  to  be 
heard  in  the  receiver.  When  the 
motor  is  running  at  normal  speed, 
this  buzz  becomes  continuous  and 
makes  reception  practically  impos- 
sible above  the  noise. 

Several  systems  have  been  devised 
for  the  elimination  of  this  interfer- 
ence. The  most  efficient,  but  also 
the  most  costly,  is  the  use  of  a  spe- 
cial storage  battery  for  heating  the 
filaments  of  the  receiving  tubes.

The  first  step  in  perfect  illumina- 
tion of  s  car  is  to  see  that  the  head- 
lights are  in  focus.  Adjustments  can 
be  made  by  simply  placing  the  car 
(with  normal  passenger  load)  on  a 
level  surface.  with  headlamps 
located  about  twenty-five  leet  Irom 
garage  door  or  light-colored  wall. 
A  horizontal  line  should  be  drawn 
on  this  surface  at  the  height  of  the 
lamp  centres.  A  centre  point  should 
be  located  on  this  line  by  sighting 
through  the  centre  of  the  rear 
window  of  the  car  in  line  with  the 
radiator  cap. 

Equidistant  from  the  centre  point 
two  vertical  lines  should  be  drawn 
at  a  distance  from  each  other  equal 
to  the  distance  between  the  centres 
of  the  headlamps.  These  two  lines  I 
will  be  directly  ahead  of  and  in  lmc 
with  the  respective  headlamps.  The 
best  driving  light  beam  is  obtained 
when  there  is  a  high  Intensity  near 
the  top  of  the  beam.  This  is  accom- 
plished by  turning  the  adjusting 
screw  on  many  lamps  at  the  rear  ol 
the  lamp.

Piston  Rings 

Piston  rings  should  be  handled  as 
though  they  were  of  glass,  due  to 
the  metal  being  of  cast  iron  and  ex- 
tremely brittle.  The  rings  must  be 
rolled  around  In  their  grooves  to 
see  that  they  have  no  wide  or  stick- 
ing spot.  Note  that  the  slots  of  the 
rings  are  of  equal  distances  apart; 
the  slots  must  not  be  In  line.  Be- 
cause new  rings  often  come  oversize 
they  must  be  fitted  Into  the  cylinder. 
This  is  done  by  inserting  them 
deeply  and  evenly  into  the  cylinder 
and  measuring  the  distance  the 
slots  are  open  when  so  inserted. 

To  allow  for  expansion  there 
should  be  a  clearance  of  from  twe 
to  six-thousandths  of  an  inch  at 
the  slot,  depending  upon  the  size  ol 
the  cylinder.  The  top  ring  should 
have  about  one  of  two-thousandth; 
more  clearance  than  the  lower  ones, 
as  it  becomes  hotter.

The  rubbing  machine,  for  in- 
stance, tests  the  wearing  qualities 
of  the  cloth.  A  few  hours  of  the 
mechanical  rub  is  equivalent  to  sev- 
eral years  of  usage.  The  mercury 
arc  lamp,  enclosed  in  a  quartz  tube, 
simulates  strong  sunshine  and  soon 
discloses  whether  the  colors  In  any 
piece  of  upholstery  will  fade.  The 
other  tests  determine  such  im- 
portant factors  as  weight,  number 
of  threads  to  the  inch,  percentage 
of  mohair,  wool  and  cotton  and  the 
thickness  and  quality  of  the  mohair 
pile.

^T^HAT  the"  success  of  anything  is  Judged  by  the  results  it  pro- 
|  duces  is  a  formula  that  has  been  repeated  so  often  that  it  is 
almost  a  truism.  It  is  a  theory  that  has  many  supporters, 
and  that  has  been  applied  to  everything  under  the  sun.  Mr.  nal- 
bert  P.  Qlllette,  writing  in  Roads  and  Streets,  levels  it  against  the 
efforts  to  educate  the  motorist  to  be  more  cautious  in  his  driving. 
For  a  decade  or  more,  he  says,  efforts  have  been  made  to  teach 
the  motorist  that  he  must  not  travel  at  excessive  speed.  But  this 
education  has  failed;  the  death  rate  mounts  each  year.  There- 
fore, other  methods  will  have  to  be  adopted.  His  suggestion  is 
some  kind  of  a  mechanical  device  to  be  placed  on  cars  that  will 
automatically  govern  speed  within  city  limits.

In  his  recent  interim  report 
on  compulsory  insurance  and  safety 
responsibility  laws,  the  following 
paragraph  appears: 

HIED  A  MENACE 

'Under    old    conditions    a  very 


number,  speed,  and  ease  of  manage 
ment  of  motor  cars  as  creating  a 
meance  to  public  safety,  and  to  in- 
sist upon  adequate  safeguards  being 
secured;  but  there  is  no  denying 
that  the  ownership  of  enormnim 
numbers  of  motor  cars  both  on  this 
continent  and  In  Europe  has  turned 
public  sentiment  completely  around, 
and  now  speed  and  priority  are 
claimed  as  of  right  for  motors  on 
highways." 

SPEED  REGULATORS  URGED 

This  sentiment  was  also  found 
by  Mr.  Gillette  to  be  very  prevalent 
among  the  average  motorists.  Few 
of  them  regard  increase  in  speed  as 
being  a  contributing  cause  of  the 
Increase  of  automobile  accidents. 
But  how  many  motorists,  he  asks, 
know  that  the  kinetic  energy  of  a 
car  Increases  with  the  square  of  its 
velocity,  and  that  when  40  per  cenl 
Is  added  to  the  speed  the  inertia  of 
the  car  Is  doubled. 

Another  angle  on  this  can  be 
shown  from  the  fact  that  a  car  at 
thirty  miles  an  hour  Is  traveling  43.6 
swift  moving  vehicle  on  a  highway!  feet  a  second.    In  other  words,  al- 


cars  should  be  enforced.  Just  as 
traffic  policemen  have  been  replaced 
to  an  extent  by  automatic  signals 
at  crossings,  so  'motor  cops"  should 
be  replaced  by  mechanical  speed 
regulators  in  cars.

Such  regulators  have  already  been 
put  In  use  by  motor  truck  owners 
who  wished  to  prevent  excessive 
speeding  In  their  cars.  They  should 
be  put  on  all  motor  cars,  he  claims, 
and  switched  into  action  whenever 
the  car  enters  a  zone  where  traffic 
conditions  demand  lessened  speed. 
When  a  lever  is  moved  or  a  button 
pushed  the  speed-governor  should 
come  into  effect,  and  at  the  same 
time  a  light  or  other  signal  should 
appear  on  the  front  or  rear  of  the 
car  indicating  that,  the  driver  is 
obeying  the  speed  limit  restrictions. 
By  means  of  such  a  device,  the  du- 
ties of  the  traffic  police  would 
mainly  become  that  of  inspecting 
cars  and  patrolling  regions  where 
speed  limits  are  to  be  enforced. 
Much  fewer  traffic  inspectors  would 
be  required  to  enforce  the  use  of  the 
device  than  are  necessary  under 
present  conditions.

100  motor  fatalities  were  in  the  case 
of  pedestrians.  This  shows  that  as 
usual,  the  individual  on  the  street 
has  the  odds  against  him  and  that 
the  man  at  the  wheel  is  safer.  We 
are  all  pedestrians  part  of  the  time. 
Let  us  remember  safety  when  we 
are  walking  •  let  us  remember  safety 
when  we  are  driving. 


You  will  find  a  lot  of  new  dt,w  rs 
!  in  new  cars  out  on  the  streets  at 
this  time  of  the  year.  Not  very 
difficult  to  spot  these  people;  and 
when  you  do,  have  a  care!  Re- 
member your  own  case  and  recall 
that  a  new  driver  is  nervous  and 
easily  confused.

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Never  add  anything  to  the  bat- 
tery cells  except  distilled  water. 
Battery  cells  are  filled  with  a  mix- 
ture of  sulphuric  acid  and  water, 
and  the  correct  proportion  of  acid 
in  the  mixture  should  be  rather  ex- 
actly maintained.  The  water  in 
this  mixture  is  constantly  evaporat- 
ing by  heat  and  is  also  decomposed 
and  lost  as  hydrogen  and  oxygen 
gas  whenever  the  cells  are  being 
overcharged.  Water  thus  lost  must 
be  replenished  to  maintain  the 
liquid  level  in  the  cells.  The  sul- 
phuric acid  In  the  mixture  does  not 
evaporate  by  heat  nor  is  It  decom- 
posed into  gases  which  escape  from 
the  cells  and  in  the  normal  oper- 
ation of  a  battery  all  the  sulphuric 
arid  placed  in  It  remains  thorough- 
out  Its  useful  life.  The  proportion 
of  acid  to  water  adopted  in  the  orig- 
inal setup  of  a  battery  Is  suf- 
ficient to  reduce  its  Internal  re- 
sistance to  a  feasible  point  and  to 
render  the  liquid  Immune  against 
freezing,  but  it  is  not  sufficiently 
great  to  cause  the  plates  to  be  det- 
rimentally affected  or  to  cause  the 
insulating  separators  between  the 
plates  to  be  eaten  away  at  an  ex- 
cessive rate.

It  Is  liable  to  cause  pre-lgnitlon 
carbon  deposit  on  pistons  and  cylin- 
der heads,  pitted  valves,  steaming 
water  in  the  radiator  and  loss  f 
power  on  the  part  of  the  engine. 

"The  warm  Summer,  long  trips,  and 
rare  atmosphere  we  meet  on  a 
mountain  voyage,  require  the  adjust- 
ment of  the  carburetor  for  a  lean 
mixture  of  less  fuel  and  more  air. 

The  obvious  evidence  of  a  rich 
mixture  is  black  smoke  issuing  from 
the  exhaust. 

Another  indication  is  the  slowing 
up  of  the  engine  when  the  throttle 
is  wide  open,  and  Its  speeding  up 
when  it  is  partly  closed. 

ENGINE  GALLOPS 
Also,  if  the  auxiliary  air  valve 
of  the  carburetor  is  opened,  the 
engine  will  speed  up.  And  when 
idlllng.  the  engine  will  gallop,  rather 
than  run  smoothly. 

The  best  way  to  get  Mie  proper 
mixture  through  the  carbureter  is 
by  making  the  adjustment  after  the 
engine  has  warmed  up  and  while 
the  engine  is  under  load. 

In  that  event,  the  engine  may  be 
run  at  any  average  speed  with  the 
■=park  slightly  retarded.  The  Mr 
should  be  stopped  and  the  adjust- 
ment screw  on  the  carburetor  screw 
on  the  carburetor  turned  until  there 
Is  popping  in  the  carburetor.  The 
screw  should  be  turned  back  slightly

If.  under  load,  the  engine  runs 
smoothly  at  this  adjustment,  the 
mixture  Is  right  for  the  conditions 
of  weather  and  atmosphere  prevail- 
Uig  at  the  time. 

HOI   UNfQ  i-kives 

For  long,  speedy  drives,  the  car- 
buretor may  be  adjusted  for  even 
a  leaner  mixture  than  is  required 
for  city  driving.  For  after  the 
engine  has  heated  up  considerably, 
very  little  gas  is  required  to  keep 
it  going  at  top  speed. 

At  high  altitudes,  the  mixture 
must  be  still  leaner  because  of  the 
decreasing  supply  of  air. 

The  whole  secret,  lies  In  the  proper 
proportion  of  fuel  to  air.  In  Win- 
ter, the  proportion  favors  the  fuel 
because  of  the  harder  task  to  keep 
the  engine  warm. 

In  Summer,  more  air  Is  needed  In 
proportion  to  fuel  because  of  the 
tendency  to  overheat.

Captain 
man  ace.  is  the  inventor  of  a  " 
absorber" — a  special  bumper 
signed  to  protect 
of  automobile  accidents.  He  recently 
gave  three  successful  demonstra- 
tions of  his  invention  in  New  York. 
In  the  first,  driving  a  touring  car 
at  twenty-six  miles  an  hour,  he  ran 
head-on  Into  the  back  of  another 
touring  car  In  the  second,  travel- 
ing at  eighteen  miles  an  hour  he 
ran  his  car  into  a  steel  and  concrete 
pillar.  In  the  third,  hitting  nearly 
thirty  miles  an  hour,  he  ran  head- 
on  into  a  stationary  small  automo- 
bile, badly  damaging  it.  In  each 
case  he  was  entirely  unharmed 
except  for  slight  bruises  In  the  third 
collision. 

Custom  made  touring  cars  were 
equipped  with  Schleiff  bumpers  for 
the  tests.  An  electrical  timing  de- 
vice registered  the  speed  of  the  cars 
immediately  before  the  impact. 

The  crash  absorber  resembles  an 
ordinary  steel  bumper  and  consists 
of  a  three-Inch  bar  of  solid  rubber 
attached  horizontally  to  the  chassis 
by  two  pairs  of  steel  "claws"  or 
"scissors."  On  impact  the  rubber 
stretches,  spreading  the  scissors 
and  thus  spending  most  of  the 
Impact  progressively  to  right  and 
left  before  It  reaches  the  chassis. 


There's  a  trick  you  can  play  on 
the  excessively  timid  backseat  driver 
who  protests  if  you  go  more  than 
twenty  miles  an  hour  on  tl»«s  open 
highway.  Suddenly  accelerate  to 
high  speed  and  when  the  protest 
comes  drop  down  to  your  desired 
thirty -five  or  forty.

The  object  of  using  an  Irregular 
firing  order  on  the  automotive  en- 
gine is  to  reduce  vibration.  It  is 
possible  to  construct  an  engine  on 
which  the  cylinders  fire  consecu- 
tively, but  the  result  would  be  an 
unpleasant  rocking  motion.  The  car 
manufacturer  determines  the  firing 
order  which  will  produce  the 
smoothest  operation  for  his  par- 
ticular engine.

The  Canadians  exliibltlng  are: 
Mrs.  Armlngton,  with  architectural 
studies  of  the  Pont  Hte.  Michel  and 
Notre  Dame  de  Paris;  Miss  Llllle 
Scott,  of  Windsor,  with  a  drawing 
of  a  sardine  vessel,  and  Katherlne 
E.  Wallis,  the  well-known  Canadian 
sculptor,  who  has  sent  in  a  clever 
portrait  bust. 

One  of  the  things  that  strikes  one 
always  about  the  Paris  Salon  des 
Beaux  Arts  Is  the  extraordinary 
number  of  foreign  artists  who  ex- 
hibit there.  The  number  of  exhib- 
itors at  the  academy  who  are  not 
actually  domiciled  In  England  or 
Scotland  is  negligible,  but  at  lea*t 
a  third  of  the  Beaux  Arts  exhibi- 
tors are  not  French  and  sixty-nine 
of  them  are  British.  Mr.  Coates, 
the  Australian  artist  who  lives  in 
London,  and  Miss  Joan  Manning- 
Sanders,  that  precocious  young  art- 
ist whose  work  surprised  everyone 
last  year,  are  both  exhibiting  at 
both  salons  and  winning  fame  on 
both  sides  of  the  Channel.  Bernard 
Harrison,  the  well-known  English 
artist,  son  of  the  late  Frederick 
Harrison,  has  sent  some  beautiful 
landscapes,  and  among  the  other 
notable  artists  exhibiting  are 
Dauchez,  Nevlll  Lytton  and  Raoul- 
Ulmann.  Among  the  etchings  and 
drawings  are  lovely  examples  of  the 
work  of  Eugene  Bejot  and  Charles 
Jouaa. 

Coming  back  to  London  it  wa.> 
Interesting  to  compare  the  points 
at  variance  of  the  English  and 
French  exhibitions.  The  Royal 
Academy  Is  typically  British,  only 
a  very  limited  number  of  the  exhib- 
itors living  outside  the  British 
Isles.

In  the  above  connection  it  is  in- 
teresting to  learn  that  preliminary 
draft  convention  for  the  abolition 
of  customs  duties  on  educational 
films  has  been  prepared  by  a  com- 
mittee of  experts  set  up  by  the  In- 
ternational Educational  Cinemata- 
graphlc  Institue  in  Rome.  At  Its 
meeting  in  Geneva  next  week,  the 
League  of  Nations  Council  will  be 
asked  to  forward  this  dralt  to  all 
governments  for  their  observations. 
One  of  the  obstacles  of  the  ex- 
change of  educational  films  be- 
tween one  country  and  another  is 
the  high  customs  duties,  and  the 
proposed  convention  would  exempt 
from  such  duties  five  types  of  films: 
<1)  Spreading  knowledge  of  the 
League  of  Nations;  (2>  prepared  for 
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use  in  education  or  all  grades;  <3) 
intended  for  professional  training 
and  guidance  and  for  scientific  or- 
ganization of  work;  <4>  dealing  *ltfc 
scientific  or  technical  research;  (5) 
dealing  with  matters  of  health, 
physical  training  an  ihI  reform  and 
welfare  work.

Distinguished  English  Novelist  and  Essayist

First  Car  to  Reach  Hudson  Bay 


Quite  recently  a  correspondent  to  j  few  modern  books  which  give  one 
le  of  the  English  papers  fcftppOMd  1ft 


to  remark  that  "  anyone  wl  _ 
predated  Virginia  Woolf  U  flufclHfl 
a  "high-brow."  This  called  forth  a 
regular  controversy  upon  the  mean- 
ing of  that  term,  and  also  elicited 
from  many  people  their  reactions  to 
the  work  of  Mrs.  Woolf. 

One  of  the  fctft  definitions  of 
"high-brow"  was  Una:  "A  person 
who  by  dint  of  much  reading  and 
study,  and  partly  because  of  an  in- 
herently superior  nature,  can  ap- 
preciate the  works  of  those  more 
advanced  artists  who  lead  the  way. 
and  who.  being  fully  fifty  years 
ahead  of  the  times,  are  condemned 
by  the  more  Ignorant  and  more  lazy 
members  of  the  community.  The  Idea 
of  pretence  enters  no  more  Into  the 
definition  of  a  "high-brow'  than  It 
does  into  the  definition  of  a  duke."

Be  that  as  It  may,  It  conveys  one 
distinct  reason  why  the  novels  of 
Virginia  Woolf  would  never  be 
"popular"  hi  the  usual  sense  of  that 
woid.  Their  seeming  lack  of  action, 
the  long  trains  of  thought  in  which 
nothing  actually  happens,  have 
been  fatal  to  her  success  with  the 
reading  public  who  demand  a  story. 
Novel  readers  are  in  the  main  more 
interested  In  the  matter  than  the 
style  of  a  novel. 

Some  modern  theorists  urge  that 
in  literature,  as  in  pictorial  art,  the 
subject  Is  nothing  and  the  treat- 
ment Is  eevcrything.  One  literary 
critic  claims  that  Virginia  Woolf 
has  evolved  an  original  method  of 
saying  nothing.  This  being  in  line 
with  his  own  theories,  he  expresses 
great  admiration  and  respect. 

STUDY  OF  MIND 


Many  readers  have  been  troubled 
and  confused  by  Mrs.  Woolf's  man- 
ner of  writing.  Her  method  is  a 
peculiar  one  to  follow,  particularly 
in  her  earlier  works,  "The  Voyage 
Out,"  "Jacobs  Room."  "Mrs 
way,"  for  example.  The  reason  for 
this  lies  perhaps  In  the  fact  that 
she  deals  mainly  with  the  imagina- 
tive life.  She  shows  us  life  through 
the  minds  of  her  characters,  and 
she  Is  interested  in  the  outsldes  of 
things  only  In  so  far  as  they  ex- 
press the  inner  beauty  and  mystery 
of  life.  It  has  been  said  of  her  that 
she  can  "free  life  from  Its  depend- 
ence on  facts."  This  perhaps  is 
the  leading  characteristic  of  her 
work. 

The  main  essence  or  a  good  novel 
Is  said  to  be  "suspense."   Now,  one 
very  disinterested  critic.  Mr 
Ellis  Roberts,  claims  that  ther 


greater  sensation  of  suspense  than 
"Mrs.  Dalloway"  and  "To  the  Light- 
house." He  thinks,  too.  that  in  al 
Mrs.  Woolf's  work  there  la  the 
celerity  and  remoteness  of  an  air 
raid — we  do  not  know  Just  where 
the  bombs  are  going  to  fall.  We  do 
not  always  see  where  the  stroke 
comes  or  how  ner  surprises  are  ef- 
fected. In  "The  Voyage  Out"  there 
is  an  admirable  example  of  this 
"suspense,"  there  Is  also  some  ex- 
quisitely subtle  humor  in  the  last 
few  chapters.  "To  the  Lighthouse" 
Is  generally  considered  to  be  Mrs 
Woolf's  masterpiece.  "Orlando," 
which  was  said  to  be  the  most  bril- 
liant piece  of  fiction  of  its  year 
(1928),  belongs  to  the  realm  of 
phantasy.  It  is  about  an  Individual 
who  had  the  habit  of  trances;  when 
i  emerging  from  one  of  these  pecu- 
liar states  he  makes  the  discovery 
that  he  Is  a  woman,  but  having 
read  the  preface,  this  does  not 
startle  us.  One  feels  that  there  Is 
much  more  In  the  book  than  meets 
th«  eye  on  first  reading.  It  is  all 
quite  too  maddenly  Intellectual 
and  clever;  the  satire  fairly  sparkles 
and  scintillates.  Cleverness  never 
lasts.  J.  B.  Priestly  says  that  "The 
book  that  startles  smart  luncheon 
parties  this  year  Is  usually  as  dead 
as  the  mutton  on  luncheon  tables  in 
two  or  three  years'  time.  Cry  'How 
brilliant.'  and  as  a  rule  you  liave 
signed  a  book's  death  warrant." 

He  thinks  that  Mrs.  Woolf's  pre- 
vious story,  "To  the  Lighthouse," 
will  be  read  and  enjoyed  when  "Or- 
lando" is  regarded  as  little  mere 
than  a  literary  curiosity.  "To  the 
Lighthouse,"  by  the  way,  Is  a  study 
in  the  difficulties  of  love  and  friend- 
ship. 

MOST  RECENT  WORK 

In  her  last  brilliant  boo!:.  "A 
Roof  of  One  s  Own."  Mrs.  Woolf  in- 
dicates some  of  the  differences  be- 
tween men  and  women  writers. 
Dallo-  |  describing  with  much  humor  the 
age-long  effort  to  keep  woman  out- 
side everything  except  domestic  life. 
She  draws  attention  to  the  ster- 
ilization, by  neglect  and  discourage- 
ment, of  woman's  senses  that  has 
been  going  on  all  down  history. 

One  thing  every  thoughtful  reader 
will  be  conscious  of  It  that  Mrs.' 
Woolf's  prose  Is  always  written  In 
the  mcod  of  poetry.  She  had  ex- 
traordinary talent  as  a  critic;  for 
this  alone  she  would  have  been 
famous  If  she  had  never  written  a 
line  of  fiction.  Her  great  strength 
as  a  critic  is  said  to  lie  in  her 
R.  j  width  of  knowledge  and  her  sense 
ire  of  proportion.

Hudson's  staunch  little  ship  Dis- 
covery sailed  along  the  shores  of 
the  vast  inland  sea  which  later  was 
to  bear  the  name  of  the  expedi- 
tion's leader. 

Although  the  Discovery  displaced 
but  fifty-five  tons,  she  was  to  them 
a  veritable  Majestic.  The  excite- 
ment spread  from  tribe  to  tribe 
from  the  time  the  vessel  pushed  Its 
way  through  the  Ice  and  was  caught 
sight  of  from  the  shores  until  It 
reached  the  southernmost  limits  of 
James  Bay,  1.300  miles  away. 

That  was  320  years  ago.  But  the 
astonishment  was  scarcely'  greater 
than  that  among  the  descendants 
of  those  Eskimos  and  Indians  when 
a  strange  craft  recently  rolled  its 
way  along  the  coast  of  that  same 
body  of  water. 

This  was  a  sca-going  Ford,  the 
first  automobile  of  any  sort  ever 


country.  It  was  mounted  on  a  scow, 
and  Its  motor  geared  to  the  scow':; 
propeller  so  that  it  proceeded  under 
its  own  power. 

Nor  v.-as  that  Its  only  claim  to 
distinction,  for  it  was  one  of  the 
first  four  cars  at  The  Pas.  Mani- 
toba. 

Recently  It  was  sold  to  a  fur 
trader  named  Harris,  who  has  lived 
among  the  Eskimos  for  years.  He 
shipped  it  by  rail  to  Mile  330  at 
the  Nelson  River,  at  that  time  the 
end  of  the  steel  on  the  Hudson's 
Bay  Railway. 

CAR  PROPELS  BOAT 

There  the  rear  wheels  were  re- 
moved from  the  car  and  the  ends 
of  gasoline  drums  substituted.  Belts 
were  placed  over  these  and  arranged 
to  drive  the  propeller  of  the  scow. 

The  fur  trader,  his  Eskimo  wife, 
three  children  and  another  white 
man  then  climbed  aboard,  and  the 
strange  craft  headed  down  the  river 


to  be   seen   in   the   Hudson   Bay  to  Port  Nelson.    There  additional 


supplies  were  loaded  and  the  Ford- 
piopelled  packet  headed  for  the 
open  sea,  swinging  northward  along 
the  coast  toward  Fort  Churchill,  200 
miles  away. 
Mr.  Harris  Intended  to  run  the 
over  the  barren  lands  about 
Churchill  In  collecting  fur. 
Other  cars  probably  will  be  seen 
soon  on  the  shores  of  Hudson  Bay 
for  Fort  Churchill  has  now  been 
decided  upon  as  the  terminus  of  the 
Hudson  Bay  Railway  Instead  of 
Port  Nelson.  When  the  steel  bonds 
linking  it  with  civilization  are  com- 
pleted, it  may  speedily  becoms  a 
centre  of  activity  boasting  as  many 
cars  as  The  Pas,  which  now  num- 
ber forty. 

Tremendous  development  Is  ex- 
pected with  the  completion  of  the 
railway  and  the  harnessing  of  the 
enormous  undeveloped  water  power 
of  the  Nelson  River — the  old  voya- 
geur  route  to  the  Peace,  Athabasca 
and  Mackenzie  Valleys.

teresting  articles  called  "Phases  of 
Fiction,"  In  three  parts,  was  pub- 
lished last  year  In  The  American 
Bookman.  This  Is  Indeed  worth 
very  careful  study  by  all  those  who 
profess  to  be  students  of  literature, 
for  it  covers  a  wide  territory. 

In  the  letters  of  Katherine  Manse- 
field  there  are  quite  a  number 
written  to  Virginia  Woolf,  who  was 
evidently  a  very  dear,  sympathetic 
and  understanding  friend. 

In  one  of  these  she  says:  "It  was 
good  to  have  time  to  talk  to  you, 
Virginia.  We  have  got  the  same 
Job.  It  is  really  very  curious  and 
thrilling  that  we  should,  both  quite 
apart  from  each  other,  be  after  so 
very  nearly  the  same  thing." 

I  have  said  before  that  Virginia 
Woolf's  books  can  have  little  appeal 
for  those  who  read  simply  for  the 
story;  but  there  are  those  who  read 
for  instruction  and  who  enjoy  the 
effort  that  sometimes  occurs  to 
fathom  modes  and  expression 
which  arc  unfamiliar.  It  has  been 
said  that  a  man  would  not  have 
written  Mrs.  Woolf's  books;  but 
would  he  not  be  proud  If  he  could? 
This  remark  was  made  by  one  of 
England's  greatest  literary  critics.

There  are  times  when  the  usual 
type  of  lock  washer  does  not  seem 
to  be  effective,  and  a  cotter  pin 
cannot  be  used,  as  on  a  cap  screw. 
In  such  cases,  a  piece  of  sheet  metal 
will  prevent  turning  of  the  screw 
or  nut.  If  the  screw  Is  located 
close  to  the  edge  of  a  part,  a  piece 
of  sheet  metal  Is  drilled  to  nt  the 
screw  and  Is  placed  under  the  head. 
When  the  screw  is  drawn  up  tight 
one  edge  of  the  sheet  metal  is 
turned  up  against  one  of  the  flats 
on  the  head,  while  the  opposite 
edge  of  the  metal  Is  turned  down 
over  the  edge  of  the  part.  If  the 
screw  Is  not  close  to  the  edge,  but  is 
close  to  a  projecting  part,  the  sheet 
metal  should  be  large  enough  to 
butt  against  the  projection,  the  op- 
posite edge  being  turned  up  against 
the  nut.  Soft  sheet  metal  should  be 
used,  so  that  it  can  be  bent  easily 
and  used  again.

With  Piston  Slap 

Piston  slap,  that  annoying  and 
often  difficult  knock  to  locate,  is 
caused  In  most  cases  by  looseness  of 
the  piston  or  by  a  bent  connecting 
rod.  For  efficient  operation,  the 
piston  should  be  a  good  fit  in  the 
cylinder.  Usually  it  Is  about  one- 
thousandth  of  an  Inch  smaller  than 
the  cylinder  bore  for  each  Inch  of 
piston  diameter,  measured  at  the 
point  where  the  least  heat  Is 
present,  which  Is  at  the  bottom,  or 
skirt,  of  the  piston.  At  the  top,  a 
greater  allowance  Is  necessary,  as 
the  expansion  Is  greater,  due  to  the 
direct  heat  of  the  explosions. 

If  the  connecting  rod  is  bent,  the 
wrist  pin  end  of  the  connecting  rod 
is  driven  sidewise  against  the  piston 
boss  when  the  force  of  the  explo- 
sion Is  exerted  on  the  piston  head. 

In  either  case,  the  remedy  Is  ob- 
vious. In  the  first  case,  the  cylin- 
ders should  be  ground  and  oversize 
pistons  installed.  In  the  second 
case,  the  connecting  rod  must  be 
straightened  or  replaced.

VANCOUVER,  May  24  —  The  com- 
pletion of  temporary  claim  on  two  of 
th«  lakes  tributary  to  the  property 
of  Moorehead  Mines.  Limited.  In 
order  to  hold  up  the  Spring  run-off 
and  have  water  available  for 
hydraulic  operations,  is  announced 
here  by  Mr.  Erie  C.  Anne*,  consult- 
ing engineer  of  the  company. 

Mr.  Annes  stated  that  a  crew  has 
already  been  at  work  on  the  prop- 
erty and  that  the  company  proposes 
to  proceed  Immediately  with  the 
line  construction  and  Installation  of 
the  low-level  hydraulic  system, 
which  will  enable  gold  recovery 
operations  to  be  started  before  the 
end  o?  the  season.  These  opera- 
tions will  be  carried  on  while 
the  construction  of  the  high-level 
hydraulic  system  is  in  progress.  The 
latter,  stated  Mr.  Annes.  will  prob- 
ably take  two  years  to  complete  and 
will  then  place  the  property  on  a 
particularly  large  scale  of  produc- 
tion. The  present  plan  of  opera- 
tion, however,  will  insure  production 
during  that  time. 

Officials  announce  that  organiza- 
tion of  the  company,  which  Is 
taking  over  the  leases  formerly  held 
by  the  Moorehead  Syndicate,  is  now 
complete. 

The  Moorehead  property,  consist- 
ing of  ten  placer  leases,  extends 
from  the  rnouth  of  Moorehead  Creek 
upwards,  and  Is  reached  from 
Hydraulic,  on  the  main  Williams 
Lake-Likely  road.  Cariboo,  by  a 
branch  road  six  miles  long. 

Considerable  work  has  already 
been  done  In  the  development  of 
this  property  and  Its  extensive  open- 
ing this  year  should  prove  intsrest- 
lng. 


A  sensational  new  ore  discovery 
was  made  last  week  on  the  Tide- 
water Molybdenum  property  of  the 
Dalhuusie  Mining  Company,  Lim- 
ited, near  Alice  Arm.  and  Is  con- 
sidered locally  as  one  of  the  biggest 
discoveries  made  In  this  district  for 
some  time.

When  this  has  been 
done  the  ore  will  be  drifted  on.  The 
tunnel  will  give  an  additional  depth 
of  100  feet  on  all  ore  bodies. 

In  addition  to  the  Tidewater 
property,  with  Its  promising  ore 
bodies,  the  Dalhousie  Company  have 
also  MB  option  on  the  Cariboo  group 
of  claims  on  Lime  Creek,  and  owned 
by  Mr.  J.  Wells.

In  order  to  lncrea.se  the  capacity 
of  the  Kimberley  concentrator  to 
6.000  tons  per  day  .several  addition* 
have  been  made  during  the  last  year 
to  the  buildings  and  equipment. 
Mr.  W.  M.  Archibald,  vice-president 
in  charge  of  mines  of  the  Consoli- 
dated Mining  <fc  8meltlng  Com- 
pany of  Canada,  summarised  these 
Improvements  In  the  annual  re- 
port. They  comprise:  an  addition 
to  the  crushing  section  to  house  a 
S  virions  crusher  and  screening 
plant,  a  lean-to  sixty-two  feet  by 
114  feet  for  dust  collecting  plant,  a 
new  steel  catenary  bin  twenty-seven 
fret  by  176  feet  to  hold  5.000  tons 
of  crushed  ore.  and  an  addition  to 
the  old  bin.  Increasing  its  capacity 
to  2.500  tons,  an  addition  to  the 
primary  grinding  section  to  house 
two  ten-foot  Hardinge  ball  mills 
and  a  Dorr  classifier,  an  addition  to 
the  classifier  floor  with  the  instal- 
lation of  eleven  Aklns  classifiers,  an 
extension  to  the  secondary  ball  mill 
floor  with  four  ten- foot  Hardinge 
mills,  a  surge  tank  bay  addition

Issued 
the  following  statement  regarding 
the  treasury  bills  transaction:  "The 
public  will  be  pleased  to  learn  that 
the  Province  of   New  Brunswick, 
through  the  agency  of  the  Bank  of 
Montreal,  has  been  able  to  renew 
for   one   year   the   treasury  bills 
maturing  this  month  in  London  at 
an  Interest  cost  to  the  province  of 
3  75  per  cent,  or  a  saving  of  1.18 
per  cent  below  the  present  bond 
Interest  rate,  including  all  commis- 
sion and  bill  stamps  or  calculated  In 
dollars  to  the  amount  of  $4,745,000 
involved  a  saving  of  $55,991.

Mr.  M.  W.  Cassady.  manager  of 
tlie  B.C.  Oil  Company,  who  has 
spent  much  time  and  money  In  at- 
tempting to  test  out  the  oil  possibili- 
ties of  the  North  Fork  oil  district, 
about  twelve  miles  across  the  In- 
ternational line  Ift  Canada,  was  In 
Kalis  pell  yesterday  purchasing  last- 
minute  supplies  required  for  the  re- 
sumption of  drilling  on  the  com- 
pany's test  well. 

The  well  was  closed  down  in  the 
early  Winter,  with  the  bit  having 
reached  a  depth  of  1,180  feet  in  a 
12  1-2-lnch  hole.  When  the  well  was 
shut  down  there  was  a  small  flow  of 
gas  at  the  bottom,  and  as  a  matter 
of  precaution,  eighteen  feet  of  ten- 
inch  casing  was  mn  to  the  bottom 
and  twenty  sacks  of  cement  poured 
in  to  effectually  shut  of  the  gas.  It 
will  be  necessary  to  drill  through  this 
cement  before  any  actual  hole  can 
be  made.

Mr.  Cassady  said  that  he  felt  cer- 
tain that  production  would  be 
reached  thla  year.  It  Is  his  Inten- 
tion to  carry  the  12  1-2-inch  casing 
down  to  a  depth  of  2,000  feet.  If 
possible,  which  will  insure  their 
ability  to  go  to  a  depth  of  5.000  feet, 
If  necessary.  It  is  not  believed, 
however,  that  this  extreme  depth 
will  ever  be  necessary.  The  North 
Fork  is  the  most  difficult  field  to 
drill  yet  prospected,  on  account  of 
the  numerous  crevices  found  there, 
causing  a  crooked  hole.  Much  time 
has  been  lost  in  keeping  the  hole 
straight,  but  It  is  now  in  fine  shape,  j 

The  drilling  thus  far  has  been  very 
encouraging.  In  so  far  as  showings 
of  gas  and  oil  are  concerned.  Mr 
Cassady  said.  At  the  depth  of  900 < 
feet  good  showings  of  gas  and  oil 
were  found,  and  again  at  1,020  feet 
heavy  showings  were  had.  When  it 
was  decided  to  close  down  for  the 
Winter,  another  heavy  showing  of 
gas  was  coming  from  the  bottom 
of  the  hole.  A  string  of  ten-inch 
casing  Is  now  on  the  ground  as  a 
guard  against  any  emergency,  and 
every  other  piece  of  equipment  that 
might  be  needed  in  case  anything 
should  happen.  It  is  known  that 
when  a  productive  horizon  Is 
reached  there  will  be  a  tremendous 
gas  pressure  found  there,  and  every 
precaution  Is  taken  against  such  a 
contingency. 

A  REAL  TEST 

While  there  has  been  a  number  of 
teats  started  in  this  field,  the  B.C. 
is  the  only  one  that  has  every  indi- 
cation of  giving  the  field  a  real  test. 
It  has  a  hole  sufficiently  large  to 
carry  down  to  5.000  feet  or  better. 
If  necessary,  and  the  necessary 
equipment  in  the  way  of  casing  and 
tools  are  already  on  the  gro\ind 
With  any  kind  of  luck  it  would  seem 
that  the  productive  horizon  will  be 
reached  this  Summer,  and  indica- 
tions are  that  it  might  be  reached 
with  but  little  drilling.

Conn.,  May  24  — An 
"insect  electric  chair"  has  been  in- 
vented at  the  Bartlett  tree  research 
laboratories  here.  It  "is  a  new  device 
for  killing  insects.  Heretofore  they 
have  been  sprayed,  drowned,  swat- 
ted and  caught  in  traps 

The  electrical  device  resembles  a 
large  ornamental  lantern  of  square, 
wide  bottom.  Two  of  its  side*  are 
made  of  fine  wires,  charged  with 
electricity  to  kill  Insect*  alighting 
on  them  or  attempting  to  crawl 
through.  Though  fatal  to  many  In- 
•ect*.  the  current  cannot  be  felt  by 
a  person  placing  hi*  hand  on  the 
aires,  and  Is  not  dangerou*  to 
human  beings.  It  I*  an  ordinary 
house  lamp  current,  run  through  a 
transformer. 

The  lantern  Is  made  to  hang  on 
trees,  screen  doors,  or  wherever  In- 
sects congregate  It  work*  twenty- 
four  hours  of  the  day.  In  daylight, 
bait  inside  the  lantern  attract*  the 
Insect*,  and  at  night  an  electric

MEXICO  CITY.  May  24 -The 
ashes  of  Colonel  Pablo  Sldar, 
Mexico's  aviation  hero,  killed  a  week 
ago  off  the  coast  of  Costa  Rica, 
when  his  plane  fell  into  the  sea. 

came  back  to  the  capital  city  today 
as  thousands  of  citizens  mourned. 

The  plane  Mayab.  bearing  an  urn 
containing  the  noted  flyer's  ashes, 
appeared  over  the  city  before  noon. 
It  was  accompanied  by  twelve  Mexi- 
can military  planes,  and  the  plane 
which  Captain  Lewis  A.  Yancey  and 
two  fellow-Americans  Intend  to  fly 
to  Buenos  Aires.  Then  the  Mayab 
and  the  Yancey  planes  swooped  to 
land  on  Valbuena  field,  while  the 
army  escort  and  fifteen  other  army 
planes  roared  in  manoeuvres  over 
the  city. 

A  crowd  of  50.000  was  at  the  field 
and  5,000  school  children,  dressed 
in  black  and  carrying  flowers. 
-  A  committee  headed  by  General 
Joaquin  Amaro,  Minister  of  War, 
and  the  Costa  Rican  charge  d'af- 
faires placed  the  urn  In  a  plane  that 
was  to  serve  as  his  hearse.  It  was 
the  EJercito  Mexicano.  the  ship  In 
which  Colonel  Sldar  toured  Latin- 
America  last  year.  Draped  in  black, 
the  plane  headed  the  procession, 
which  started  for  the  national 
palace. 

The  entire  route  to  the  palace  was 
flanked  by  police  and  soldiers  and 
the  buildings  along  the  main  portion 
were  decked  in, mourning. 

As  the  combination  airplane- 
hearse  neared  the  centre  of  the  city 
persons  along  the  line  of  march 
heaped  flowers  upon  It. 

A  huge  crowd  was  assembled  on 
the  plaza  in  front  of  the  palace  and 
President  Ortiz  Rubt  with  his  min- 
isters were  waiting  inside  to  receive 
the  urn.    It  was  transferred  from

Salsify  goes  under  so  many  aliases 
that  It  might  almost  be  used  as  a 
villain  for  a  detective  story.  It  Is 
known  as  oyster  plant,  salsify, 
vegetable  oyster  and  John -go- to- 
bed-at-nooh.  However,  salsify  under  I 
any  other  name  tastes  as  good.  The 
popular  name  of  "  oyster  plant"  la 
derived  from  the  taste  somewhat 
resembling  oysters  when  this 
vegetable  Is  rut  up  very  fine,  rooked 
and  seasoned  with  butter  and 
cream.  However.  In  food  composi- 
tion It  Is  very  different  from  the 
oyster. 

Salsify  resembles  In  appearance  a 
Jong  white  carrot,  and.  like  carrots 
and  turnips,  may  be  classed  as  a 
non-starchy  vegetable  if  used  when 
young  before  the  starch  has  time  to 
Two  kind*  of  talally 


are  known,  the  white  and  Uie 
black.  The  white  has  a  faint  yellow 
tint  to  the  skin  and  is  white  Inside, 
while  the  black  has  black  skin 
Some  epicures  claim  that  the  black 
has  a  superior  flavor,  but  each  one 
makes  a  good  vegetable  Black  sal- 
sify contains  a  quantity  of  lnulln 
Instead  of  starch.  For  this  reason  It 
Is  sometimes  prescribed  for  dia- 
betics. When  put  into  the  stomach 
inulin  turns  into  sugar  from  the 
action  of  the  hydrochloric  acid 
This  vegetable  may  be  used  either 
boiled  or  raw  In  salad  In  prepar 
lng  it.  wash  well,  but  do  not  scrape. 

quickly,  and  also  removes  some  of 
the  vitamins  end  mineral  salts 
which  He  directly  under  the  skin 


thev  may  cause  a  strong  flavor  after 
cooking. 

The  principle  minerals  In  this 
vegetable  are  iron,  potash,  lime  and 
magnesium.  The  leaves.  If  very 
young  and  tender,  may  be  chopped 
and  combined  with  •other  greens  In 
a  salad.  Here  are  some  recipes  for 
salsify 

Esca  Hoped  Salsify— Cook  until 
soft  in  boiling  water.  Remove  the 
skins  and  cut  into  slices.  Add  al- 
ternate layers  of  salsify  and  Mclba 
kttlt  crumbs  until  the  dish  is  filled. 
Add  some  milk  or  cream  to  moisten 
and  bake  In  a  hot  oven  until  brown 

Salsify  Salad— Boil  and  peel  sal- 
sify roots,  cut  into  small  dice  and 
mix  while  hot  with  a  small  amount 
of  butter.  Cool  and  place  on 
shredded  lettuce.  Add  the  tender 
chopped  hearts  of  the  tops  of  the 
salsify. 

SalslTy- Parsley  Salad  -Cook  and 
slice  the  salsify,  add  some  chopped 
parsley  and  olive  oil.  Allow  to 
stand  for  at  least  an  hour  and  serve 
in  a  hesp  on  top  of  shredded  let- 


peel,  chop  Into  small  pieces,  add 
some  butter  and  milk  and  reheat. 

Salsify  Patties— Boll  and  peel  the 
salsify,  then  mash.  Add  one  beaten 
egg  and  some  Melba  toast  crumbs 
Form  Into  flat  cakes  and  brown  in 
the  oven. 

Mock  Oyster  Soup -Parboil  and 
slice  .some  salsify  roots.  Add  an 
equal  amount  of  canned  corn  and 
some  finely  chopped  celery.  Put  In 
a  pan  with  equal  parts  of  milk  and 
water.  Add  two  tablespoons  of 
butter.  Simmer  very  slowly  until 
the  celery  L;  tender.

Rev.  Dr.  Stringer,  with  hi* 
wife,  is  spending  a  few  weeks  In  To- 
ronto before  continuing  to  London.

The  bishop  and  his  wife  traveled 
by  air  from  Dawson  to  White  Horse, 
en  route  to  Skagway.  where  they 
boarded  the  steamer  for  Vancouver. 
Bishop  Stringer  ha.s  spent  thirty- 
eight,  years  in  the  North,  but  his 
spirit  of  adventure  is  not  in  the 


light  of  air  travel  In  the  Far  North 
was  mentioned  by  Bishop  Stringer 
During  the  time  the  missionaries 
were  winging  their  flight  from  Daw- 
son, a  wireless  message  was  received 
at  Mayo  from  two  fur  trappers,  ask- 
ing for  plane  service  from  Aklavik 
to  Mayo.  Already  thev  had  traveled 
700  miles  by  dog  sled  with  a  good 
catch  of  valuable  white  fox,  and 
they  were  in  haste  to  reach  civilisa- 
tion.

stantly examine  the  state  of  export 
trade  as  a  whole,  and  in  order  that 
Its  work  should  be  as  valuable  and 
specific  as  possible,  when  particular 
trades.  Industries  or  markets  are 
being  reviewed,  special  representa- 
tives of  trade  and  Industry  will  be 
invited  to  attend  the  meetings  of  the 
council.  Accordingly  a  panel  of 
representatives,  who  will  be  avail- 
able for  Informal  consultations,  Is 
being  formed. 

Mr.  O.  M.  GiUett.  speaking  as  the 
guest  of  the  Association  of  British 
Chambers  of  Commerce  at  a  lun- 
cheon in  London  said: 
BETTER  MARKETING  ABROAD 

"The  Development  Council  Is  a 
council  of  action.  Tho  success  of 
its  work  will  depend  upon  the  use 
made  of  It  by  Industry.  The  Gov- 
ernment has  played  its  part  by 
creating  this  expert  machine.  It  is 
for  you  to  see  that  it  is  fully  and 
usefully  employed."  Mr.  Oillett  laid 
emphasis  on  the  Increasingly  suc- 
cessful competition  of  the  United 
States  as  an  exporter  to  the  British 
Dominions,  and  appealed  for  better 
British  marketing  abroad.

Moving    Mountain    Wrecks  I-*rre 
Tortlon  of  Powrll  DufTrvn  Col- 
liery Surface  Building 


A  mountain  landslide  at  New 
Tredegar.  Mon..  wrecked  a  consider- 
able portion  of  the  surface  building 
at  the  Powell  Duffryn  No.  3  pit  at 
the  base  of  the  mountain  and  com- 
pletely blocked  the  Great  Western 
Railway  branch  line  and  the  main 
road  to  Abertysswg.  Fortunately, 
there  has  been  no  loss  of  life. 

The  mountain  has  been  giving 
trouble  for  many  years,  and  as  far 
back  as  1005  there  was  a  consider- 
able landslide  which  did  serious 
damage  to  the  colliery  winding  en- 
gine house  and  pit  machinery.  The 
trouble  then,  as  now.  occurred  after 
a  period  of  heavy  rainfall,  and  was 
attributed  in  some  quarters  to  the 
percolation  of  water  Into  a  bed  of 
sand  believed  to  run  underneath 
these  mountains  for  a  distance  of 
several  miles.  The  movement,  which 
affects  both  the  Glamorgan  and 
Monmouthshire  sides  of  the  Rhym- 
ney  River,  became  pronounced  re- 
cently and  new  fissures  appeared  in 
the  mountain  slopes,  particularly  on 
the  Monmouthshire  side. 

New  Tredegar  Is  the  older  of  the 
Powell  Duffryn  collieries  In  the 
Rhymney  Valley,  and  gave  employ- 
to  about  1,200  men.

The  general  purposes  committee 
of  the  Westminster  City  Council 
have  had  under  consideration  the 
layout  of  the  district  bounded  by 
Park  Lane.

The  highest  Job  In  London— re- 
gilding  the  great  cross  of  St.  Paul  s 
Cathedral— has  begun. 

The  work  will  take  three  weeks 
and  two  men  alone  will  carry  It 
through,  working  every  day  till 
dusk  365  feet  above  the  street. 

It  is  seventeen  years  since  St. 
Paul's  cross  was  regllded.  The 
scaffolding  Is  already  set,  and  the 
task  of  washing  seventeen  years'  ac- 
cumulation of  London's  grime  off 
the  cross  has  started. 

The  gold  which  will  adorn  the 
great  cross  is  already  in  a  secret 
hiding  place  in  the  vaults  beneath 
the  cathedral.  It  was  to  this  spot 
— known  only  to  a  few  of  the  trusted 
cathedral  staff— that  Mr.  J.  E-  Bol- 
well.  clerk  of  the  works,  conducted 
a  press  representative. 

The  gold  is  pure  twenty-four-carat 
leaf  exactly  like  the  gold  with  which 
the  Egyptians  adorned  their  mum- 
mies 4.000  years  ago. 

This  is  the  gold,  beaten  by  crafts- 
men in  the  world's  largest  gold-beat- 
ing works.  In  Whitfield  Street,  off 
Tottenham  Court  Road,  which  ex- 
perts predict  will  defy  London's  fog 
and  dirt  for  half  a  century  or  more. 

Three  thousand  leaves  of  this  pure 
gold  will  be  used  to  re-cover  St. 
Paul's  cro.'s  and  Its  ball,  and  also 
the  pineapples  on  the  western 
towers. 

The  two  workmen  will  scramble 
out  of  an  opening  In  the  side  of  the 
ball  and  climb  up  ladders  to  the 
cross.  Once  they  ascend  the  dome 
they  will  not  come  down  until  then- 
day's  task  Is  finished,  and  before 
they  start  work  each  morning  they 
will  stuff  their  pockets  with  enough 
gold  leaves  to  last  them  till  sunset. 

GOOD  PAY  FOR  GOOD 
IDEAS  IN  RAILWAY 
PLAN  IN  AUSTRALIA 

Constantly  aiming  at  Increased 
efficiency,  the  Australian  Victorian 
State  Railways  Department  docs 
everything  to  encourage  employees 
to  submit  suggestions  for  better- 
ment and  prevention  of  waste. 

Since  the  'suggestion  system" 
was  introduced  nine  years  ago.  22,- 
483  Ideas  and  inventions  have  been 
received,  and  4.047  have  been  used. 
Rewards  paid  for  suggestions 
adopted  amount  to  £17,300.  the 
highest  Individual  sum  paid  being 
£420. 

Introducing  the  system,  the  de- 
partment acted  on  the  belief  that 
"If  there's  a  better  way  of  doing  a 
Job.  the  man  on  the  Job  should 
know  how  to  do  It  "  All  sugges- 
tions are  examined  by  a  special  bet- 
terment and  publicity  board.  Strict 
secrecy  Is  observed,  so  as  to  elimi- 
nate any  feeling  of  diffidence  an 
employee  might  have  in  submitting 
an 


A  helpless  and  lonely  prisoner, 
behind  the  great  iron-studded  doors 
of  Pentonvllle  Jail.  Is  being  slowly 
nursed  back  to  health  from  one  of 
the  most  pain-racking  afflictions  of 
the  age— cancer. 

This  man,  on  whom  the  skill  of 
one  of  London's  greatest  cancer 
specialists  Is  focussed.  Is  known  by 
a  number,  but  In  the  Middlesex 
Hospital  he  Is  described  as  "our 
patient." 

His  name  Is  Williams,  and  he  still 
has  a  year  to  serve  of  the  sentence 
of  eighteen  months  passed  on  him 
at  London  Sessions  for  house- 
breaking. 

HIS  PITEOUS  APPEAL 

Williams  made  a  piteous  appeal 
to  the  Judge  from  the  dock:  "My 
lord."  he  cried,  "don't  send  me  to 
prison— It  will  be  my  death  war- 
rant!" 

Instead,  however,  of  the  agonizing 
death  this  man  feared  would  over- 
take him  in  Jail,  the  surgeons  now 
take  a  hopeful  view  of  his  eventual 
recovery. 

The  veil  of  official  secrecy  which 
hangs  so  heavily  over  prison  life 
shields  this  great  drama  of  Penton- 
vllle prison,  and  if  It  had  not  been 
for  the  letters  which  Williams  him- 
self sent  to  one  of  the  few  friends 
he  has— letters  breathing  his  heart- 
felt gratitude  for  what  has  been 
done  for  him— this  epic  of  modern 
prison  life  might  never  have  been 
known. 

$3,000  TREATMENT  FREE 

Williams,  at  the  time  of  his  ar- 
rest, was  a  patient  of  Middlesex 
Hospital:  now.  after  his  five  months 
In  a  prison  cell,  he  is  still  being 
tended  by  the  surgeons  of  this  great 
institution,  with  the  active  daily  co- 
operation of  the  prison  surgeon. 

A  few  days  after  his  sentence. 
Williams  was  taken  to  the  hospital 
by  warders  for  treatment.  No  one 
guessed  where  he  had  come  from. 
An  operation  was  performed  on  him 
later  in  the  prison  itself  by  the  very 
specialist  whose  patient  he  was 
while  he  was  a  free  man. 
It  is  figured  that  the  wonderful 
I  treatment  he  lias  received  would 
have  cost  him  at  least  $3,000.

R FLICS  OF  ROMAN 
FRA  ARK  DUG  UP 
A  I  WARRINGTON 


Discovery  of  the  foundations  of  a 
Roman  house  at  Warrington  pro- 
duce further  records  of  the  previous 
existence  of  a  considerable  suburb 
to  the  Roman  station  known  as 
Verantlnum,  Wllderspool.  War- 
rington. The  new  "find"  was  made 
when  corporation  workmen  were 
laying  a  water  pipe. 

Excavations  on  the  site  have  been 
made  by  Col.  Brcreton  Falrclough 
and  Mr.  G.  A.  Dunlop,  the  director 
of  the  Warrington  Museum.  The 
bricks,  tiles  and  other  objects  found 
have  been  deposited  in  the  museum. 

Central  heating,  or  something 
very  like  it,  was  known  to  the  Ro- 
mans, the  discovery  shows.  By 
means  of  a  '  hypocaust,"  the  living- 
rooms  of  the  hou.se  were  heated  by 
a  fire  in  a  chamber  under  the  tiled 
floor  Many  of  the  tiles  had  been 
pierced  by  holes  to  permit  of  the 
upward  passing  of  the  heat.  Bricks 
jind  tiles  were  also  found  bearing 
the  Imprints  of  a  child's  foot,  a  dog's 
paw  and  blurred  finger  marks. 
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r^TRONO  pleas  for  Individualism  in  place  of  the  popular  ten- 
dency  to  let  the  state  assume  all  responsibilities  were  made  by 
the  Duchess  of  Atholl  and  Sir  Arthur  Balfour  at  a  recent 
gathering  in  London.  It  was  the  thirty-third  occasion  in  the  past 
three  years  when  those  who  are  backing  the  Individualist  Movement 
listened  to  expositions  of  the  philosophy  of  self-Independence. 

"If  there  had  been  on  Individualism  in  the  British  race  there 
would  have  been  no  British  Empire,"  declared  8ir  Arthur.  "I  be- 
lieve we  obtained  the  Individual  Initiative  that  made  us  a  great 
nation  from  our  mothers,  and  I  think  that  If  we  don't  readopt  the 
habit  of  spending  more  time  In  our  homes  our  difficulties  will  be 
likely  to  increase  " 

sir  Arthur  said  that  there  Is  too  much  desire  for  amusement  and 
too  little  realization  of  the  need  for  more  contemplation  at  home. 
As  a  Sheffield  businessman,  he  said  that  he  had  witnessed  the 
serious  problems  which  Industry  In  that  city  had  had  to  meet  in 
adjusting  Itself  to  postwar  conditions,  and  he  had  found  that  the 
enterprises  which  had  succeeded  best  in  maintaining  their  busi- 
ness standing  were  nearly  all  family  businesses. 

The  Duchess  of  Atholl  pointed  out  the  ever-increasing  sense  of 
responsibility  felt  by  the  more  fortunate  men  and  women  In  the 
country  for  their  less  fortunate  fellows.  She  said  that  In  every 
movement  for  sociological  Improvement  private  efforts  kept 
»ith  everything  done  by  the  public  authorities. 


The  Victoria  Group  of  Toe  H  has 
recently  received  from  Toe  H  Head- 
quarters, London,  England,  the 
wooden  cross  from  the  grave  of  an 
unknown  Canadian  soldier. 

Those  who  heard  Col.  H.  T.  Good- 
land's  recent  lecture  on  the  work 
of  the  British  War  Graves  Commis- 
sion, of  which  he  was  deputy  con- 
troller, will  remember  how  the  re- 
mains of  the  British  war  dead  have 
been  concentrated  into  many  big 
cemeteries  which  will  be  perpetually 
cared  for  by  the  Government  of 
Great  Britain.  This  has  naturally 
resulted  In  the  shipping  to  England 
of  a  very  great  number  of  the  sim- 
ple wooden  crosses,  which  were  set 
up  during  the  war  and  which 
weathered  years  of  conflict. 

Toe  H  has  been  given  custody  of 
a  number  of  these  crosses,  and  last 
year  the  Victoria  Group  applied  to 
the  Guard  of  the  Lamp,  London,  for 
the  care  and  custody  of  one  of 
them.  At  the  Toe  H  birthday  festi- 
val In  December  last  year,  the 
Prince  of  Wales  presented  to  a 
member  acting  as  proxy  for  the 
Victoria  Group  this  cross,  which  Is 
Inscribed  to  an  "Unknown  Canadian 

LOCALITY  NOT  SPECIFIED 

The  cross  Is  typical  of  the  thou- 
sands which  dotted  France  and  Bel- 
glum  and  were  so  familiar  to  over- 
seas veterans.  It  has  evidently  been 
fixed  in  the  ground  lor  some  con- 
siderable time,  and  the  soil  of 
France,  or  of  Belgium,  is  still  lodged 
in  the  corroded  grain  of  the  wood. 
It  is  not  known  from  what  part 
of  the  Western  Front  it  has  come. 
It  may  have  marked  the  spot  where 
the  remains  of  any  one  of  the 
many  "missing"  Victoria  boys  were 
first  Interred. 

The  cross,  suitably  mounted  In 
a  glass  case,  on  a  background  or 
purple  velvet,  by  the  disabled  vet- 
erans of  the  Red  Cross  Workshop, 
unveiled  at  the  guest-night  meet- 
ing of  Toe  H  on  May  13.  Ouest 
night  in  Toe  H  always  constitutes 
an  open  invitation  to  any  boy  or 
man.  veteran  or  otherwise,  who 
wishes  to  know  something  of  Toe  H. 
The  Victoria  Group  meets  in  its 
O  Pip  on  the  top  floor  of  the  Board 
of  Trade  Building.  521  Bastion 
Street. 

GUARANTEE  REQUIRED

"The  banning  of  the  branding  and 
whipping  scenes  by  the  British  cen- 
sor is  an  Insult  to  France,  a  personal 
affront  to  the  President  of  the 
French  Republic,  and  last,  but  not 
least.  In  my  opinion,  an  Insult  to 
my  wife  as  an  English  lady. 

Mr.  K.  Brooke  Wilkinson,  secre- 
tary of  the  British  board  of  film 
censors.  In  an  official  statement, 
said:  "It  has  been  our  policy  for 
eighteen  years  to  censor  all  scenes 
of  whipping  and  flogging  in  films, 
whether  French,  American.

Authority  on  History

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DR  Jame*  T  KhotwHI,  Professor  or  His- 
tory at  ColuJiibia  University  and  one  of 
the  most  prominent  figures  in  present  move- 
ments toward  international  peace,  very  gra- 
ciously has  given  part  of  the  credit  for  deter- 
mining his  life  interests  to  Strathroy  Collegiate 
Institute,  the  school  which  he  attended  In  his 
youth. 

Tills  is  a  high  compliment  coming  from  a 
man  who  has  been  assistant  editor  of  the 
eleventh  edition  of  the  Encyclopedia  Brltan- 
nica,  who  is  now  director  of  the  Carnegie  En- 
dowment for  International  Peace,  the  editor 
of  a  vast  economic  and  social  history  of  the 
war,  a  work  to  cover  nineteen  different  Euro- 
l*an  countries  In  Its  two  hundred  volumes. 

These  stupendous  tasks,  however,  give  no 
dear  Indication  of  the  extent  of  Dr.  Shotwell.s 
recent  activities.  In  1924  he  was  chairman  of 
the  committee  preparing  the  draft  Treaty  of 
Disarmament  and  Security,  from  which  grew 
the  Geneva  Protocol  and  the  Treaty  of  Locar- 
no.  In  1927  he  was  credited  by  the  European 
press  with  originating  the  idea  of  the  World 
Peace  Treaty.  And  Just  last  October,  at  the 
meeting  of  the  Institute  of  Pacific  Relations  at 
Kyoto,  as  chairman  of  the  International  Re- 
search Committee,  he  brought  forth  a  memor- 
andum on  Extraterritoriality  In  China.  This 
memorandum  was  the  starting  point  for  the 
discussion  which  ended  in  the  leading  states- 


men from  Japan  and  China  working  out  for 
themselves  a  basis  for  friendship,  rather  than 
for  war. 

Like  many  another  man  of  world-wide  repu- 
tation. Professor  Shotwell  has  brought  from 
his  school  days  something  more  than  his  great 
life  interest  In  history.  It  Is  that  something 
v  hlch  has  given  him  the  vision  to  see  problems 
into  the  long  future  and  which  has  given  htm 
the  power  to  put  life  and  glamor  into  obatruse 
facts  of  economics  and  of  history  when  he 
writes  them  up  for  leading  magazines.  For  Dr. 
Shotwell  lias  brought  from  his  school  days  that 
rare  gift  of  poetic  fancy  which  he  fostered 
there. 

Little  time  has  this  busy  man  now  for  verse 
cr  rhyme  of  lighter  vein,  although  all  through 
the  years  he  has  allowed  himself  occasional 
flights  of  fancy.  But  a  few  years  ago.  when 
traveling  on  a  night  train  from  Chicago  to 
New  York,  he  wrote  a  rhyming  protest  to  the 
Armistice  Day  speech  of  President  Coolldge. 
The  President  had  fired  the  poet  by  reminding 
the  European  Powers  that  they  ought  to  pay 
their  war  debts. 

Back  in  those  early  days  in  Western  Ontario 
was  Dr.  Shotwell's  taste  for  writing  verse 
first  given  encouragement.  It  was  a  custom  of 
his  school  each  year  to  give  a  prize  for  the  best 
poem,  provided  that  it  readied  a  certain  rather 
high  standard.  Young  Shotwells  first  attempt 
won  honorable  mention,  but  no  one  took  the 
prize.  The  second  year  he  submitted  three 
poems,  each  under  a  different  nom  de  plume 
and  each  transcribed  by  a  different  one  of  his 
friends.  His  lyric  carried  off  the  prize  and  was 
published  in  the  town  paper. 

The  young  student's  ambition  was  aroused. 
The  next  Summer,  at  the  final  examination, 
there  came  among  the  choice  of  subjects  hi 
English  composition,  "Write  your  Idea  of  Cas- 
sius'  speech  to  that  part  of  the  mob  who  fol- 
lowed him." 

His  poetic  fancy  aroused,  young  Shotwell 
decided  that  if  Shakespeare  had  written  Bru- 
tus' speech  and  Anthony's  in  blank  verse,  Cas- 
slus  should  be  given  the  same  honor.  A  stu- 
pendous task  it  was  in  the  time  assigned,  and  a 
dangerous  experiment  with  hard-headed  ex- 
aminers, rightly  expecting  English  prose.  So 
creditable  was  the  attempt,  however,  that  the 
young  poet  was  allowed  to  pass. 

It  is  with  no  little  satisfaction  that  Dr.  Shot- 
v.ell  tells  that  his  poetic  fancy  has  passed  with 
double  measure  to  a  daughter,  who  has  not 
ouly  carried  off  the  prize  for  poetry  In  her  year 
at  Barnard  College,  but  has  already  passed  the 
portals  of  one  of  America's  big  four  magazines, 
The  Century.

I  nese  Burns  No  more  fit- 
ting representative  could  be 
hon.  Ifl  TC-miN    possible  for  the  young  Cnl. 

nese  republic,  sprung  from  tie  world's  oldest 
empire. 

At  an  early  age,  LI  Tc-huin's  parents  sent 
him  to  Peking,  centre  of  China's  classical 
learning.  After  passing  the  ordeal  of  this 
severest  of  all  examinations,  he  became  both 
poet  and  writer  of  prose.  His  writings  were 
of  that  eternal  struggle  which  has  inspired 
so  many  of  the  worlds  greatest  writers—  the 
struggle  of  the  people. 

When  the  leaven  of  Sun  Yat  Sen's  republi- 
can doctrine  began  to  work,  Li  Tc-huln  be- 
came a  member  of  the  Kuo  Mln  Tang,  or 
revolutionary  party. 

Living  his  dally  life  in  the  very  stronghold 
of  Mancbyi  despotism,  and  by  now  a  member 
of  the  Kuo  Mln  Tang  secret  service,  he  walked 
with  danger  as  a  constant  companion.  He  be- 
came a  suspected  person,  spies  dogged  his  foot- 
steps; attempts  on  his  life,  veiled,  but  none 
the  less  deadly,  became  almost  an  cvery-day 
commonplace.  Then,  Just  as  It  seemed  that 
Peking  had  become  too  hot  to  hold  him  longer, 
the  revolution  broke,  and  this  scholarly  secret 
service  agent  appeared  as  a  soldier,  fighting 
side  by  side  with  the  people  of  whose  struggle 
he  has  such  a  sympathetic  understanding. 

With  the  Republican  Government  estab- 
lished at  Nanking.  Li  Tc-huln  was  made  Di- 
rector of  the  Intelligence  Service,  surely  an  ex- 
traordinary and  yet  a  fitting  office  for  the 
bearer  of  h  name  recorded  In  the  book  of  "The 
Hundred  Surnames."  complied  when  the 
teudal  system  in  China  ended  220  B.C.  Even 
then  the  family  name  was  a  thousand  years 
old.  And  when  the  first  emperor  dUd,  210 
B.C.,  his  sarcophagus  was  placed  In  a  huge 
mausoleum  excavated  In  the  bowels  of  Mount 
LI  by  700.000  coolies.  Such  is  the  family 
tradition  of  the  man  who  directed  a  twentieth 


tion  to  the  League  of  Nations.  In  1925  he  was 
appointed  Consul  at  Singapore,  an  Important 
post  in  the  Par  East,  which  he  held  until  he 
came  to  Canada  as  Minister  Plenipotentiary 
tnd  Consul-Oeneral  December,  1929. 

The  choice  Is  a  wise  one.  He.  himself,  is 
the  embodiment  of  his  nation.  LI  Tc-huln's 
democratic  ideals  are  part  of  himself,  of  his 
dally  life.  He  lives  quietly  and  unostenta- 
tiously at  Ottawa  with  his  wife,  Chen  Ts'len, 
another  of  China's  democratic  aristocrats,  who 
halls  from  Chekiang.  the  "Paradise  of  China  " 
He  is  still  the  student,  still  the  writer,  ex- 
pressing himself  almost  as  effortlessly  in  Eng- 
lish and  French  as  in  tils  own  language. 


Then,  having  played  his  part  In  this  revolu- 
tion of  one-quarter  of  the  world  s  inhabitants. 
LI  Tc-huln  again  became  the  student,  this 
time  in  England  Later,  at  Paris,  he  obtained 
his  Ph.D.  On  returning  to  his  homeland,  he 
was  placed  In  charge  of  the  Secretariat  of 
Foreign  Affairs,  and  a  few  months  later  was 
appointed  to  the  Chtneae  ministry  in  France 

At  the  Lausanne  Conference  LI  Tc-hulns 
Knowledge  of  languages  led  to  his  appointment 
al  secretary -in -chief  to  the  Chinese  delegation. 
»nd  later  as  secretary  to  the  Chinese  delega- 
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Tf7 AMOUS  as  the  greatest  of  Canadian  "globe 
A  trotters."  Oeorge  W.  Sulman,  ex-Mayor  of 
Chatham  and  ex-M.P.P.  for  West  Kent,  also 
docs  a  great  deal  of  travel  by  proxy.  In  other 
words,  he  collects  stamps  from  all  the  countries 
of  the  earth,  most  of  which  he  has  visited  at 
one  time  or  another. 

The  collection  is  one  of 
the  most  complete  In  Can- 
ada.   How  many  different  (\ 
stamps  he  has,  or  what 
their  aggregate  value,  Mr. 
Sulman  does  not  say;  but 
experts  who  have  looked 
over  the  collection— a  task    ^jf.  - 
that  would  take  days— estl-  Cui"" 
mated  the  catalogue  value 
at  around  $100,000 

Singularly    enough.  Mr 
Sulman  never   became  a 
serious  collector  till  after 
he  was  married.  One  night     °  w-  *ulman 
his  boy,  working  on  a  Juvenile  stamp  collection 
of  his  own.  exclaimed : 

•  Dad.  I  don't  know  what  these  stamps  are. 
Can't  you  help  me?" 

Dad  helped;  and  from  that  night  himself 
became  an  Inveterate  stamp  collector. 

Mr.  Sulman  has  been  able  to  add  a  good 
many  valuable  Items  to  his  collection  by  actual 
purchases  made  on  his  travels.  Though  his 
collection  contains  tens  of  thousands  of  differ- 
ent stamps,  he  Is  reputed  to  be  able  to  tell  at  a 
glance  whether  any  specimen  proffered  him  is 
already  in  his  albums  or  is  something  new.  If 
the  fatter  he  loses  no  time  In  securing  posses- 
sion of  it. 

On  the  eve  of  his  last  trip  abroad,  a  couple 
of  years  ago,  a  visitor  to  the  8ulman  home 
found  the  collator  contemplating  a  pUe  of 
letters  In  unformed  Juvenile  chlrography.  The 
pile  was  several  Inches  thick. 

Back  of  that  pile  or  letters  Is  an  interesting 
story.  On  one  of  his  early  trips  abroad,  Mr. 
Sulman  sent  back  a  few  odd  stamps  to  young 
collectors  he  knew.  From  trip  to  trip  the  prac- 
tice grew.  Now  the  announcement  that  the 
Sulmans  are  going  abroad  again  is  the  signal 
for  a  deluge  of  letters. 

There  were  more  than  400  such  letters  on  Mr. 
Sulman's  dask  on  this  particular  occasion. 
And  before  the  trip  was  over  each  boy  or  girl 

received  from  the  travelers  a 
enclosure  of  foreign  stamps

Behind  liars 
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\y  r  ! ! FN,  twenty  years  ago,  the  officials  at 
W  Ellis  Island  admitted  a  lad  of  six  to  the 
United  8tates,  they  gave  to  Canada  both  a 
professor  or  political  science  and  a  place  in  the 
Modern  World.  Of  course,  it  required  the  man. 
the  particular  personality,  to  make  such  a  stiff 
grade  and  to  complete  the  sequence.  That 
man  is  Professor  Alexander  Brady,  M  A,  Ph.D., 
of  Toronto  University. 

For  two  days  young  Brcdy  and  his  parents 
were  confined  on  America's  modern  isle  of  lost 
illusions  and  shattered  hopes;  and  for  two  days 
he  watched  the  polyglot  stream  of  humanity 
which  ebbed  and  flowed.  He  listened  to  a  babel 
of  strange  tongues;  saw  men  and  women  sorted 
into  batches;  people  of  one  race  held  in  iron- 
barred  cages  by  those  of  another.  He  was  one 
of  those  held. 

If  you  talk-  with  Professor  Brady  you  find 
his  piercing  eyes  are  question  marks,  back  of 
which  is  a  receptive  mind,  stored  with  facts, 
figures  and  experiences.  He  is  a  human  re- 
cording machine — a  machine  which  does  its 
own  searching  out  and  then  weighs,  sorts  and 
iecords  unerringly. 

But  while  Dame  Nature  endowed  Professor 
Brndy  with  a  remarkable  brain.  Dame  Fortune 
did  not  place  any  silver  spoon  in  his  mouth. 
The  way  to  that  knowledge  which  he  sought 
•vas  not  easy.  It  must  needs  be  won  step  by 
step,  and  by  the  scholarship  route— a  route 
v.  Inch"  took  him  to  Oxford.  And  even  here  he 
saw  more  of  this  eternal  struggle,  for  In  1919 
he  spent  a  Christmas  vacation  in  Dublin. 

Those  were  the  days  when  Dublin  looked 
like  a  city  in  a  war  zone— as  indeed  it  was. 
Barbed-wire  entanglements,  tanks  and  ma- 
chine guns  gave  evidence  of  that.  The  Sinn 
Felners  were  busy.  But  strife  and  bloodshed, 
in  those  days,  were  the  commonplace,  so  that 
when  he  heard  shots  close  to  where  he  was 
walking  in  Phoenix  Park,  for  once  Alexander 
Brady  did  not  investigate.  When  he  returned 
home  he  learned  that  the  life  of  Lord  French 
had  been  attempted. 

From  Oxford  Professor  Brady  went  to  Win- 
nipeg University,  where  he  taught  history,  and 
where  he  wrote  "The  Life  of  D'Arcy  McOee." 
the  famous  Irish  rebel  of  1848.  who  later  be- 
came one  of  the  fathers  of  Canadian  Confeder- 
ation. To  this  valuable  work  he  added  a  blog- 
laphy  of  William  Husklsson,  whose  efforts 
brought  about  rfforms  In  the  old  colonial  sys- 
tem. 

With  such  a  record  of  achievement  it  is  not 
so  remarkable  that  Professor  Brady's  name  has 
come  to  be  linked  with  those  or  Dean  Inge, 
Englands  "gloomy  dean."  the  editor  or  The 
New  York  Times,  and  others  who  each  are  con- 
tributing a  volume  to  the  Modern  World  series 
edited  by  so  famous  a  man  of  letters  as  Hon. 
Herbert  Fisher.  Provost  of  New  College.  Ox- 
ford, who  was  Minister  of  Education  In  the 
Lloyd  George  cabinet.  Proressor  Brady's  vol- 
ume covers  economics,  education  and  social  life 
In  Canada. 

And  should  you.  by  dint  of  patient  inquiry 
and  close  questioning,  have  learnt  all  this,  then 
a  k  Professor  Brady  in  which  part  of  the  Em- 
erald Lsle  he  was  born,  he  will  tell  you.  with  a 
twinkle  In  his  eye,  that  he  halls  from  the  his- 
toric spot  where  the  cats  fight  till  only  the  tips 
of  their  talis  are  left,  and  you  will  know  he 
comes  from  Kilkenny.

War,  thousands  of  Spanish  soldiers  were 
slaughtered  by  the  Riffs  in  Spanish  Morocco, 
and  excitement  ran  high  In  8paln.  It  was  dis- 
covered that  Alfonso  was  sunning  himself  at 
Deauvllle.  the  famous  seaside  resort  of  the 
French  coast.  That  looked  bad.  and  the  re- 
sentment of  the  Spanish  people  nearly  cost  the 
King  his  throne  that  time. 

It  seems  to  be  a  habit  of  Alfonso  to  be  away 
lrom  his  country  at  critical  times.  Back  In 
1923.  when  the  trouble  began  between  Primo 
de  Rivera  and  the  politicians  of  Spain,  the  fu- 
ture dictator  took  things  into  his  own  hands 
and.  like  Cromwell,  scattered  the  politicians. 
On  Uiat  dramatic  occasion  Alfonso  got  the 
news  of  the  revolt  at  San  Sebastian.  But  he 
rose  to  the  occasion  prcmpVly.  racing  a  motor 
car  all  night  over  the  rough  and  dangerous 
mountain  roads  so  as  to  get  to  the  capital  in 
time  to  sign  the  proclamation  of  martial  law 
which  brought  order  out  of  chaos. 

He  lives  well,  spending  a  good  deal  of  his 
time  in  his  great  palace  at  Madrid,  which  looks 
out  over  the  beautiful  Ouardarrama  Moun- 
tains, or  at  his  Summer  palace  In  the  peninsula 
at  Santander.  or  at  his  playground  at  Malaga, 
on  the  blue  Mediterranean.  At  these  establish- 
ments he  dees  not  live  the  simple  life.  Far 
lrom  it.  He  maintains  racing  stables,  lias  a 
fleet  of  the  finest  English  and  French  motor 
cars,  maintains  a  string  of  expensive  polo 
Dpnies.  and  shoots  with  his  friends  over  well- 
Stocked  game  preserves.  He  Is  really  an  excel- 
lent shot  and  an  accomplished  and  daring 
rider,  and  likes  to  have  kindred  spirits  a.ound 
him.  Fortunately  his  Income  is  a  large  one, 
which  enables  him  to  indulge  his  expensive 
tastes. 

In  spite  of  his  love  for  pleasure  there  Is  con- 
siderable steel  In  his  make-up,  and  he  is  quite 
aware  of  the  fact  that  he  Is  a  king.  That  is 
illustrated  by  the  story,  well  known  but  worth 
repeating,  of  hU  boyhood  days.  When  he  was 
four  years  old  an  anarchist  threw  a  bomb  at 
the  palace.  The  nurses  of  the  royal  baby  said 
they  had  not  heard  it,  but  to  their  surprise, 
Alfonso  said  he  had.

nan  In  America  to  tTrtTtTfhini  ffOOd  music  to 
this  continent.  He  Is  now  in  his  sixty-eighth 
year,  and  his  voice  has  become  famflUr  to 
music-lovers  throughout  Uie  contuient  through 
the  medium  of  the  radio.  He  believes  that  the 
radio  is  working  miracles  because  It  carries  the 
best  music  to  every  home  and  to  the  schools. 

The  famous  conductor,  however,  did  not 
throw  his  taste  for  music  overboard  when  he 
began  to  broadcast,  and  he  Is  severe,  some-  ( 
times,  In  speaking  of  some  of  the  so-called 
music  that  comes  over  the  ether  waves.  Much 
of  It.  he  says,  Is  not  music  at  all.  It  is  merely 
trash.  This  type  of  music,  he  thinks,  will  go 
the  way  of  Jazz.  Mr.  Damrosch  thinks  that 
pood  music  has  not  been  popular  In  America 
because  It  has  not  been  understood.  Classical 
music,  he  says,  has  been  looked  upon  by  the 
masses  as  not  being  understandable,  and  with 
that  idea  in  their  minds  the  common  people 
looked  askance  at  the  beautiful  productions  of 
such  composers  as  Bach,  Beethoven  and 
Handel. 

Mr.  Damrosch  was  born  In  Breslau,  his 
father  being  a  physician  who  had  taken  to  vio- 
lin playing.  And  the  elder  Damrosch  had  more 
than  ordinary  talent,  for  he  played  under  the 
baton  cf  the  Immortal  Liszt.  The  mother  of 
Mr.  Damrosch  was  also  musical,  taking  a  lead- 
ing part  in  Wagner's  "Lohengrin."  The  son  of 
such  parents.  Walter  soon  became  Interested  In 
art.  and  once  thought  he  would  go  In  for 
painting.  But  the  call  of  music  was  too  strong, 
and  while  still  a  boy  he  studied  under  the  great 
masters  of  Europe. 

As  a  conductor  and  composer  he  has  prob- 
ebly  no  equal  In  America.  When  he  began  his 
career,  good  music  was  only  for  the  rich  and 
sophisticated  of  the  United  States,  and  he  got 
his  support  chiefly  rrom  the  wealthy  New 
Yorkers  who  lived  on  Fifth  Avenue.

™  following  story,  for  which 
CArt    »AMI>»LL  Captain  Randell  Is  the  au- 
thority, is  perhaps  interesting. 

At  the  beginning  of  the  war  CapUln^Randell 
served  as  commander  of  the  Tenby  Castle,  a 
British  vessel,  patrolling  the  North  Sea  with 
the  object  of  intercepting  vessels  carrying 
cargo  destined  for  Oermany.  One  misty  day  a 
Oerman  freighter  was  sighted,  and  the  Tenby 
Castle  promptly  gave  chase.  The  freighter 
headed  speedily  towards  the  coast  of  Norway, 
and  it  began  to  look  as  though  she  would 
reach  neutral  waters— inside  the  three-mile 
neutral  limit— ahead  of  the  pursuing  Tenby 
Castle.  Finally,  however,  the  Tenby  Castle 
drew  within  striking  distance. 

"I  knew."  writes  Captain  Randell,  "that  If 
we  weren't  Inside  the  three-mile  limit  we  were 
very  close  to  it;  but  the  Germans  weren't  bar- 
ring many  holds  when  they  wsre  fighting,  and 
I  saw  no  reason  why  I  should  get  suddenly  too 
fussy  over  a  half-mile  or  so.  I  decided  to  get 
her.  I  stationed  a  watch  to  look  out  for  a 
Norwegian  warship  and  then  fired  a  shot  over 
the  German's  bow." 

The  German  hove  to.  Taking  off  the  crew. 
Captain  Randell  gave  orders  to  send  the 
freighter  to  Uie  bottom,  and  a  few  high  ex- 
plosive shells  quickly  achieved  that  purpose.

Individual 
members  of  the  trio  helped  to  make  a  meagre 
living  by  doing  occasional  little  things  for  the 
Sunday  papers,  the  three  musketeers  of  the 
pen,  following  D  Artagnan's  principle  of  "All 
for  one  and  one  for  all."  pooling  alike  their 
scant  income  and  their  numerous  hardships.

WAS  In  a  cabaret  the  other  night,  not  far 
tnm  W  ellington  Square,  at  the  end  of 
the  fashionable  Fifth  Avenue.  The  people 
there  were  what  one  might  call  mixed,  though 
some  looked  as  though  they  had  money.  One 
could  compare  't  perhaps  with  the  kind  of 
night  club  that  used  to  be  located  around 
Ham  Yard.  Piccadilly,  or  In  Oolden  Square.  In

There  were  four  people  at  the  table  next  to 
mine.  Three  of  them  were  in  the  early  stages 
of  Inebriation.  Oinger  ale  was  on  all  the 
tables,  but  the  manager  confided  In  me  that 
people  brought  their  own  alcohol  and  "gin- 
gered" the  stuff  up.  A  little  later  the  gayest 
spark  at  the  table  next  to  mine  produced  one 
bottle  of  gin.  one  half-finished  bottle  of 
whisky  and  a  pocket  flask  of  something  else; 
I  couldn't  see  what  It  was— some  from  under 
the  table  and  some  more  from  his  coat  pocket. 

While  in  conversation  with  the  manager, 
who  liad  Just  sent  a  waiter  over  to  the  table 
of  the  revellers  to  request  them  to  hide  the 
stuff,  I  suggested  to  him  that  gin  with  such  a 
good  name  on  It,  and  whisky  of  a  brand  so 
well  known,  must  be  rather  expensive  In  New 
York.  He  laughed  and  assured  me  that  the

It  is  cauatjyr  r  atlft 
amount  of  affliction  amongst  the  poorer  people 
who  cannot  afford  the  imported  contraband 
and  who  do  not  not  own  private  stills. 

Most  of  the  restaurants  have  a  notice 
prominently  displayed,  stating  that  the  pa- 
trons are  requested  to  refrain  from  bringing  In 
alcoholic  drinks.  In  most  of  them  there  is  a 
man  whose  sols  occupation  is  to  run  out  and 
get  what  what  you  want.  I  met  a  young  man 
who  is  making  quite  a  big  weekly  commission 
In  this  way.  . 

There  are  as  many  bootleggers  In  the  United 
States  as  there  are  bookmakers  In  Britain,  and 
that's  going  some.  Everybody  has  a  pet  man 
from  whom  they  obtain  their  drink.  An 
American  I  met  on  the  boat  while  going  over 
(he  had  emigrated  from  England  some 
twenty-five  years  backi  told  me  that  he  always 
obtained  his  drink  from  a  certain  New  York 
bootlegger  he  knew,  and  he  assured  me  that  he 
always  received  the  real  stuff.  As  his  home 
was  In  Indiana,  some  thousand  miles  from 
New  York.  I  asked  him  how  the  stuff  was  de- 
livered. He  would  tell  me  no  more  except  that 
it  was  packed  In  a  certain  disguise  and  de- 
livered in  the  ordinary  way  through  the  regu- 
lar forwarding  agencies.

VM  led  to  the  cupboard  of  the  kltchrneMe 
to  be  shown  the  contents:  a  bottle  of  whisky 
with  a  name  upon  the  label  that  I  had  never 
seen  before,  though  It  was  warranted  to  be  of 
Scotch  origin;  a  bottle  of  gin  which  had  the 
appearance  of  being  the  real  stuff,  and  some 
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they  were  not  labelled  with  any  of  the  famous 
champagne  names,  nor  bore  a  date,  were  sup- 
posed to  originate  from  the  wlne-growlng  dis- 
tricts of  France. 

The  ladles  themselves  did  not  drink  In  the 
real  sense  of  the  word,  though  they  were 
proud  of  the'r  "cellar."  They  told  me  that 
some  of  their  male  acquaintances  pay  their 
compliments  with  bottles  of  champagne  in  the 
same  way  as  we  Europeans  do  with  flowers. 

In  the  restaurants  of  Chicago  I  found  the 
same  thing  as  in  New  York.  The  notices  were 
there,  but  In  almost  every  case  there  was 
bumebotiy  there  to  gel  you  what  you  wanted. 
From  Chicago  I  moved  Into  the  Middle  West. 
There,  at  any  rate.  I  imagined,  people  would 
be  busily  occupied  In  the  wild  open  spaces  and 
would  have  no  thought  for  drink. 

I  was  wTong.  needless  to  say.  In  an  Im- 
portant town  which  is  in  the  heart  of  the 
mining  and  farming  Industry  I  found  as  much 
drinking  as  anywhere  else.

my  third  day  In  the  town  I  went  to 
V/  visit  a  friend.  In  order  to  give  me  a 
real  Western  welcome,  as  he  put  it,  he  phoned 
up  some  friend?  and  invited  them  to  ccme 
around.  Then,  taking  a  card  from  his  pocket, 
he  glanced  at  It 'and  called  up  another  num- 
ber. I  looked  at  the  card  on  which  was  en- 
graved something  like  this;

Within  Ave  minutes  a  car  drove  up  to  the 
house  and  the  bell  rang.  My  host  let  in  a 
young  man  of  about  thirty  *  He  looked  rather 
a  nice  young  fellow,  and  wishing  us  good  eve- 
ning, he  produced  from  his  pocket  a  bottle. 
My  host  paid  him  the  equivalent  of  about 
eight  shillings  and  he  departed  with  a  cheery 
smile. 

A  couple  of  hours  afterwards  one  of  cur 
party  became  111.  None  of  us  had  had  too 
much  of  the  moonshine  to  drink  Perscnally, 
I  took  a  taste  and  that  was  enough.  After- 
wards It  appeared  (hat  this  man  had  been 
drinking  downtown.  I  Just  mention  this  In- 
cident to  show  that  there  is  no  difficulty  In 
obtaining  liquor— of  a  kind. 

There  is  no  control  over  the  manufacture  of 
this  poisonous  stuff  that  is  sold  all  over  the 
States  as  a  substitute  for  the  pure  spirits  the 
people  want  to  drink;  yet  the  sale  of  this  stuff 
is  enormous.  It  is  bringing  in  fortunes  to  the 
gangsters  and  racketeers  who  supply  the 
various  districts  with  their  liquor. 

The  deaths  from  alcoholism  were  more 
numerous  last  year  than  In  1917,  I  see  from  a 
newspaper  that  I  have  at  hand.  The  same 
paper  reports  many  arrests  for  drunkenness 
and  for  Illegally  selling  liquor.  Here  Is  an 
example  of  the  frame  of  mind  in  which  the 


unpopular  constitutional  amendment  is  held, 
as  reported  by  the  New  York  newspapers. 
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RRAIONED  before  Magistrate  William  C. 
Dodge  In  the  Essex  Market  court  today 
on  a  charge  of  running  a  restaurant  at  107  St. 
Mark  s  Place  without  a  licence.  Stanley  Glow- 
ka.  forty-five  years  old.  offered  a  novel  defence. 
"Your  Honor,  I  don  t  run  a  restaurant,"  h- 
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"What  do  you  run?"  inquired  Magistrate 
Dodge. 

"I  run  a  speakeasy."  replied  Olowka,  "and  I 
don  t  need  a  licence  for  that." 

Mcgistrate  Dodge  found  him  guilty  and  Im- 
paled a  Ave  dollar  flne.  which  Olowka  paid. 
He  was  arrested  by  Health  Officer  Samuel 
Plotkln.  a  ho  said  he  had  warned  Olowka  sev- 
eral times  that  he  could  not  operate  the  place, 
whatever  It  is.  without  a  licence. 

I  asked  a  good  many  Americans  what  they 
thought  of  prohibition  as  they  knew  It.  Thcir 
replles  were  various.  Some  said  that  they 
hated  the  lack  of  personal  liberty  Involved; 
that  they  hated  to  be  treated  as  children. 
Others  thought  tha#  on  the  whole  It  was  a 
good  thing  for  the  masses,  but  that  they  per- 
sonally didn't  care,  as  they  could  obtain  as 
much  as  they  want. 

I  was  told  that  men  who  wanted  to  drink 
would  drink,  law  or  no  law;  but  I  was  also  In- 
formed that  prohibition  is  doing  a  great  deal 
of  good  to  the  working  man,  who  now  spends 
his  money  on  clothes  for  his  children  instead 
of  on  drink.  On  the  other  hand,  anti-prohl- 
bltionlsts  have  explained  to  me  that  It  simply 
makes  the  price  of  drink  more  expensive  for 
the  worker,  and  that  the  stuff  he  does  eventu- 
ally obtain  ruins  his  health.

\    I  as  a11  the  world  knows. 

I  y  I  played  an  honorable  and  distinguished 
part  in  the  provisioning  of  Belgium 
during  the  war.  With  such  an  experience  be- 
hind him,  it  is  natural  that  a  man  of  human 
feelings  should  be  deeply  Impressed  by  the 
barbarity  of  a  system  of  blockade,  which 
denies  food  to  belligerent  nations.  He  would 
like  food  ships  at  least  to  be  exempt  from  the 
right  of  search.  His  view  is  that  the  com- 
batants in  any  future  war  should  be  relieved 
by  International  agreement  from  this  hideous 
form  of  pressure. 

Now  there  Is  no  country  in  the  world  so 
completely  dependent  on  seaborne  food  supr 
plies  as  Orcat  Britain,  and  consequently  no 
country  which.  In  the  event  of  a  future  war 
would  stand  more  to  gain  by  the  adoption  of 
such  a  rule  as  Mr.  Hoover  desires,  were  it 
capable  of  strict  enforcement.  Nevertheless 
the  American  President's  suggestion  does  not 
appeal  to  British  public  opinion  as  offering 
a  hopeful  contribution  to  the  solution  or  the 
vexed  question  of  the  freedom  of  the  seas. 
The  spirit  which  animates  the  President  is 
warmly  and  universally  appreciated.  The  pro- 
posal to  exempt  food  ships  from  Interruption 
in  war  does,  at  first  sight  seem  to  be  a  clear 
Improvement  In  international  law.  Yet  un- 
doubtedly British  opinion  does  not  support  It. 

Why  is  this?  The  first  reason  was  recently 
stated  very  forcibly  by  Oeneral  Smuts  at  a 
dinner  given  by  the  League  of  Nations  Union 
in  London.  It  is  Impossible  to  humanize  war. 
War  is  essentially  barbaric.  No  sooner  does 
war  break  out  than  nations  crash  through 
any  restriction  which  Is  at  the  moment 
obstructive  of  their  military  purpose.  A 
country  possessing  a  navy  is  not  likely  to  be 
debarred  from  making  a  full  use  of  its  naval 
strength  in  the  event  of  war.  If  it  felt  that 
the  resisting  power  of  its  enemies  was  being 
sustained  by  supplies  of  food  coming  In  from 
abroad,  how  can  we  hope  that  it  would  re- 
frain from  interrupting  these  supplies,  assum- 
ing that  It  had  the  power  to  do  so?  Were  the 
United  States  engaged  In  a  war  with  an  enemy 
whose  combatant  energies  depended  on  sea- 
borne food,  would  It  look  on  Idly  while  neutral 
powers  poured  in  provisions,  the  failure  of  which 
would  bring  the  war  to  an  Instant  standstill? 
The  Government  at  Washington  would  not 
do  so.  We  have  enough  knowledge  of  our 
common  human  nature  to  make  such  an 
affirmation  with  confidence. 


are  illegal.  The  only  wars  which  are  wltliin 
the  law  are  wars  of  self-defence  and  public 
wars,  entered  upon  by  International  authority 
for  the  correction  of  states  which,  by  an  act 
of  aggression,  have  outlawed  themselves.  It  Is, 
however,  pretended  that  an  outlaw  or  aggres- 
sor state  should  be  supplied  with  provisions  by 
traders  in  the  other  states  of  the  world.  Is  no 
economic  pressure  to  be  applied  to  such  an 
offending  member  of  the  world  common- 
wealth? It  Is  difficult  to  believe  that  this  Is 
seriously  intended,  yet  such  would  be  the 
logical  conclusion  of  Mr.  Hoover  s  doctrine, 
should  it  be  accepted  without  qualification  or 
reserve. 

The  truth  Is  that,  as  General  Smuts  has 
observed  in  his  speech  and  as  I.  with  far  less 
authority  than  he.  have  more  than  once 
urged,  the  great  need  of  the  world  is  for  the 
United  States  to  align  Itself  still  more 
definitely  with  the  Covenant.  Under  article 
XVI  of  the  Covenant,  the  economic  weapon 
may  be  applied  against  an  offending  member 
of  the  League.  What  Is  now  wanted  Is  a 
declaration  or  convention  on  the  part  of  the 
United  States  accepting  the  same  principle. 
If  It  is  once  agreed  that  the  blockade  may  be 
applied  with    unrestricted    pressure  against 
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TT  Is  hoped  that  the  levy  during  (Aprll  all  over 
A  Italy  of  the  Juvenile  forces  of  the  Fascist 
Party  is  going  to  result  In  the  addition  of 
more  than  100.000  members  to  the  "Balilla" 
and  90.000  or  more  to  the  Avanguardlstl. 

At  present,  statistics  pust  published  by  the 
Minister  cf  National  Education  show,  the 
•Balilla,"  or  schoolboy  organizations,  have 
more  than  1.000,000  members,  while  the  Avan- 
guardlstl (cadets  i  number  nearly  396,000. 
These  cadets  ahe  under  the  instruction  of  6,030 
officers  of  the  Mllltla,  20,000  Instructors,  more 
than  2.500  medical  men  and  1,035  chaplclns. 

These  organizations  do  much  good  work  In 
bringing  boys  together  under  collective  discip- 
line, training  them  for  athletic  events  of  all 
kinds,  taking  them  walking,  running  and 
Jumping  to  the  delight  ol  their  hearts  and  the 
good  of  their  bodies.

THE  anti-noise  campaigners  In  Berlin  are 
already  reporting  little  victories  on  more 
than  one  front.

The 
terror  and  barbarity  of  war,  and  more  par- 
ticularly Its  pressure  upon  non-combatants, 
constitute  In  themselves  a  deterrent.  Indeed 
one  of*  the  principal  hopes  for  the  future  lies 
in  the  fact  that  modern  science  has  added  so 
many  horrors  to  war.  that  a  fresh  outbreak  of 
lighting  on  the  grand  scale  would  put  an  end 
to  civilization  as  we  know  It. 

Again  the  practical  difficulties  in  the  way 
of  carrying  out  Mr.  Hoover's  Ideal  are  con- 
siderable. How  is  a  vessel  to  be  distinguished 
In  time  of  war  as  a  food  ship,  unless  It  Is 
stopped  and  searched?  How  Is  food  to  be  paid 
for  except  by  exports,  and  If  this  be  so.  are 
the  exports  which  pay  for  the  Incoming  sup- 
plies of  food  also  to  be  left  unmolested? 

These  questions  deserve  an  answer.  If  we 
agree  to  exempt  food  from  seizure,  but  do 
not  agree  to  exempt  the  exports  which  pay 
for  the  rood,  we  have  accomplished  nothing  of 
Mr.  Hoover's  purpose.  If.  on  the  other  hand, 
we  allow  ships  bringing  food  into  a  country 
and  ships  carrying  exports  out  of  a  country

■  N  olden  days  men  were  afraid  of  many 
I  things.  When  their  lives  depended  on 
their  quickness  with  bow  and  arrow  or 
with  the  poisoned  dart,  they  feared  their 
enemies  and  wild  beasts.  Ignoring  the  cause 
and  purpose  of  all  natural  phenomena,  they 
feared  the  elements  and  were  terrified  of  the 
very  gods  they  worshipped. 

Mediaeval  life  was  ruled  by  fear.  Men  were 
afraid  of  torture,  of  highwaymen,  of  evil 
spirits,  of  their  rulers  and  their  foreign  neigh- 
bors and,  above  all,  of  their  "elders  and 
betters." 

So  much  fear  Induced  a  considerable  interest 
la  the  mere  fact  of  living.  Any  thing  as  diffi- 
cult as  life  must  have  been  in  those  primitive 
days,  when  man's  sole  right  to  existence  was 
measured  by  the  quickness  of  hand  and  eye 
and  the  strength  of  his  sinews,  was  worth  en- 
Joying.  Pear  added  a  zest  to  the  dally  round 
and  put  a  premium  on  happiness. 

Today  there  Is  nothing  left  to  be  afraid  of. 
We  are  protected  by  science,  law  and  medicine, 
by  trade  unions  and  the  dole,  by  the  League 
of  Nations,  by  electricity,  wireless  and  express 
transit,  and.  most  of  all.  by  our  own  knowledge.

TN  fact,  our  everyday  existence  Is  so  wrapped 
J-  In  rules  and  regulations,  political,  muni- 
cipal and  industrial,  that  the  English  Home 
Secretary  fitly  announces.  "The  days  are  past 
when  It  can  be  truly  said  that  man  has  a 
right  to  do  what  he  likes  with  his  own." 

When  human  beings  fought  for  life,  know- 
ing thpt  any  slip,  any  unwary  move,  meant 
a  peculiarly  unpleasant  death,  they  valued  It. 
During  the  war  we  lived  in  a  nightmare,  but 
we  were  not  bored,  nor  were  we  afraid  of 
living.  We  clung  to  life,  asking  no  more 
the  boon  of  continued  existence.  During 
four  years  when  life  hung  in  a  balance  we 
realized  Its  value. 

Today,  we  are  In  danger  of  forgetting  the 
opportunities  and  responsibilities  wath  which 
the  Uken-for-granted  fact  of  our  existence 
endows  us.  We  are  our  own  worst  enemies, 
because,  having  nothing  else  to  fear,  we  are 
afraid  of  ourselves. 

Living  Is  no  longer  a  wonderful  adventure, 
brlctllng  with  possibilities,  but  something  In- 
expressibly tedious,  to  be  got  through  with  as 
little  personal  effort  as  possible  In  fact.  IfW 
was  bored  We  try  to  kill  time  Instead  of 
making  use  of  it 


Emerson  once  described  the  solemn  proces- 
sion of  the  days,  each  one  a  goddess  offering  to 
mankind  all  that  he  chose  to  ask.  "bread,  king- 
doms, stars,  or  the  sky  which  holds  them  all." 
Most  of  us  choose  the  bread,  because  we 
Imagine  it  will  be  more  nourishing,  If  less 
Inspiring,  than  a  handful  of  stars. 

There  Is  all  the  difference  In  the  world  be- 
tween the  pioneer  who  welcomes  each  morn- 
ing with  the  feeling  that  the  day  is  a  new 
adventure,  replete  with  unexpected  oppor- 
tunities, and  the  sluggard  who  Is  so  afraid 
of  living  that  he  regards  each  succeeding  shift 
as  "one  damn  thing  after  another." 

In  1930  we  ought,  all  of  us,  to  b:  pioneers. 
The  old  standards  went  down  with  the  war. 
We  are,  literally,  constructing  a  new  world 
for  th?  benefit  of  succeeding  generations,  and 
no  good  work  is  done  through  fear  Boredom 
Is  the  most  concentrated  form  of  fear,  for  It 
is  a  paralyzing  accumulation  of  self-distrust. 
Nobody  who  Is  utterly  sure  of  himself  and  his 
purpose  can  possibly  be  bored.  It  is  when 
we  begin  to  doubt  the  power  within  ourselves, 
when  we  allow  the  pressure  of  other  people's 
opinions  to,  impinge  on  our  own  convictions, 
that  we  become  bored. 

As  long  as  we  are  unarrald.  life  is  bridled 
and  saddled  for  our  use.  a  Pegasus  to  carry 
us  wherever  we  will.  n  j 

Chesterton  once  wrote  an  essay  on  night- 
mare. In  which  he  pointed  ont  that  we  could 
ride  it  to  Wagnerian  heights,  or  be  ridden  by 
It.  So  It  is  with  life.  Fear,  as  every  fighter 
has  known  It.  is  stimulating,  but  to  be  afraid 
of  living  is  worse  than  a  hermetically  sealed 
room  with  a  brazier  of  charcoal  alight  in  it! 

Dut  to  Get  Your  Money* i  Worth 

HOREDOM  is  an  acknowledgment  of  de- 
feat, and  a  cynic,  according  to  Oscar 
Wilde,  is  one  who  knoas  "the  price  of  all 
things  and  the  value  of  nothing  - 
One  thousand  nine  hundred  and  thirty  is 
much  concerned  with  price.  We  are  out  to 
get  our  money's  worth  in  every  sense  of  th« 
word,  and  so  we  miss  all  the  unspectacular 
things  which  are  of  immense  but  unlabelled 
value!   Home  Is  one  of  them. 

I  was  Interested,  while  reading  the  weekly 
budgets  recently  published  in  a  newspaper 
competition,  to  notice  what  a  large  proportion 
of  the  year  s  earnings  was  scheduled  for 
amusement,  change,  or  some  kind  of  move- 
ment. I  felt  that  many  of  those  intelligent 
and  thrifty  housekeepers  must  have  been 
working  harder  than  was  necessary  In 
to  keep  their 


An  Easteni  woman  who,  within  her 
walls,  has  known  nothing  of  what  we  call 
amusements,  said  to  me.  Happiness  comes 
lrom  within.  You  have  no  occasion  for  it  in 
Europe.  You're  so  busy  doing  things  that 
you  haven't  time  for  happiness." 

The  days  when  work  was  considered  by 
certain  classes  to  te  a  hardship  are  passing. 
We  are  rid  of  the  voluntary  Idler,  whether  he 
be  rich  or  poor.  He  or  she  has  gone  out  'of 
fashion  like  the  crinoline,  but,  unfortunately, 
boredom  is  as  fashionable  In  1930  as  was 
leisure  a  century  ago.  . 

We  require  an  awful  lot  of  amusement  to 
keep  us  smiling!  In  fact,  the  need  for  enter- 
tainment is  becoming  as  tyrannical  as  the  Idols 
and  the  bogies  feared  by  our  primitive  an- 
cestors. We  dare  not  rely  on  ourselves^  for 
happiness.  We  want  to  lose  ourselves  in  a 
crowd,  and  only  when  we  are  completely  ex- 
hausted and  half-hypnotized  by  noise  are  we 
convinced  that  we  have  enjoyed  ourselves. 


TN  the  past  few  years.  Important  research 
I  work  has  been  taking  place  regarding  the 
higher  recions  of  Uie  earth's  atmosphere, 
and  the  results  obtained  have  compelled 
scientists  to  revise  somewhat  the  views  they 
held  hitherto  In  this  respect.  One  of  the  facts 
revealed  by  exploration  has  been  that  the 
higher  regions  of  the  atmosphere  do  not  be- 
come colder  and  colder,  as  was  stated  hither- 
to, but  become  warmer  when  an  altitude  of 
twenty  miles  is  reached 

The  mass  of  air  hovering  above  us  is  not 
one  solid  mass.  Particularly  well  defined 
regions  or  layers  can  be  observed  precisely 
as  different  stratae  can  be  recorded  in  the 
depths  of  the  earth.  In  the  latter,  certain 
layers,  for  Instance,  convey  the  vibrations  of 
earthquakes  quicker  than  others;  earthquakes 
being  electric  shocks,  their  Impact  travels 
accordlni  to  the  particular  strata  In  which 
they  occur.  In  the  ether,  the  same  order  of 
things  can  be  observed.  The  air  layer  above 
the  earth  Is  transparent,  but  each  layer  has  a 
different  refraction,  which  fact  Is  demon- 
strated by  the  crepuscular  light.  When  we 
send  through  the  air  an  electric  vibration  we 
observe  that  the  Impact  radiates  through  the 
air  exactly  In  the  same  manner  as  through 
the  layers  of  the  earth,  and  we  can  detect  it 
at  different  points,  by  means   of    the  air

T  Is  aald  that  the  night  clubs,  of  London 
are  patronized  by  a  set  numbering  3,000.

One  of  the  world's  most  successful 
business  giants,  who.  began  life  behind  the 
counter,  has  his  motto:  "There's  no  fun  like 
work."  written  in  three-Inch  letters  across  the 
wall  of  his  private  office. 

He  is  right,  of  course,  for  work  is  creative, 
and  a  good  deal  of  the  amusement  we  crave  is 
more  or  less  destructive.  If  were  not  afraid 
of  living,  we  can  find  every  component  of  a 
Napoleonic  career  within  the  walls  of  home 
and  office. 

8uccew  and  failure,  love,  hope  and  labor. 
Joy  and  sorrow,  are  sufficient  protection 
against  the  boredom  which.  If  one  can  Judge 
by  the  faces  In  the  streets.  Is  becoming  the 
hall-mark  of  our  country.  We  need  not  go 
far  in  search  of  such  primeval  weapons. 

We  ran  make  what  we  choose  of  life  If  we 
have  sufficient  courage,  for  the  most  im- 
portant lngredienta  are  to  be  found  In  our 
homes  and  in  our  work  Every  boy  or  girl 
who  starts  on  a  Job.  every  man  or  woman 
struggling  to  make  a  home,  ought  to  be  as

Now  the  speed  of  transmission  of  the 
electric  wave,  or  of  a  mere  sound  wave,  depends 
•n  the  setting  of  the  various  layers  of  the 
atmosphere  and  of  their  temperature.  At 
great  heights,  where  the  lighter  layers  of  air 
generally  occur,  the  speed  at  which  the  vibra- 
tions are  transmitted  are  the  highest.  They 
are  also  the  regions  of  the  lowest  temperatures; 
which  fact  has  been  proved  by  the  use  of 
special  balloons  fitted  with  self  registering 
instruments  which  could  rise  to  twenty  miles, 
and  which,  from  the  height  of  six  to  seven 
miles,  marked  a  low  temperature  of  fifty-five 
to  sixty  degrees  Celsius  of  cold;  lower  tem- 
peratures could  not  be  registered  owing  to  the 
construction  of  the  thermometers. 

ISTo  Solution  Reached 

tN  recent  times,  electric  waves  have  been 
1  produced  artificially  in  the  air.  for  in- 
stance, explosions  on  a  large  scale,  with  some- 
thing like  a  ton  or  explosives,  and  the  trans- 
mission of  the  sound  wave  was  observed  in 
special  Instruments.  They  showed,  as  is 
generally  the  case  that  there  Is  a  region  of 
about  thirty  miles;  next  comes  a  zone  of 
silence,  in  which  no  sound  is  registered,  and 
which  extends  to  some  ninety  miles,  and 
finally  comes  a  region  of  abnormal  hearing 
mhlch  extends  to  about  150  miles  In  the 
latter  region  the  bound  wave  Is  heard  very 
much  lat-r,  and  It  must  be  surmised  that  It 
has  traveled  a  long  way  through  the  air  be- 
fore being  heard  again. 

It  was  thought  that  by  calculating  the  time 
and  speed  the  distance  covered  would  be  easily 
found.  But  even  when  the  calculation  sp*ed 
In  the  higher  regions  was  reduced  by  ap- 
proximate calculation,  taking  Into  account  the 
coldness  of  the  air  in  the  upper  reaches,  no 
.satisfactory  aolutlon  could  be  reached. 

Recently  two  experiments  were  made  to 
ascertain  what  were  the  real  facts,  and  the 
calculations,  based  on  actual  observations, 
tended  to  prove  that  in  the  upper  reaches  of 
the  atmosphere,  the  temperature  of  the  air 
was  wanner  than  at  a  lower  altitude;  at 
twenty  miles,  It  was  warmer  than  at  ten;  and 
at  twenty-five  miles  the  air  temperature  was 
back  to  aero,  and  at  thirty  miles  It  was  back  to 
the  normal  of  flfeen  degrees  centigrade 
forty  miles  It  was  above  thirty  degree 
grade. 

These  conclusions  were  In  contradiction  with 
the  facts  hitherto  admitted  by  scientists  They 
were  confirmed  by  two  American  astronomers.

Becalmed  Region  I  t 

*-pHIS  extraordinarily  Interesting  problem 
1  raises  one  of  the  most  Important  issues 
connected  with  the  study  of  the  atmosphere. 
In  the  next  few  years  artlflclal  explosions  will 
be  carried  out  In  many  parts  of  the  world 
with  a  view  of  giving  rise  to  sound  waves  and 
to  determine  to  what  extent  sound  vibrations 
are  carried  over  the  earth.  Furthermore, 
weather  InAuences  will  be  carelully  observed. 

There  studies  will  be  followed  with  keen 
interest  by  many  scientists.  The  above  con- 
clusions may  not  be  entirely  correct,  but  all 
other  possibilities  of  ascertaining  the  real  ex- 
tent of  the  atmospheric  sound  zones  are  ex- 
liausted. 

It  may  be  ccrrect  to  say  that  up  to  a  height 
of  six  to  seven  miles  the  atmosphere  is  greatly 
disturbed  by  Irregular  winds,  and  that  over 
and  above  this  layer  extends  a  becalmed 
region  of  air  moving  horizontally,  which  prob- 
ably would  explain  the  slow  transmission  of 
sounds.  For  Instance,  the  smoke  clouds  from 
a  volcano  are  slowly  spread  over  the  crater 
and  seem  to  remain  a  long  while  hi  the  air. 
ThU  may  probably  explain  the  tardiness  or 
the  sound  wave  transmission:  It  follows  a 
slow-moving  layer  of  the  atmosphere  and 
later  descends  earthwards  again.  Or  else  it 
travels  up  to  the  highest  altitudes  and  corner 
down  later,  proving  that  the  upper  reaches 
are  warmer  than  the  lower.  So  far.  no  one 
knows:  the  future  will  tell  — (Copyright,  1930  »

"The  Law  Is  All  on  the  Side  of  Women"

N  June  of  this  year  the  International  Alli- 
ance of  Women  for  Suffrage  and  Equal 
Citizenship  holds  its  congress  in  Berlin  and 
celebrates  the  triumphant  jubilee  of  twenty- 
flve  years  of  steady  work  for  women's  en- 
franchisement. 

Women  play  a  big  part  In  public  affairs  In 
Germany.  There  are  thirty-two  women  In  tbe 
Reichstag,  forty-three  in  the  Prussian  Diet, 
and  many  In  the  other  State  Parliaments. 

The  main  object  of  the  Alliance  Is  the  en- 
franchisement of  women  in  all  countries,  and 
the  promotion  of  their  further  equality  In 
status^  liberties  and  responsibilities.  This  In- 
cludes such  reforms  as  the  securing  of  a  wom- 
an's right  to  retain  her  nationality,  her  full 
personal  and  civic  rights.  Including  the  right 
to  the  use  of  and  disposal  of  her  own  earnings 
and  property,  the  same  rights  as  the  father 
over  Iter  children,  the  same  educational  and 
economic  rights,  the  same  moral  rights,  and 
with  this  last  a  higher  standard  of  morality 
to  be  recognized,  and  the  traffic  in  women 
suppressed. 

It  looks  as  though  women  did  not  yet  con- 
sider that  they  had  gained  all  the  privileges 
which  should  be  theirs,  nor  that  true  equality 
towards  which  they  are  working. 

They  say  that  In  Germany,  where  women 
have  st.  up  wonderful  social  organizations  and 
have  an  improved  status  and  a 


of  civic  responsibility,  there  is  a  reaction 
against  the  employment  of  women,  an  at- 
tempt to  limit  their  opportunities,  their  train- 
ing, promotion  and  pay. 

Eve  Is  no  longer  a  chattel  of  the  Adam 
who  chooses  to  give  her  his  name,  and  her 
property  does  not  become  his  when  she  mar- 
ries him.  Even  the  divorce  laws  have  been 
equalized,  and  from  careers  to  civic  rights 
woman  stands  square  with  man.  Thinking 
women  wish  to  shoulder  responsibilities  with 
the  privileges  of  citizenship.  They  are  not 
shirkers. 

Now  that  wc  have  equality  of  the  franchise, 
what  actually  stares  at  us  as  a  fact  la  that 
women  arc  a  privileged  class  In  a  democratic 
community.  Civic  rights  are  held  by  women 
without  making  them  liable,  as  Is  man,  for 
civic  responsibilities.  True,  they  carry  out 
what  is  demanded  of  them,  but  the  nation 
does  not  demand  so  much  as  Is  asked  of  men.

SUPPOSE  another  war  should  come,  making 
O  necessary  the  bringing  in  o#  conscription.

The  conscription  of  women  might  not  mean 
that  they  should  be  used  as  fighters,  but  they

To  dc 
so  would  be  aa  silly  as  to  blame  a  man  whe 
took  promotion  by  stepping  Into  dead  men  s 
Only  with  equality  of  the  franchise 
eadjustment  on  some  points.  Women 
not  be  a  privileged  class  to  a  democratic 
community. 

To  their  credit  It  must  be  said  that  the 
thinking  ones  among  them  have  no  wish  tc 
be.  They  wish  to  shoulder  responsibilities 
with  eljual  rights.  They  know  that  there  Is  a 
price  to  be  paid  for  freedom. 

There  are  a  good  many  points  where  tin 
law  needs  equalizing-  particularly  in  marriage 
If  women  did  not  play  falr-and  to  their 
credit  most  of  them  do— men  would  be  dowr 
on  the  deal  What  redress,  for  Instance,  doei 
a  husband  get  if  tied  to  a  lazy  and  ahlftleu 
wife?

E  all  admire  the  thoroughbred  dog, 
but  very  often  it  is  the  homely  mot- 
tled mongrel  that  endears  itself  to  us 
by  its  faithfulness  and  love. 

On  the  West  Coast  there  Is  a  small  brown 
dog  of  mixed  breed  which  is  one  of  the  most 
remarkable  little  animals  I  have  known.  Al- 
though he  Is  only  a  dog  '  of  sorts"  his  In- 
telligence surpasses  that  of  many  dogs  of 
better  breeding.  Undoubtedly  his  mother, 
father,  or  perhaps  one  of  his  grandparents  was 
a  herd  dog. 

This  remarkable  dog  belonged  at  first  to  a 
little  Indian  boy.  The  Indian  children  are 
very  fond  of  their  pets— that  Ls,  after  a  fash- 
ion. The  Indian  villages  on  the  coast  usually 
have  almost  as  many  dogs  as  they  have  chil- 
dren. The  animals,  although  allowed  their 
freedom,  on  the  whole  do  not  fare  any  too 
well. 

When  the  Indians  move  from  place  to  place 
they  Invariably  leave  several  dogs  behind,  and 
these  neglected  animals  are  forced  to  find 
food  and  shelter  as  best  they  «an  and  very 
often  prove  a  menace  to  the  nearby  com- 
munity. •

•pROLIC  Is  older  now  and  has  seen  some 
x  hard  times— bad  Winters  when  the  cattle 
were  forced  to  wander  far  for  food— and  It 
has  even  been  said  that  he  has  been  known 
to  kill  a  deer  during  the  Winter  months  when 
It  was  Impossible  for  him  to  get  Into  the  set- 
tlement as  was  hLs  habit  He  felt  Justified  In 
this  act  of  cruelty:  he  knew  that  he  was  be- 
ing true  to  the  best  that  was  in  him.  He  1* 
almost  as  wild  now  as  the  cattle  he  herds.  On 


two  occasions  the  tracks  have  shown  where 
he  has  beaten  off  a  cougar  and  saved  a  young 
calf  from  destruction.  He  has  indeed  guarded 
his  trust  well. 

The  Indians  have  returned  many  times 
since  he  was  left  behind,  but  Frolic  never 
went  back  to  those  that  were  untrue  to  him 
In  his  babyhood.  This  dog,  though  not  a 
thoroughbred,  instinctively  found  his  life 
work  and  will,  no  doubt,  pursue  it  faithfully 
till  he  can  run  no  more.

This  page  should  carry,  if  pos- 
sible, a  drawing  of  the  bird,  information  about 
its  habits.  Its  value,  size  and  disposition,  where 
It  nests,  what  It  likes  to  do  and  that  sort  of 
tnlng.  The  music  scale  at  the  bottom  also 
gives  you  ltd  "language."  With  the  score.  If 
you  can  read  music  at  all,  you  can  then  play 
the  notes  on  the  piano  or  other  musical  Instru- 
ment at  any  time.

It  docs  not.  as  an  actual  fact,  matter  much 
what  a  man's  hobby  Is.  so  leng  as  It  Is  some- 
thing he  Is  deeply  Interested  In.  Personally  I 
collect  things.  I  collect  postage  stamps,  early 
American  humor,  twine  oft  bundles,  unpaid 
butcher  bills,  children,  grey  hair,  and  the 
bright  sayings  of  Calvin  Coolidge. 

But  a  hobby  need  not  be  the  collecting  fad. 
For  the  business  man  who  has  a  large  estate 
I  know  no  pleasanter  hobby  than  raising  Polar 
bears.  It  Is  Just  as  well  to  begin  with  two 
Polar  bears,  a  lady  and  a  gentleman,  because 
experience  teaches  us  that  the  family  does  not 
Increase  very  rapidly  if  there  Is  only  one  Polar 
bear. 

To  begin  raising  Polar  bears— and  I  need  not 
tell  you  how  thrilling  it  Is  to  serve  your  own 
home-grown  Polar  bear  steaks  to  your  guests— 
the  first  thing  to  do  Is  to  get  fifty  or  sixty 
electric  refrigerators  and  paint  them  to  resem- 
ble cakes  of  tee.  These  should  then  be  piled 
up  roughly  to  form  a  cave  or  den  for  the  Polar 
bears,  providing  coolness  for  them  in  the  Sum- 
mer. Otherwise  the  Polar  bears  have  to  be 
sheared  upon  the  approach  or  warm  weather, 
and  the  death  rate  of  Polar  bear  shearers 
seems  to  run  about  eight  shearers  per  Polar 
bear. 

For  the  business  man  lives  ln  a  small 
house  or  apartment  I  do  not  consider  Polar 
bear  raising  quite  practical.  Those  who  live  in 
such  small  places  will  find  nshworms  a  satis- 
factory substitute  for  Polar  bears.  As  a  matter 
of  fact,  the  angleworm  or  earthworm  (Lum- 
brlcus  wormlcus*  Is  more  affectionate  than  the 
Polar  bear  and  does  not  have  to  be  sheared  ln 
warm  weather  With  a  little  care  the  angle- 
worm can  be  trained  to  follow  you  wherever 
you  go.  gliding  along  at  your  heels  when  you 
go  to  business  or  church  Of  course.  If  you  do 
not  walk  to  business,  you  will  have  to  help  the 
flshworm  Into  your  automobile  or  Into  the 
trolley-car,  as  fiah worms  are  not  very  agile 
Jumpers.  • 

The  best  place  for  the  amateur  flshworm 
grower  to  grow  flshworms  is  In  his  wife's  flower 
pots.  A  geranium  pot  makes  a  nice  wormery. 
but  your  wife  should  be  told  that  too  mucli 
vater  Is  not  good  for  geraniums.  Experts  have 
found  that  too  much  water  makes  the  flsh- 
worm  pale  and  flabby  and  considerably 
than 


but  not  actually  carelessly— and  poke  a  pencil 
down  into  the  soil  ln  the  flower  pot.  Then 
oulckly  remove  the  flshworm  from  your  pocket, 
vhlch  should  be  on  a  level  with  the  top  of  the 
I  lower  pot,  and  feed  the  flshworm  Into  the  hole 
>ou  have  made  with  your  pencil.  The  gentle 
little  creature  wllll  immediately  nestle  down 
and  begin  housekeeping,  as  contented  as  you 
please.  The  next  Sunday  you  can  get  another 
flshworm.  and  If  your  wife  seems  suspicious 
when  you  approach  the  flower  pot  so  often, 
jou  can  remark  cheerily,  How  well  your  gera- 
nium is  looking,  my  dear!"  This  will  quiet  her 
suspicions. 

One  great  advantage  in  flshworm  culture 
over  Polar  bear  culture  is  that  you  do  not  have 
•o  be  so  particular  In  picking  out  pairs,  as  each 
cf  the  dear  little  creatures  now  under  consider- 
ation Is  both  papa  and  mamma.  It  Is  also  di- 
visible by  any  number  from  one  to  Ave.  one 
flshworm  becoming  two  flshworms  when  rent 
asunder,  thus  causing  two  flshworms  to  grow 
where  but  one  grew  before.  Tills  la  really  a 
superiority  over  the  Polar  bear,  for  when  one 
flshworm  Is  cut  ln  two  you  have  two  flshworms, 
while  when  one  Polar  bear  Is  cut  In  two  you 
have  practically  no  Polar  bear  worth  speaking 
of.  On  the  other  hand  the  hide  of  the  flshworm 
does  not  make  a  very  good  rug.  and  flshworm 
steaks  are  not  thought  of  very  highly  by  any- 
one but  a  Digger  Indian,  and  you  know  what 
poor  taste  Digger  Indians  have  these  days. 

As  your  flshworms  Increase  ln  number— and, 
dear  me.  how  they  do  Increase  In  number!— 
you  can  provide  room  for  them  by  bringing 
home  to  your  wife  a  new  potted  plant  on  days 
when  potted  plants  make  nice  presents  for  » 
wife  who  likes  potted  plants.  Easter  Is  a  good 
day  for  this  little  act  of  kindness  to  your  wL'e. 
but.  by  wrapping  the  pot  ln  red  and  green 
paper,  a  potted  plant  can  also  be  given  at 
Christmas. 

With  a  little  Ingenuity  you  MB  be  able  to 
give  your  wife  another  potted  plant  on  almost 
»ny  day  when  your  flshworms  begfh  to  b« 
crowded.  Thus,  on  Columbus  Day.  you  can 
use  red  and  yellow,  the  colors  of  dear  old  Spain. 
•  green  on  8t.  Patrick's  Day.  or  on  October 
26  you  can  brfng  home  one  wrapped  ln  red  and 
MJN  "Hal  hat  I  thought  we  would  celebrate 
Uncle  Norberts  birthday,  and  I  had  the  pot 
wrapped  In  red.  because  Uncle  Norbert  has 
»  red  nose."

When  the  house  gets  so  full  of  flower  pots 
that  there  is  no  more  room,  you  can  take  a  few 
thousand  of  your  flshworms  out  to  the  golf 
club  and  plant  them  ln  the  putting  green,  cr 
give  them  to  some  friend  who  will  be  glad  to 
have  them  to  make  rheumatLsm  oil.  It  Is  Just 
as  well  to  give  them  to  a  friend  who  lives 
at  quite  a  distance,  because  a  bottle  of  flsh- 
worm rheumatic  oil.  when  It  gets  thoroughly 
npe.

rT^HE  ancient  city  of  Saint  Alban  s  on  the 
I     banks  of  the  River  Ver  in  the  County 
of  Hertford  Ls  named  after  a  Roman 
soldier,  who  was  the  Arst  Christian  to  suffer 
martyrdom  for  his  faith  ln  Britain. 

A  strongly  fortified  settlement  had  been 
established  on  the  site  of  the  city  by  the 
ancient  Britons  long  before  the  advent  of  the 
Romans  In  Britain.  It  was  there  that  Cas- 
slvellaunus,  the  famous  British  chieftain,  made 
his  last  stand  against  Julius  Caesar  ln  54  B.C.. 
and  soon  after  the  Romans  took  possession  of 
the  country  ln  43  A  D.  they  built  a  walled  city 
on  the  spot,  which  was  known  as  Verulam. 
It  was  almost  Immediately  burned  down  by 
the  Britons  during  the  great  rebellion  which 
raged  in  tho  year  61  under  the  leadership 
of  Boadlcea.  the  intrepid  warrior  queen,  but 
it  was  speedily  rebuilt,  and  became  one  of  the 
most  Important  cities  In  Roman  Britain. 

In  the  latter  half  of  the  third  century  Al- 
ban  was  born  at  Verulam,  and  after  serving 
in  Rome  for  seven  years  in  the  army  of  Dio- 
cletian h-  returned  to  his  native  city,  where  he 
became  converted  to  the  Christian  faith.  He 
was  one  of  the  Arst  victims  of  the  great 
persecution  which  was  instituted  by  Diocletian 
ln  303.  and  on  June  22  ln  that  year  he  was 
decapitated  nt  Verulam  for  having  sheltered 
the  monk  by  whom  he  had  been  converted. 
Alban  was  subsequently  canonized,  and  soon 
after  his  death  a  church  was  erected  on  the 
;ite  of  his  martyrdom.  In  793  Of  fa.  King  of 
Mercia,  erected  a  splendid  shrine  above  the 
restinc-plaee  cf  St.  Alban,  founded  a  great 
Benedictine  monastery  b  his  honor,  and 
changed  the  name  of  the  city  from  Verulam 
to  St.  Alban  s.  The  monastery  became  one  of 
the  wealthiest  and  mott  powerful  religious 
houses  ln  Britain,  and  in  the  early  part  of  the 
thirteenth  century  Matthew  Paris,  the  his- 
torian and  friend  of  Henry  III,  was  one  of  Its 
monks. 

/  wo  ('i cat  Engagements 

*npHE  city  was  the  scene  of  two  great  en- 
1  gagements  during  the  Wars  of  the  Rosea, 
the  first  being  in  1455.  when,  at  the  opening 
battle  of  the  lengthy  civil  struggle.  Henry  VI 
was  taken  prisoner  by  the  Duke  of  York,  and 
the  second  six  years  later,  when  Queen  Mar- 
garet of  Anjou  led  the  Lancastrian  army  and 
routed  the  Ycrkl-ts  under  the  command  of 
the  Earl  of  Warwick. 

The  mcse  important  building  In  the  modern 
city  Is-  the  cathedral,  which  la  one  of  the 
earliest  Norman  churches  ln  Britain.  It  was 
erected  on  the  site  of  King  Offa's  church  In 
1077  by  Paul  de  Caen,  the  Arst  Norman  abbot 
of  the  Benedictine  monastery,  and  was  main- 
ly constructed  of  bricks  and  tiles  from  the 
ruins  of  the  old  Ronltn  city  of  Verulam.  In 
1877  It  became  the  cathedral  church  of  the 
newly-created  bishopric  of  8t.  Alban's.  and  it 
was  then  restored  at  - the  expense  of  Lord 
Orlmthorpe,  the  famous  clock-maker,  who 
designed  the  wonderful  timepiece  which  is 
one  of  London's  best- known  landmarks,  name- 
ly, the  clock  of  the  Imperial  Houses  of  Parlia- 
ment. 

Among  the  many  ancient  monuments  in  the 
cathedral  are  the  elaborately  carved  marble 
base  of  the  shrine  erected  by  King  Offa  above 
the  gTave  of  St.  Alban.  which  was  pieced  to- 
gether ln  1872  from  more  than  2.000  small 
lumps  of  broken  stone;  the  tomb  of  Hum- 
phrey. Duke  of  Gloucester,  who  played  such  a 
prominent  part  in  the  stirring  evenU  of  the 
Arst  half  of  the  Afteenth  century,  and  was 
largely  responsible  for  the  founding  of  the 
Divinity  School  at  Oxford,  and  a  memorial 
to  "Sir  John  Mandevllle. '  the  name  adopted 
by  the  unknown  compiler  of  a  singular  but 
very  popular  book  of  travels,  which  was  Arst 
published  at  the  end  of  the  Afteenth  century.

TN  St.  Peters  Church  are  the  grave*  of  a 
X  large  number  of  prominent  Yorkists  and 
Lancastrians  slain  In  the  two  battles  of  St. 
Albans  during  the  Wars  of  the  Roses,  and 
also  the  memorial  to  Edward  8trong.  who  was 

In  the  construction  of 


buildings,  while  in  St.  Michaels  Church, 
which  dates  back  to  the  middle  of  the  tenth 
century,  ls  the  tomb  of  Francis  Bacon,  Baron 
Verulam  and  Viscount  St.  Alban's.  This 
Illustrious  philosopher,  statesman  and  essayist, 
was  dismissed  from  his  position  as  Lord 
Chancellor  to  James  I  for  corrupt  practices, 
•nd  after  his  retirement  from  public  life  he 
lived  at  St.  Alban's,  where  he  wrote  many  of 
the  works  which  made  him  one  of  the  great- 
est Agures  ln  the  annals  of  English  literature, 
and  which  revolutionized  the  thought  of  his 

The  city  possesses  many  other  interesting 
literary  associations.  The  Arst  English  trans- 
lation of  the  Bible  was  printed  at  St.  Alban's 
on  one  of  the  earliest  printing  presses  set  up 
in  the  country;  Dame  Juliana  Bemers.  a  cele- 
brated writer  on  heraldry  and  sport,  who  pub- 
lished "Ye  Boke  of  St.  Albans"  ln  1486.  was 
prioress  of  Sopwell  Nunnery,  one  of  the  city's 
many  religious  houses,  and  William  Cowper. 
the  poet,  passed  several  months  in  a  private 
asylum  ln  the  city  during  one  of  his  attacks 
of  melancholy  mania. 

There  are  numerous  well-preserved  remains 
of  the  old  Roman  walled  city,  which  covered 
an  area  of  200  acres,  and  recent  excavations 
have  brought  to  light  a  great  theatre,  a  town 
hall  and  a  forum.— (Copyrighted.) 


PAINTERS,  paint  makers,  glass  cutter.., 
turpentine  makers,  printers,  ink  makers, 
linoleum  makers,  lithographers,  cable  workers, 
textile  workers  and  potters  are  some  of  the 
tradesmen  that  may  be  exposed  to  the  harm- 
ful action  of  turpentines. 

"The  commonest  form  of  Injury  is  found  in 
f  kin  diseases,  usually  limited  to  the  hands  and 
forearms,"  says  Carey  P.  McCord  frt  Hygcla. 
"A  rash  appears,  followed  by  blistering.  If  no 
further  exposure  takes  place  these  lesions 
quickly  disappear  with  or  without  treatment. 
In  the  case  of  the  workman  regularly  exposed, 
the  skin  repeatedly  responds  with  acute  at- 
tacks and  then  takes  on  a  clironlc  form  ln 
which  the  skin  is  dry.  thickened.  Inflamed  and 
readily  responsive  to  all  Irritants. 

"Le«  frequently  turpentines  produce  Irrita- 
tion along  the  respiratory  tract,  which  mani- 
fests Itself  as  bronchitis,  or  turpentines  may  be 
the  cause  of  gastritis.  Of  far  greater 
slgniAcance  than  any  of  these  la  the  .iephrl- 
tls.  or  Brlght  s  disease,  that  may  be  produced 
by  turpentines.  An  examination  of  old-time 
painters  will  reveal  evidence  of  nephritis  in 
the  majority  of  them  in  greater  severity  than 
Is  true  for  other  persons  of  their  age.  This 
Is  not  wholly  attributable  to  turpentines,  as 
lead  and  other  paint  materials  are  likewise 
capable  of  producing  this  condition. 

"The  situation  ls  being  made  worse  owing 
to  the  wider  use  of  turpentines  made  by  newer 
processes— the  wood  turpentines.  In  an 
earlier  day  turpentines  were  exclusively  made 
by  cutting  Into  the  bark  of  the  living  pine  tree 
and  thus  paving  the  way  for  the  extrusion  of 
the  pine  gums  Alter  collection,  this  material 
was  dlalilled  In  a  simple  apparatus  and  was 
called  gum  spirit*  turpentine  Many  hundreds 
of  small  stills  in  the  South  yearly  produce  mil- 
lions of  gallons  of  this  type  of  turpentine.  In 
the  fresh  unpuriAed  state  this  type  is  prob- 
ably less  Irritating  than  any  otner  -

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Care  of  Poultry  on  the  Farm 


THERE  are  but  few  poultrykeepers  who 
would  purchase  a  fowl  with  a  crooked 
breast,  yet  there  are  fewer  still  who 
know  the  reason  for  such  a  deformity  or  how 
to  prevent  It. 

The  subject  is  particularly  appropriate  Just 
now  because  of  the  number  of  growing  chick- 
ens there  are  about.  A  crooked  breast  Is  a 
keel  or  breast  bone  which  deviates  from  the 
true  straight  either  to  the  side  or  up  and  down 
or  both.  It  may  be  due  to  several  causes:  1, 
breeding;  2,  faulty  perches;  3,  lack  of  sun  rays; 
4,  faulty  feeding.  In  No.  1  It  is  inherited.  In 
No.  2,  it  is  acquired  mechanically,  and  In  Nos. 
3  and  4  it  Is  acquired  through  wrong  treatment, 
housing  and  general  management. 

If  It  is  inherited,  such  birds  should  never  be 
bred  from,  and  it  may  be  taken  as  inherited 
if  the  birds  are  bred  and  fed  as  per  our  "new 
way"  instructions  and  still  the  trouble  appears. 
Wrong  perches,  i.e.  uneven,  too  thin  or  too 
lough  perches  provided  at  an  early  age  may 
cause  the  trouble,  especially  if  your  general 
management  Is  also  at  fault.  Lack  of  (ultra 
violet)  sun  rays  is  responsible  for  an  inability 
to  assimilate  calcium  salts,  which  in  turn  causes 
actual  bone  weakness  which  will  obviously  re- 
sult In  an  easily  bent  breastbone.  Faulty  feed- 
ing: would  mean  lack  of  mineral  Raits  in  the 
ration,  either  as  a  chemical  mixture  or  as  an 
organic  form,  i.e.,  greenfood— lucerne,  clover 
or  milk.  There  would  never  be  a  crooked 
breastbone  If  (1)  the  birds  had  access  to  sun's 
rays  from  birth;  (2)  if  ample  mineral  salts  (In 
some  form)  were  provided;  (3)  if  the  trouble 
was  not  Inherited,  and  <4)  if  the  birds  were 
continually  exercised  by  scratching.  See  what 
you  can  do,  then,  to  make  any,  •  necessary  im-

Making  Things  Easy 


BIRD  that  is  laying  heavily  wants  a  lot 
of  food.   If  she  has  to  go  short  at  any 
,       time  her  rate  of  production  will  suffer.  This  is 
particularly  true  In  the  cast  of  dry-mash-fed 
birds.   They  have  got  to  be  at  the  hopper  for 
some  hours  a  day  before  they  secure  sufficient 
food.    And  they  waste  a  lot  of  time  dodging 
between  the  hopper  and  the  water  vessel.   It  is 
only  a  small  point— you  may  think  it  is  insig- 
nificant— but  you  must  have  plenty  of  hopper 
space.    Allow  one  foot  to  every  five  birds  in 
the  flock,  for  this  gives  them  all  a  chance  to 
get  as  much  food  as  they  require.  Self-feeding 
hoppers  are  1  airly  expensive  to  buy,  but  there 
Is  no  need  to  buy  them.  An  open  trough  raised 
on  legs  well  above  the  floor,  fitted  with  an 
alighting  board  all  round  and  a  movable  grid 
over  the  top  is  all  that  is  needed.  This  can  be 
•      made  out  of  rough  wood  for  practically  noth- 
ing.  It  Is  equally  necessary  to  have  plenty  of 
wet  mash  troughs.    The  birds  gobble  up  the 
mash  quickly,  and  if  there  is  not  room  for  all, 
the  least  pugilistic  will  not  get  enough  to  sat- 
isfy their  hunger,  much  less  enough  to  manu- 
facture their  eggs.    Have  the  trough  so  big 
that  each  bird  is  allowed  six  inches  of  room. 
They  can  all  feed  at  once  and  none  need  go 
short.    It  will  not  do  any  harm,  however.  If 
larger  space  is  allotted  to  each.   It  Is  an  ad- 
vantage when  there  are  a  few  bullies  in  the 
flock. 

Bedraggled  Tails  a  Danger  Sign 

■xr  EEP  a  sharp  look-out  for  chickens  with 
XV  dirty-looking  tails.  They  are  dirty  be- 
cause, being  poorly  and  feeling  ill.  the  birds 
are  soiled  with  the  diarrhoea  which  is  Insepar- 
able from  nearly  all  chick  ailments.  A  dirty 
tall  Is  an  ample  warning  which  must  not  be  Ig- 
nored. Pick  up  the  offender,  and  if  the  vent 
is  blotched,  bathe  off  with  a  warm  disinfectant 
solution.  Then  find  out  the  cause— chill,  over- 
heating, overcrowding,  lack  of  pure  air  at 
night.  Inherited  B  W  D  —  and  apply  the  reme- 
dy. Never  let  a  dirty  tall  pass  without  at- 
tention.

f^OOD  bone  means  strong,  straight,  firm. 
VJ  plump  legs;  straight  breastbone,  straight 
and  neither  coarse  nor  superfine  pelvlces.  A 
chicken  possessed  of  such  qualities  will  grow 
Into  a  Tine  upstanding  bird  and  full  of  vigor. 
But— how  do  we  Insure  good  bone?  Partly,  of 
course,  by  breeding  from  birds  which  are  vig- 
orous and  the  prototype  of  what  we  want  In 
our  chickens.  But  also  wc  can  do  something  to 
encourage  good  bone  formation  while  the 
chickens  are  growing.  We  can,  for  instance, 
Include  bone-making  foods  in  our  mashes — 
broad  bran  or  lucerne  meal,  or  flan  meal  and 
cod  liver  oil.  We  can  remember,  too,  that 
direct  sun  rays  play  a  big  part  In  making  bone. 
Without  It.  rickets  and  bone-weakening  take 
place.  Again,  greenfood  containing  the  essen- 
tial mineral  salts  In  a  natural  easily-assimi- 
lated form  are  Invaluable.  Do  not  confuse 
good  bone  with  coarseness.  Quality  is  a  great 
necessity  as  well. 

Eggs  From  Turkeys 


r  every  egg  you  can  from  your  laying 
turkeys  before  it  la  too  late  to  use  them 
for  hatching.  Laying  started  rather  later  In 
most  districts  than  usual  this  year.  There  Is 
a  little  lost  time  that  mast  be  made  up.  There 
is  one  thing  that  will  induce  the  birds  to  lay 
heavily.  This  Is  animal  food.  They  gather  a 
lot  of  this  as  they  wander  nbout.  but  their 
bodies  require  more  to  assist  egg  production. 
There  la  plenty  of  animal  food  In  the  soil  at 
Vila  time  of  year:  more  in  the  way  of  grub  and 
*wect  life  than  there  has  been  for  some 
months.  But  this  is  no  reason  why  you  should 
decrease  the  animal  food  In  the  mash. 

This  Is  a  common  practice  with  many.  As 
the  weather  gets  finer  they  imagine  the  turkeys 
require  leas  meat.  Just  the  reverse  Is  correct. 
If  you  are  satisfied  with  the  mash  you  have 
been  feeding,  do  not  make  any  change  In  It, 
excepting  to  increase  the  meat  meal.  Oive  a 
quarter  more  than  you  have  been  doing.  That 
us  use  one  and  a  quarter  pounds  Instead  of  one 
pound,  or  one  and  a  quarter  measures  Instead 
of  one  measure.  If  you  are  not  satisfied  with 
your  present  mash,  try  one  made  of  middlings, 
Ave  parts  by  weight;  British  Columbia  ground 
cats,  two  parts;  maize  meal,  two  parts;  broad 
bran,  one  part,  and  meat  meal,  one  and  a  quar- 
ter parts.  Kaua  meat  means  extra  eggs.  They 
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A  i  a  dual-purpose  cow  the  cross-bred  Short- 
-t\  horn  is  hard  to  beat.  She  is  undoubted- 
ly the  best-paying  farmer  s  cow.  First  crosses 
are  generally  good  and  useful  beasts,  whether 
cows  or  bullocks.  The  general  farmer  does  not 
expect  such  high  milk  yields  as  the  dairy  far- 
mer and  he  prefers  cows  that  will  produce  and 
rear  good  stock  for  the  butcher.  But  without 
the  pure-bred  you  cannot  get  the  cross-bred. 

The  most  practical  method  of  grading  up  a 
herd  of  commercial  cattle  Is  by  means  of  a 
pure-bred  bull.  Since  the  bull  may  rightly  be 
regarded  as  half  the  herd,  It  is  up  to  the  far- 
mer who  la  really  seeking  Improvement  to  in- 
vest In  a  really  good  bull.  It  Is  "penny  wise 
and  pound  foolish"  to  buy  a  scrub  bull  at  a 
throw-away  price,  for  that  will  Inevitably  re- 
sult In  a  heavy  slump  in  the  value  of  the  off- 
spring. 

The  dairy  farmer  who  Is  not  Intent  upon 
breeding  young  cows  but  simply  upon  fresh- 
ening up  his  milking  herd  can  afford  to  use  a 
srrub  bull  and  sacrifice  his  calves  for  what 
they  will  fetch  at  birth.  But  the  farmer  who 
Is  breeding  cattle  to  fatten  mi/st  acquire  stock 
of  a  better  quality  if  he  means  to  hold  his  own 
in  the  battle  with  foreign  competition. 

The  meat-exporting  countries  are  rapidly 
grading  up  their  herds  with  high-priced  bulls. 
Unless  the  Canadian  farmer  gets  a  move  on, 
also,  he  may  be  left  in  the  lurch.  And  the 
sooner  he  perceives  the  fact  that  the  struggle 
must  eliminate  In  the  survival  of  the  fittest 
the  better  will  he  maintain  his  position. 

There  Is  an  ever-increasing  demand  for  meat, 
of  a  higher  grade,  baby  beef  and  the  small 
Joint.  It  may  not  appeal  to  the  average  far- 
mer as  a  profitable  proposition  to  produce 
baby  beef.  but.  It  will  undoubtedly  pay  to  im- 
prove the  "beefing"  and  maturing  qualities  of 
his  cattle.

T  TOW  easy  It  Is  to  waste  food.  And  what  a 
Xl  difference  It  makes  to  the  annual  food 
bill.  There  are  few  poultrykeepers  who  are  ex- 
travagant with  these  items,  but  this  cannot  be 
said  In  connection  with  such  feeding  adjuncts 
as  greenfood.  grit,  oyster  shcU  and  charcoal. 
It  Is  surprising  what  a  lot  of  these  substances 
is  wasted  by  some  otherwise  very  economical 
poultrykeepers.  Greenfood  is  still  scarce. 
Lucky  are  they  who  have  a  large  garden  with 
plenty  of  suitable  refuse  for  their  birds.  Those 
who  have  to  buy  It  do  not  need  telling  how 
dear  it  Is.  You  can  Insure  In  two  ways  that 
every  atom  of  greenfood  provided  Is  eaten  up 
before  it  loses  Its  freshness.  Never  give  it  with 
too  liberal  a  hand.  One  ounce  per  bird  per  day 
Is  ample  for  all  general  purpose*.  And  either 
cut  it  up  into  small  pieces  and  mix  it  with  the 
mash  or  feed  it  in  a  specially  made  rack  or  in 
a  string  bag  suspended  from  the  roof.  It  la 
when  the  greenfood  gets  trodden  down  on  the 
ground  that  waste  occurs. 

Grit,  oyster  shell  and  vegetable  charcoal  are 
all  expensive.  But  why  supply  three  or  four 
times  as  much  as  the  birds  require?  Whether 
they  be  fed  separately  or  mixed  together  in  the 
proportion  1 — I — they  should  be  put  into  a 
small  self-feeding  hopper  or  Into  an  open  box. 
In  the  latter  case,  however,  the  top 
should  be  covered  with  a  wire  grid  or  narrow 
strips  of  wood.  If  this  is  not  done  a  lot  la 
thrown  on  the  floor  as  the  birds  work  among 
it  with  their  beaks.  Once  on  the  floor  and  It 
is  wasted  as  far  as  the  bird?  are  concerned.

a  FOWL  can  suffer  rrom  a  number  of  dif- 
Jl\  ferent  bronchial  troubles.  It  does  not 
necessarily  say  that  a  fowl  is  in  for  a  bad  at- 
tack of  roup  Just  because  her  breathing  is  a 
little  difficult.  Many  a  bird  makes  a  croupy 
sort  of  noise  without  there  being  very  much 
tne  matter  with  her.  There  is  no  cause  to  get 
worried  when  you  hear  a  hen  making  such  a 
noise. 

The  time  to  get  anxious  is  when  the  eves  and 
nostrils  start  watering.  Then  you  do  know 
that  something  serious  is  afoot.  The  cure  for 
croupy  breathing  la  a  simple  one.  Oive  the 
bird  a  teaspoonful  of  olive  oil  in  the  morning 
end  one  of  glycerine  at  night,  and  in  a  few 
days  she  will  be  as  right  as  rain.  When  the 
eyes  begin  to  water  give  the  above.  In  addi- 
tion you  must  also  give  twenty  grains  of 
liquorice  and  ten  grains  of  ammonium  chloride 
to  each  quarter-pint  of  dlrlnklng  water.

The  last  chance  to  sow  your  greenstuff  "is 
here."  Put  in  long  beet,  mangolds,  kale,  and 
any  seeds  you  may  have  of  a  "leafy  nature." 
As  was  said  in  these  notes  some  time  ago, 
poultry  and  eggs  are  for  human  consumption. 
Be  clean  and  keep  your  poultry  clean.  It  has 
been  proved  that  diseases  can  be  communicat- 
ed to  humans  by  poultry  and  other  stock. 
Therefore  learn  sanitation. 


Ire  Mildewed 

SHOULD  you  And  any  of  the  strawberry 
leaves  covered  with  a  fllm  of  powdery 
white  mildew,  dust  all  the  plants  with  flowers 
of  sulphur  at  once— and  repeat  the  dose  In 
ten  days'  time  If  necessary.  Quite  a  light  dust- 
ing Is  sufficient— and  If  you  have  not  a  proper 
"duster,"  punch  a  few  holes  In  the  bottom  of  a 
handy-slsed  tin  and  use  this  as  a  shaker. 

You  ought  to  do  everything  you  can  to  stop 
the  mildew  getting  bad  before  the  berries  are 
any  size,  else  It  Is  bound  to  get  on  to  them  in 
turn  and  turn  them  mouldy.  Catch  it  in  time 
with  the  flowers  of 
lies  will  be  saved. 


ANGOLD  sowing  seems  everywhere  to  be 
laler  than  uiual  this  year,  but  there  1j 
the  advantage  that  the  land  is  unusually  clean 
and  that  means  a  fine  start  for  the  seedlings. 
While  you  are  putting  yourself  to  the  trouble 
of  growing  a  crop  you  may  Just  as  well  make 
up  your  mind  to  get  a  really  heavy  yield. 

The  secrets  of  tills  are  first  of  all  to  sow  the 
beit  seed  you  can  obtain  and  then,  In  addition 
to  giving  the  land  a  heavy  dressing  of  manure, 
you  must  be  prepared  to  put  on  some  such 
mixture  as  4C0  pounds  of  superphosphate  and 
300  pounds  of  galnit  per  acre  Just  after  sowing. 
A  fortnight  or  three  weeks  later  you  should 
follow  this  with  a  dressing  of  112  pounds  of 
nitrate  of  scda  cr  sulphate  of  ammcnla  iul::ed 
vlth  two  or  three  times  Its  own  weight  of 
sand.  Then,  as  soon  as  the  plants  are  big 
enough,  thin  them  promptly  tho  that  there  la 
no  check  from  overcrowding.

ALTHOUOH  sweet -scented  blooms  in  pro- 
fusion And  their  way  Into  the  gardens 
of  the  flower -lovers  of  the  world,  they  are  not 
aliways  grown  directly  round  the  house  Itself 
despite  the  Joy  of  living  In  rooms  which  are 
permeated  with  their  fragrance.  It  seems  a 
thousand  pities  that  a  few  sweet-scented 
favorites  are  not  thus  planted  whenever  pos- 
sible, for  although  It  Is  true  that  a  large  piece 
of  ground  is  net  always  available  round  a 
house,  yet  It  is  surprising  what  a  galaxy  cf 
fragrant  flerwers  can  be  grown  In  quite  a  small 
border. 

The  fragrant  daphne,  for  instance,  is  an 
excellent  early  Aowering  shrub  of  suitable 
habit.  Wallflowers,  a  riot  of  yellow,  bronze, 
red  and  Aiming  scarlet;  Jonquils,  pale  scented 
narcissus,  Bromptcn  stocks,  the  faint  perfume 
of  Aag  irises,  and  as  Spring  passes  into  Sum- 
mer, pinks  and  carnations,  Sweet  Williams, 
ten-weeks  stocks,  mignonette,  and  the  warm 
sweetness  of  misty  lavender,  will  carry  on  a 
fragrant  succession  for  many  months.  And 
how  delightful  are  a  few  climbers  trained  up 
the  house,  intermingling  their  fragrant  blos- 
soms around  the  open  windows  and  Ailing  the 
air  with  sweetness.  Varieties  of  honeysuckles 
should  be  chosen  to  give  a  succession  of  bloom 
for  as  many  months  as  possible — and  sweet- 
scented  roses,  and  the  rich  perfume  of  white 
Jasmine  must  not  be  forgotten.

TT  seems  likely  that  the  pastures  wlU  be 
J.    rather  bare  throughout  the  Summer,  and 
I  great  help  later  on  if  you  have  a 
supply  of  greenfood  which  you  can  cut. 

Nothing  produces  a  larger  amount  of  forage 
in  such  a  short  time  as  three  months  than 
gieen  maize.  It  must  be  sown  on  heavily  ma- 
nured land,  and  you  will  have  a 'better  crop  if 
at  sowing  time  you  can  give  an  additional 
dressing  of  330  pounds  of  superphosphate  per 
acre.  The  seed  should  be  sown  rather  thickly 
at  the  rate  of  about  168  pounds  per  acre  in 
drills  twelve  inches  apart.

IF  you  liave  a  Aeld  which  last  year  showed  a 
Ane  plant  of  wild  white  or  wild  red  clover, 
and,  provided  you  can  spare  it  for  the  Sum- 
mer, you  may  And  it  would  pay  you  well  to 
grow  a  crop  of  clover  seed.  The  proper  way  is 
to  graze  It  down  closely  until  the  end  of  May 
for  preference.  Arst  with  cattle  and  then  with 
sheep.

But  If  you  can  be  sure  of 
getting  paid  cash  as  soon  as  the  last  load  la 
stacked,  the  work  is  not  to  be  despised.

But  Its  money  worth  la  based  entirely  on  the 
amount  of  sulphate  of  ammonia  that  It  con- 
tains, and  It  is  rare  indeed  that  we  ever  And 
more  than  Ave  pounds  of  this  fertilizer  in  a 
bushel  of  soot.  This  should  not  weigh  more 
than  twenty-eight  pounds.  In  fact,  the  heavier 
the  soot  is  the  less  it  is  likely  to  be  worth  to 
jou  as  a  fertilizer  and.  In  any  case,  you  should 
not  pay  more  than  twenty  cents  a  bushel  for  It. 

>  om  Son  's  Next  Utter 

VUTHY  are  some  sows  so  difficult,  to  get 
W  served  after  they  have  raised  a  Utter? 
We  have  heard  many  complaints  of  this  trou- 
ble lately,  and  it  Is  evident  that  something  in 
the  season  has  had  an  effect.  If  a  sow  is  in 
fair  condition  she  can  generally  be  depended 
upon  to  be  ready  for  the  boar  within  a  few 
days  if  her  litter  is  weaned  at  eight  weeks. 
But  when  the  litter  Is  left  running  with  her 
longer  and  the  Arst  chance  of  service  13  mLaed. 
It  Is  easy  to  miss  the  second  chance. 

The  sows  condition  has  a  great  deal  to  do 
with  the  matter.  But  If  she  has  been  allowed 
to  get  rather  run  down  It  Is  suprtsing  what  a 
difference  a  little  Ash-meal  dally  makes  to  a 
sow  while  she  Is  sucking  strong,  hungry  young- 
sters. This  la  mainly  because  of  the  minerals 
If  supplies  to  meet  the  demand  of  the  rapidly- 
growing  plgllnga.  which  may  not  have  had 
much  chance  of  outdoor  grazing  this  Spring.

¥  EUCOCORYNE  lxoldes  ororata  Is  the 
I  name  of  a  bulb  which  has  been  rein- 
troduced from  Chile  by  the  well-known 
English  horticulturist.  Clarence  Elliott.  Mr. 
Elliott  visited  South  America  on  a  plant-col- 
lecting expedition  in  1928.  At  a  recent  show 
of  the  Royal  Horticultural  Society  In  London 
he  made  a  Ane  exhibit  of  this  plant.  It  is  a 
sweet-scented  blue  flowering  subject,  which 
has  been  named  "Olory  of  the  Sun."  It 
resembles  the  Chionodoxa.  but  is  taller  and 
larger.  The  exhibit  caused  quite  a  sensation 
among  florists  in  England,  because  it  was 
shown  that  the  bulb  forces  well  and  has  great 
decorative  possibilities. 

R.  F.  Fenton.  the  noted  London  florist,  re- 
ports that  In  his  home  the  flowers  last  two 
weeks,  and  he  predicts  a  great  future  for  it 
as  a  cut  flower.  It  is  doubtful  if  It  is  hardy 
enough  to  live  out  of  doors,  except  In  very 
mild  places.  In  growing  this  plant  It  should 
be  given  the  same  treatment  as  the  Frcesla. 

In  England  people  are  taking  such  an  in- 
terest in  floraculture  that  "movies'  on  the 
subject  are  being  shown  in  London.  At  the 
London  Alhambra,  preceding  the  major  pic- 
ture, a  fllm  showing  the  life  history  of  the 
aphis  was  displayed.  The  Insect  were  shown 
enormously  magnified  and  onlookers  were  able 
to  see  In  detail  the  doings  of  this  prolific  pest. 
Although  shown  in  the  very  heart  of  London's 
West  End,  the  film  aroused  the  greatest  In- 
terest and  was  greeted  with  extraordinary 
Bpplause;  more.  In  fact,  than  the  star  picture 
received.  Seemingly  London  picture  show- 
goer.*  are  not  averse  to  applauding  the  movies.

THE  English  Gardeners'  Chronicle  recently 
published  a  colored  plate  of  Coriarla 
Japonlca.  The  plate  shows  the  fruiting  branch 
of  this  shrub,  and.  considering  the  brilliancy 
of  its  small  red  fruits  and  the  freedom  with 
which  they  are  borne,  it  seems  surprising  that 
it  is  not  generally  known.  The  fact  that  It  Is 
not  strictly  hardy  should  not  prevent  Its  use, 
for  there  are  plenty  of  places  where  It  would 
grow.  In  fact.  Bailey,  the  great  authority, 
states  it  has  proved  hardy  with  some  protec- 
tion in  Massachusetts.  In  England  it  is  said  to 
behave  more  like  an  herbaceous  plant,  as  it  is 
usually  cut  back  by  the  Winters. 

As  far  as  catalogues  are  concerned,  this 
plant  seems  to  be  unknown.  It  was  introduced 
from  Japan  in  1893,  and  it  has,  the  peculiarity 
of  producing*  its  male  and  female  flowers  on 
separate  clusters,  these  being  Insignificant, 
but  the  female  flowers  thicken  out  and 
eventually  change  to  coral  red  and  Anally 
purple,  the  fruits  being  enclosed  therein.  It 
is  a  very  beautiful  subject  and  can  be  propa- 
gated from  seeds  or  cuttings.  It  is  deciduous 
and  not  particularly  tall.  It  derives  Its  name 
from  the  fact  that  some  of  the  family  were 
once  used  In  tanning  leather. 

<  on  fusing  Plant  Names 

TT  seems  a  very  great  pity  that  American 
1  horticulturists  cannot  get  eogethcr  with 
their  British  brethren  In  the  matter  of  plant 
giames.  It  would  save  a  great  deal  of  confu- 
sion in  the  horticultural  world. 

In  the  Old  Country  The  Kcw  Index  is  taken 
as  the  standard  of  plant  nomenclature,  where- 
as m  the  United  States  a  plant  Index  has 
been  devised  which  differs  very  materially 
from  the  British  authority.  We  In  Canada  are 
between  the  devil  and  the  deep  sea.  We  have 
to  use  both,  because  we  deal  with  both  coun- 
tries. But  why  in  the  name  of  all  that  la 
sensible  cannot  the  two  be  made  one.  so  that 
one  list  of  names  wculd  do  for  everyone?  It  la 
good  to  read,  however,  that  The  Brooklyn 
Botanical  Oarden  has  recently  issued  the 
eleventh  In  a  series  of  communications  pre- 
pared under  the  direction  of  Dr.  Alfred 
Gunderson,  curator  of  plants  at  this  garden, 
dealing  with  the  subject  of  uniformity  In  plant 
nomenclature.  Let  us  hope  that  the  work  of 
the  good  doctor  will  in  the  long  run  cause  the 
horticulturists  on  both  sides  of  the  Atlantic 
to  get  together  In  this  very  important  matter. 

Deacribing  his  visit  to  the  Famham  Royal 
Nurseries  at  Farnham.  Buckingham,  England, 
a  writer  in  The  Nurseryman  and  Seedsman 
mentions  that  In  one  or  two  houses  where  the 
carnations  are  grown  on  brick  beds  with  tile 
drainage  the  plants  were  up  to  seven  feet  high 
and  loaded  with  flowers  on  three-foot  sterna 
rhey  were  covered  with  glaucous  foliage 
top  to  bottom. 


Bees  and  Their  Honev 

Mints  for  Beginners

W ITH  the  advent  of  warm  weather  and 
sunny  days,  combined  with  the  abun- 
dance of  fruit  blooms  In  our  orchards 
this  year,  beekeepers  will  do  well  to  keep  a 
sharp  look  out  for  signs  of  swarming.  It  may 
be  a  couple  of  weeks  ago,  when  examining  a 
hive,  there  seemed  plenty  of  room,  but  if  you 
lock  again  you  will  be  surprised  to  see  an  al- 
most magical  alteration  In  the  brood  nest:. 
Combs  will  be  a  solid  mass  of  brood,  and  supers 
found  to  be  apparently  full  of  honey  after  the 
prolific  flow  of  nectar  from  maples  and  fruit. 

This  is  the  time  to  be  vigilant  and  supply 
more  room  for  the  hundreds  or  possibly  thou- 
sands of  new  young  bees  emerging  dally.  You 
may  find  the  top  of  ccmbs  In  brood  chamber 
drawn  out  and  capped  with  new  white  wax. 
thus  rendering  it  difficult  for  the  bees  to  as- 
cend to  super  above.  There  may  also  be  a 
large  number  of  drones  hanging  about  on  the 
combs  as  a  further  "block  to  the  traffic."  In 
this  case  it  Is  a  good  plan  to  remove  some  of 
the  fully-capped  combs  from  the  brood  cham- 
ber to  the  newly  added  super  1  which  now  is  a 
second  brood  chamber)  and  All  In  each  side  of 
both  supers  with  combs  of  foundation.  This 
will  give  more  room  as  well  as  much  needed 
ventilation,  and  also  Is  a  good  opportunity  of 
getting  more  combs  drawn  out. 

In  cases  where  queen  cells  have  already 
been  started,  and  a  swarm  emerges  before  you 
have  time  to  make  the  necessary  manipula- 
tions, a  gocd  plan  Is  the  following: 


Replaee  With  New  Hive 

>-pAKE  away  the  hive  from  which  the  swarm 
1  emerged  and  in  its  place  put  a  hive  with 
new  combs.  Set  the  old  hive  near,  with  en- 
trance turned  away.  Now  get  your  swarm 
into  new  hive,  and  when  all  bees  have  gone  in. 
transfer  all  supers  from  old  to  new  hive.  All 
field  bees  coming  back  enter  this  new  hive, 
which  is  in  exactly  the  same  place  as  the  one 
they  left  earlier,  and  the  work  of  the  colony 
goes  on  as  before. 

If  this  colony  was  a  large  one  it  is  certain 
there  were  many  queen  cells  raised,  and  as 
these  young  queens  emerge  they  will  go  out 
in  second  and  third  swarms.  To  prevent  this, 
the  old  hive  is  gradually  turned  round  until  the 
entrance  faces  the  same  way  as  new  one.  and 
on  the  third  or  fourth  day  placed  close  along- 
side the  new  one.  On  the  sixth  day.  when  the 
field  bees  arc  out,  remove  the  old  hive  right

EW  people  recllze  the  extent  to  which  the 
Royal  Family  Is  interested  in  poultry 
breeding  as  a  hobby  with  a  real  purpose;  and 
In  the  Fourth  World  s  Poultry  Congress  which 
will  convene  in  the  Crystal  Palace,  London, 
next  July. 

His  Majesty  the  King  is  an  enthusiastic 
poultry  fancier  and  many  of  the  finest  birds 
in  England  are  to  be  found  in  the  Royal  aviary 
at  Frogmore,  Windsor.  Her  Majesty  the  Queen 
is  also  interested  in  poultry,  and  whenever  the 
Royal  Family  are  at  Windsor  they  are  frequent 
visitors  to  the  aviary. 

H  R  H.  the  Duke  of  York  has  consented  to 
open  the  congress,  and  H.R.H.  the  Prince  of 
Wales  Is  an  active  participant  with  a  special 
exhibit  of  birds  from  the  "E  P."  Ranch. 

Canada  has  a  particular  interest  in  the  Royal 
aviary  because  of  His  Majesty's  gracious  ac- 
ceptance In  1924.  following  the  Second  World's 
Poultry  Congress  at  Barcelona,  of  a  trio  of 
Canadian  Barred  Rocks,  the  finest  of  their 
kind  which  could  be  procured  In  Canada,  or  on 
the  North  American  Continent  for  that  matter. 

The  Royal  aviary  was  started  by  the  Prince 
Consort  some  years  ago  because  of' his  belief  in 
the  economic  Importance  of  poultry  and  egg 
production  In  the  British  Isles.  Not  only  docs 
the  regal  flock  supply  the  Royal  table  and 
kitchens  at  Windsor  Castle  and  In  Bucking- 
ham Palace,  but  hundreds  of  chicks  from  the 
Empire's  finest  stock  are  hatched  and  distrib- 
uted from  the  Royal  aviary  to  different  points 
in  the  British  Isles. 

It  is  safe  to  predict  that  not  the  least  Inter- 
ested visitors  to  the  National  and  Live  Birds 
Exhibits  at  the  Fourth  World's  Poultry  Con- 
gress will  be  Their  Majesties  the  King  and 
Queen,  who.  because  of  their  Interest  in  poul- 
try both  as  a  hobby  and  a  national  economic 
institution  will  want  to  see  the  world's  best  as 
presented  at  the  Crystal  Palace.

npHE  dainty  little  tufted  pansles.  more 
1  generally  known  perhaps,  as  violas,  are 
Invaluable  for  small  gardens  where  the 
maximum  of  bloom  in  the  minimum  of  space 
is  an  all-important  point.  Easily  suited  as  re- 
gards soil  and  situation,  and  flowering  with 
gay  abandon  for  so  many  months  of  the  year, 
they  may  be  grown  In  various  ways,  as  edg- 
ings to  beds  or  borders,  planted  here  and  there 
In  groups  to  the  front  of  the  herbaceous 
border,  or  as  groundwork  plants  among  bush 
and  climbing  roses,  where  they  afford  delight- 
ful color  contrasts. 

Provided  the  old  blossoms  are  rrmoved 
fairly  regularly,  violas  may  be  relied  upon  to 
give  a  welcome  show  of  bloom  until  the  frost*, 
and  as  they  are  easily  propagated  either  by 
or  cuttings,  a  good  stock  of  varieties 
at  a 


away  to  a  different  stand,  and  all  bees  will  go 
into  new  hive.  The  old  one  will  now  be  so 
short  of  bees  that  when  the  new  queen 
emerges  they  will  not  swarm,  but  Just  carry 
on  and  steadily  build  up. 

Of  course  the  honey  will  be  stored  by  the 
swarm,  as  it  will  take  the  bees  from  the  old 
hive  all  their  time  to  bring  in  -nough  honey 
for  the  brood. 

There  are  other  i.rv.-nods  of  hiving  a  swarm, 
but  this  is  the  most  simple  for  beginners  and 
gives  good  results. 

For  those  beginning  beekeeping  it  is  recom- 
mended to  apply  to  the  Provincial  Apiarist  at 
Parliament  Buildings,  Victoria,  for  The  Bee- 
keepers' Bulletin,  which  gives  a  -reat  deal  of 
information  regarding  bee3  and  honey,  as  well 
as  the  necessary  equipment  required,  but  it  Is 
also  advised  to  procure  a  regular  beekeeping 
book  which  can  be  studied  chapter  by  chapter 
nnd  referred  to  at  a  moment's  notice. 

i  iovide  New  Queen 

A  LL  the  honey  which  is  being  stored  now 
-tV  will  very  soon  be  used  up  for  brood-rear- 
ing, and  if  there  is  not  sufficient  for  this  pur- 
pose, it  must  be  seen  to  that  sugar  syrup  is 
supplied  later,  as  there  is  often  a  great  dearth 
of  nectar  between  fruit  bloom  and  clover,  and 
at  this  time  more  honey  means  more  bees 
later  on  for  the  harvest  in  June  and  July. 

An  old  queen  Is  often  a  cause  of  swarming, 
and  if  your  queen  is  In  her  second  season  now. 
see  to  It  that  ycu  have  a  new  young  queen  in 
August  to  carry  through  the  Winter. 

On  hot  days  be  sure  the  entrance  is  large 
enough,  and  if  the  nights  are  cold  put  in  a 
wooden  block  for  warmth.  As  the  days  get 
warmer  have  the  top  covering  moved  a  little 
so  that  there  Is  an  upward  current  of  air. 

Remember  It  is  the  old  queen  which  comes 
out  with  the  Arst  swarm,  and  after  the  honey 
flow  be  sure  to  replace  her  with  another. 

Also  remember  it  Is  very  rare  for  only  one 
swarm  to  emerge.  A  second  swarm  will 
emerge  in  about  six  or  seven  days,  and  perhaps 
a  third  and  even  a  fourth.  These  last  are 
called  casts,  and  although  each  will  be  headed 
by  a  young  queen,  it  is  rarely  advisable  to  hive 
them  as  separate  swarms.  Either  put  them 
back  In  the  parent  hive  or  put  the  casts  to- 
gether, letting  the  bees  settle  the  queen  ques- 
tion. But  the  best  plan  to  follow  is  the  above, 
which  gives  the  swarm  all  the  bees  which 
would  otherwise  compose  the  second  and  fol- 
lowing swarms  or  casts.-F.  A.  O. 


GcldHncheg  Are  Ideal

The  goldAnch  is  the  loveliest  of  British  song- 
birds—alike as  to  song  and  feathers— and  like 
the  lovable  bullfinch,  is  the  ideal  of  a  pel 
bird,  with  a  song  as  lively  as  Its  disposition 
It  is  equally  at  home  in  cage  or  aviary  and 
breeds  freely  in  either,  white  the  cock  breedi 
with  the  hen  canary,  producing  a  popular  and 
charming  hybrid,  and  also  with  the  hen  bull- 
finch, greenAnch.  siskin  or  linnet. 

To  determine  the  sex  of  a  goldAnch.  the  sim- 
plest test  la  the  amount  of  crimson  on  the  face 
known  as  the  blaze;  it  stops  at  the  eye  of  th« 
cock,  but  passes  beyend  the  hen's  eye.  The 
small  wlng-coverts  of  the  cock  are  darker  and 
blacker  than  the  hen  s.  Young  birds  are  known 
as  grey-pates,  and  when  they  have  put  off  their 
nestling  feathers  will  be  found  darker  than  the 
hens. 

In  an  ordinary  double  breeding  cage,  gold- 
Anch breeding  should  present  no  difficulty,  and 
some  fanciers  claim  that  these  beauties  are  as 
easy  to  manage  as  canaries.  For  nesting  ma- 
terial they  like  dry  grass,  cotton  and  wool.  A 
bunch  of  heather  may  be  Axed  up  across  a 
corner  of  the  cage  to  serve  as  an  alighting 
place  before  the  birds  go  on  the  nest,  which 
they  are  liable  to  spoil  if  alighting  thereon 
direct. 

In  addition  to  the  staple  seed  mixture 
(which  may  be  half  canary  seed  with  an  equal 
amount  made  up  of  linseed,  teazle,  nlger,  hemp, 
and  a  little  rape)  at  this  time  of  year  a 
variety  of  natural  food  may  be  given,  and  it 
v  111  make  all  the  difference  to  health  and  con- 
dition; leaves  of  dandelion  with  Its  seed-heads, 
and  seeds  of  shepherd's  purse,  chlckweed, 
groundsel  and  plantain.  A  mealworm  may  be 
offered  as  an  occasional  treat.  Bathing  will 
be  enjoyed  the  year  through. 

Very  few  British  birds  will  give  more  plea- 
sure as  pets  than  goldles.  If  kept  solely  as  peU 
and  for  the  sake  of  their  music,  a  good  plan  Is 
to  have  one  cock  goldAnch  In  the  centre  com- 
partment of  a  really  roomy  cage  and  a  cock 
canary  In  compartments  on  either  side  and 
they  will  All  a  room  with  melody  the 
year  through.

DRY  well  Is  a  wall  that  Is  built  without 
mortar  cr  cement  against  a  bank  of 
soil  Fairly  large  stones  are  used  and  arranged 
more  or  less  parallel  witft  the  bank  of  soil. 
Each  layer  of  stone  s-hould  be  placed  slightly 
further  back  than  the  layer  below  It  and  em- 
bedded In  the  soli  so  that  the  plants  will  get 
a  good  share  of  moisture. 

Such  a  wall  as  this  may  be  made  very  beau- 
tiful if  Ailed  with  proper  flowering  and  foliage 
plants,  such  as  artemlsla.  rreen  bluish  scented 
foliage;  evergreen  candytuft,  evergreen  foliage, 
and  covered  with  fragrant  white  flowers  In 
early  8prinf ;  rock  crerj.  pure  white  flowers  In 
late  Spring.  snow-ln-8ummer.  bright  silvery 
foliage  and  white  flowers  In  May  and  June; 
Gypsophlla  rep*n*.  white  or  pale  rose  flowers 
in  June  and  July;  houseleek.  leaves  in  rosettes
